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Clinton 
standardizes 
protection for 
gay federal 
employees

| resident Bill Clinton signed an ex- 
ecutive order that protects civil- 
f ian lesbian and gay federal em- 
1 ployees from job discrimination. 
In a statement issued on May 28, the 
President said, “The Order provides a 
uniform policy for the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment to prohibit discrimination 
based on sexual orientation.” 

In 1992, candidate Clinton had 
pledged to issue such an order, but 
OUce in office he shunned direct action 
and eventually settled on a piecemeal 
approach of directing each federal 
agency to write such protection into 
their individual personnel policies. 

That effort was pushed along in 
December 1993 by settlement of an 
employment discrimination suit be¬ 
tween the FBI and former agent Frank 
Buttino. In the settlement, the FBI 
agreed not to discriminate on the 
basis of sexual orientation and to in¬ 
clude that in its personnel policy. 
Most, but not all federal departments, 
eventually did the same. 

The result was a patchwork of dif¬ 
fering policies. This order was meant 
to standardize practice, rather than 
extend new protections. As the Clin¬ 
ton statement noted, the order “does 
not and cannot create any new en¬ 
forcement rights [such as the ability 
to proceed before the Equal Employ¬ 
ment Opportunity Commission].

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n handful of protesters from the Topeka, 
Kansas-based Westboro Baptist Church 
in front of City Hall did nothing to dis¬ 
rupt or dampen the enthusiasm of local 
gay leaders and elected officials cele¬ 
brating the one-year anniversary of San 
Francisco’s landmark equal benefits law 
Monday, June 1.

The Kansas group brought their “God 
Hates Fags” placards to City Hall to protest 
the law, which requires businesses contract¬ 
ing with the city to offer benefits to domes¬ 
tic partners of employees, if they offer the 
benefits to spouses.

Supes clear

L ike most things in government, the or¬ 
dinance that the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors approved June 1 to bring 
“sunshine,” or accountability to non¬ 
profit agencies that receive city funds, 
was a compromise. After Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano fought several months to get the 
cutting-edge legislation through the full 
board, and after the ordinance was spared a 
continuance by a 6-5 vote against Supervisor 
Mabel Teng’s strategic move to kill it, board 
members still extensively discussed the topic 
before they took the 10-1 vote Monday. 

Under the legislation, nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions that receive a minimum of $250,000 in 
city-administered public funds would be re¬ 
quired to open up board meetings and dis¬ 
close some financial information. 

Ammiano told the B.A.R. he is “cautious- 
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doned them off next to an outdoor sculpture 
by openly gay artist Keith Haring, one of 
many that are displayed throughout the city. 

“They are bigoted, hateful, ignorant peo¬ 
ple,” Treasurer Susan Leal told the B.A.R. as 
she passed by the small group. “It serves to 
motivate all of us, straight or queer, to keep 
working on equal rights.” 

Upstairs the mood was jubilant as Mayor 
Willie Brown kicked off a brief program hon¬ 
oring those who worked on the ordinance. 
The city’s Human Rights Commission (HRC), 
which has been charged with implementing 
the law, distributed 74 pages that listed the 
1,738 companies that now provide domestic 
partner benefits and are in compliance. 

Almost all of the supervisors were on hand, 
along with City Attorney Louise Renne and 
Deputy City Attorney Dennis Aftergut who 
defended the law in federal court and were 
successful in that the bulk of the ordinance 


was upheld in April by U.S. District Judge 
Claudia Wilken. Several outside law firms and 
organizations that worked on the case were 
also recognized by Supervisor Leslie Katz. 

The mayor presented proclamations to 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democra¬ 
tic Club members Carol Stuart, Jeff Sheehy, 
and Geoff Kors for their work coming up with 
the idea. Supervisor Tom Ammiano recog¬ 
nized HRC staff members, while Leal present¬ 
ed a certificate to the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce. Rhea Serpan, chamber presi¬ 
dent, was an early proponent of the law; on 
Monday he reiterated that support, noting that 
“equal benefits for all is good business.” 

The Westboro group preceded the City 
Hall demonstration with pickets outside 
Metropolitan Community Church-San 
Francisco and Grace Cathedral last Sunday. 
Police arrested a gay counter-demonstrator 
at MCC-SF. ▼

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A Second Life: Survivors of Illnesses 
May Find Finances in Need of Care

New drugs and medical advances have 
meant a second chance for many people di¬ 
agnosed with major illnesses such as can¬ 
cer and AIDS. But for some, the blessing of 
improved health has been a financial curse. 

Having sold life-insurance benefits, 
run up huge debts, raided retirement 
funds and gone on disability, many of 
these people structured a life that had no 
tomorrow. 

“They planned for the inevitable, and 
the inevitable didn’t happen,” says Brent A. 
Neiser, director of collaborative programs 
at the National Endowment for Financial 
Education in Denver. 

Now they must shift gears and figure out 
how to live. To come up with a new strategy, 
these people need to take a good, hard look 
at their health, their assets, their benefits, 
their dreams and their tolerance for risk. 
Their new plans need to include not only the 
cost of a chronic illness but also the possi¬ 
bility of living well into retirement. 

For many, the picture isn’t pretty. 
Thomas W. Swift, a San Francisco invest¬ 
ment adviser, has reason to know firsthand. 
HTV positive himself, he cashed in his re¬ 
tirement account and moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1996, prepared to die. When his prog¬ 
nosis changed, he decided he needed a new 
plan. That plan led him to his current work, 
addressing the long-term financial needs of 
the HIV-positive community. 

‘ T have quite a few people who have zero 
savings,” says Mr. Swift, who is with Horton 
Investment Advisory Group. 

In many cases, the money went to pay 
medical bills and living expenses. Some 
people compounded their problems by mak¬ 
ing irrational financial decisions. Patricia 
C. Drivanos, a New York financial adviser, 
tells of a man diagnosed with cancer who 
immediately sold all his investments. The 
sales created a massive tax liability that de¬ 
pleted his resources, she says. 

Advisers also tell stories of people who in 
the face of imminent death chose to spend 
extravagantly. One of Mr. Swift’s clients, 
for example, ran up a $45,000 credit-card 
debt buying electronics equipment. 

Whatever their individual stories, all 
those fortunate enough to count them¬ 
selves among the survivors now must try to 
reposition themselves financially for an 
unexpected future. The tenuousness of the 
reprieve makes the task more challenging. 


Cancer goes into remission, for exam¬ 
ple, but can recur. HTV drugs extend life 
but don’t cure the disease. And the drugs 
used to battle both can be debilitating. 
“The problem with the drugs for HTV is that 
they are experimental,” says Ms. Dri¬ 
vanos, noting these drugs are also known to 
cause both liver and heart damage. 

Moreover, just because someone is no 
longer dying doesn’t mean they are able to 
live a full life and return to work. Because a 
return to work often means dismantling a 
carefully constructed safety net, people 
should be brutally honest about how they feel 
and whether they can handle a regular 9-to-5 
day. 

Typically, the safety net includes dis¬ 
ability benefits, health-insurance benefits, 
Social Security and perhaps Medicare. 
These benefits often are so valuable that it 
can be hard to figure out an exit strategy. 
“My clients are not just in their safety net, 
they are completely entangled in it,” ex¬ 
plains Mr. Swift. 

Coming up with a way out often means 
both homework and compromise. Start by 
sitting down and reviewing your various in¬ 
surance plans and benefits, says Mark 
Scherzer, a New York attorney who special¬ 
izes in individual-insurance issues. 

Your disability policy, for example, may 
let you to go back to work part time and still 
retain some benefits. “It’s not universal, 
but the majority allow you to go back part 
time,” he explains. This means people can 
“test the waters and see what their stamina 
is” before returning to full-time work. 

Such a step is also less risky, he says, if 
your policy covers “recurrent disability.” 
This means that if you go back to work but 
become disabled by the same condition 
within a certain period of time-let’s say, 
six months or a year-you can renew your 
claim. 

Just last week, Mr. Scherzer had a client 
who wanted to return to work after being on 
disability since the early ’90s. “We found 
that he had a recurrent-disability clause 
that didn’t have any time limit on it at all.” 

Social Security also offers a trial return- 
to-work program, which allows people to 
work for as long as nine months on a full- or 
part-time basis before jeopardizing their 
benefits. 

Make sure you understand whether 
your disability ends when you return to 
any employment or only when you return 
to work in your own occupation. “Group 
coverage tends to be a combination-for 
the first two years it tends to be your own 
occupation, then it goes to any occupa¬ 
tion,” explains Ms. Drivanos. 

This distinction can make a big differ¬ 
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ence to many. Those who can’t physically 
return to their old jobs may be able to find 
something else that they’ve always wanted 
to do and still retain benefits. Indeed, 
many have no desire to return to their old 
professions. Having faced their own death, 
they want to grab the proverbial brass ring 
and try something new. 

But people who make that kind of switch 
may jeopardize their health coverage. By 
changing jobs, they may lose benefits pro¬ 
vided by their old employer, and face a 
waiting period before qualifying for new 
health insurance. 

“If you are going to a new job, you have 
to evaluate benefits carefully,” says Jill 
Peetluk Feinstein, a Northport, N.Y., fi¬ 
nancial adviser. For some, that may mean 
tempering their dreams so that they can 
continue to have the benefits needed to live. 

Life insurance also needs attention, she 
says. People on disability often get a 
waiver of premium. Once they are no 
longer disabled, they must resume policy 
payments or risk losing the coverage. 

Budgeting is an important part of any 
new strategy. Doing a basic cash-flow 
analysis will provide a clear picture of how 
much money is coming in and how much is 
going out. Then, if necessary, people can 
adjust their lifestyle to reflect the fact that 
there is going to be a day after tomorrow. 

An investment portfolio for the living is 
also far different from the cash-heavy ap¬ 
proach typically taken by the dying. Many 
terminally ill people move to cash so that 
they have the money to pay medical bills 
and other expenses. 

“Someone who is not terminal can 
lengthen their maturity and take a little 
more risk,” says Ms. Feinstein. Those who 
go back to work may want to accelerate 
their retirement savings. “If you are going 
to live a longer life you may need those dol¬ 
lars to live on in retirement,” she says. 

Some may already have significant as¬ 
sets from selling life-insurance benefits to 
a viatical company or tapping their retire¬ 
ment funds. But often these assets are in¬ 
vested without thought to the future. 

“They have done whatever they wanted 
with it,” says Mr. Swift, noting one client 
put all his life-insurance money into real 
estate that produced little income. Another 
wanted to invest it all in a single stock, and 
a third simply put it in the bank. Now, he 
says, these people need to use those assets 
to create the income needed for them to 
live. 

That doesn’t necessarily mean just cre¬ 
ating a diversified stock portfolio. “In 
some cases that means making an invest¬ 
ment in themselves,” Mr. Swift says. Go¬ 
ing back to school, getting a graduate de¬ 
gree or other professional training may 
pay off better in the long run, he says. 

“It is important to reclaim your 
dreams,” he says. “Part of coming back to 
life is being able to reinvest in yourself.”

ongregation Sha’ar Zahav is 
exhibiting a taste of gay Is¬ 
rael as part of a larger Jew¬ 
ish celebration this weekend in 
Golden Gate Park. Queer poetry 
will be read throughout the day in 
a simulated Tel Aviv beach cafe, 
with snacks and music to boot. 

It all takes place this Sunday, 
June 7, from noon to 6 p.m. at 
Sharon Meadow in Golden Gate 
Park. Sharon Meadow is at the 
east end of the park, north of 
Kezar Stadium and south of John 
F. Kennedy Drive. 

The cafe is part of the larger 
“Israel in the Park,” a 50th birth¬ 
day party for the Jewish State of 
Israel. The celebration is spon¬ 
sored by several Bay Area Jewish 
community groups. Guests will 
wander through cultural and his¬ 


torical sites, medieval streets, 
open-air cafes and a small-scale 
Western Wall, as the park is trans¬ 
formed into a miniature map of 
Israel. 

Sha’ar Zahav’s “Cafe Ga’ay” is 
modeled after a conglomeration 
of cafes in Tel Aviv where the gay 
community gathers. Renee Bauer, 
program director for Sha’ar 
Zahav, said the Hebrew word 
“ga’ay” means “pride.” 

Decorated by Sha’ar Zahav’s 
bar/bat mitzvah class, under the 
direction of Bauer and educator 
David Shneer, the cafe will be sur¬ 
rounded by beach scenes and an 
Israeli flag with a rainbow. 

The cafe will feature Israeli 
same-sex love poetry and other 
queer poetry, Bauer said. Sha’ar 
Zahav members will read the con¬ 
temporary and medieval poetry 
both in English and Hebrew. 
Bauer said the cafe will also en¬ 


courage participation by visitors. 

“People are invited to take 
copies of the poems to decorate 
and display in the cafe, or they can 
take a blank sheet to write their 
own poems,” Bauer said. 

The cafe will also have snacks 
and music playing throughout the 
day. 

Other attractions at “Israel in 
the Park” will include food 
demonstrations of middle-east¬ 
ern delectables, artists, Jewish or¬ 
ganizations and activities for all 
ages. 

Visitors can leave messages on 
the minature Western Wall, simi¬ 
lar to traditional custom in 
Jerusalem. Students from affiliat¬ 
ed Bay Area day schools have cre¬ 
ated many of the sets and will play 
the roles of historic public figures. 

Numerous live performances 
are headlined by one of Israel’s 
top rock stars, Rami Kleinstein. 
Parents Choice award-winning 
singer/composer Craig Taubman 
will also perform on the main 
stage. Other performances will 
feature jugglers, storytellers, 
Klezmer and Mizrachi music, ska, 
hip hop, and folk dancing. ▼

Cayman Island 
’phobes to visit SF

. ven liberal San Francisco 
has a limit to its tolerance. 
According to Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano, the city that is 
world-famous for providing 
refuge to the oppressed is not ter¬ 
ribly thrilled to host bigots from 
the Cayman Islands. 

Ammiano said he may even ar¬ 
rive at a meeting of tourism offi¬ 
cials from the small Caribbean 
nation, scheduled for 1 p.m. this 
Wednesday, June 10 at the Grand 
Hyatt on Union Square, to present 
a proclamation “trashing the shit 
out of them.” 

The supervisor’s action, if he 
decides to carry through on his 
threat, would be in response to 
past Cayman mistreatment of 
gays and lesbians. In December, 
the island nation denied docking 
privileges to the Norwegian 
Cruise Line’s Leeward, a cruise 
liner with some 900 gay tourists 
that was scheduled to dock at 
Grand Cayman for a one-day 
stopover February 1. 

The Cayman minister of 
tourism, with the ironic name of 
Thomas Jefferson, wrote charter 
organizer Atlantis Events that 
“careful research and prior expe¬ 
rience has led us to conclude that 
we cannot count on this group to 
uphold the standards of appropri¬ 
ate behavior expected of visitors.” 
When stories about the refusal 
prompted reports in the interna¬ 
tional media, and even a com¬ 
plaint from the U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment, Jefferson and the govern¬ 
ment rebuffed all attempts to gain 
an apology. Some far right Amer¬ 
ican evangelists have even capital¬ 
ized on the Cayman bigotry, by 
packaging cruises to the islands 
for fundamentalist Christians. 

Last week, Cayman Island 
Tourism Department Regional 
Sales Manager Connie Leong qui¬ 
etly announced she would hold 
the meeting in San Francisco on 
Wednesday to drum up business, 
although presumably not among 
the Bay Area’s large gay commu¬ 
nity. But the meeting will not go 
as smoothly as Leong might hope, 


if Ammiano and some other com¬ 
munity activists have their way. 

When Jeff Sheehy, former pres¬ 
ident of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian/Gay/Bisexual Democratic 
Club, learned of the planned meet¬ 
ing, he said, “I can’t believe the au¬ 
dacity. We should meet them at the 
airport and turn them away.” 

Ammiano won’t do that, but 
he told the B.A.R. he is consider¬ 
ing issuing a proclamation con¬ 
demning the island nation and its 
tourism industry. He pointed out 
that the Caymans have a long his¬ 
tory of being unfriendly to gay 
tourists, including one memo¬ 
rable 1987 cruise, for which he 
had been hired as an entertainer. 

“They didn’t turn us away, but 
they made us very uncomfort¬ 
able,” he said. News reports of the 
time reported that the Cayman 
parliament broke session early to 
round up gay passengers and shoo 
them back on board. 

“I wept,” Ammiano laughed. “I 
had to go calm myself in my fabu¬ 
lous luxurious roomy stateroom.” 

Sheehy said that even if the of¬ 
ficials are not met by an organized 
community expression of outrage, 
they stilJ might be discomfited. 

“I’ve slept with people at the 
Grand Hyatt,” he said. “Who there 
is going to serve anybody from the 
Caymans?” T

Protesters confront 
Castro merchants on 
panhandling issue

H ip ith shouts through a 
I f'll bullhorn of “stop the war 
4 / on the poor,” some two- 
dozen activists demonstrated last 
Saturday afternoon in front of 
Hot Cookie on Castro Street. 

The protesters, including 
members of ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco, Food Not Bombs, the Coali¬ 
tion on Homelessness, and neigh¬ 
borhood panhandlers, denounced 
Hot Cookie owner Dan Glazer for 
conceiving the “Create Change, 
Don’t Hand It Out” posters that 
now adorn many shop windows 
in the increasingly gentrified Cas¬ 
tro commercial district. 

The posters, designed to dis¬ 
courage donations to panhan¬ 
dlers, were authorized by the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro (MUMC) and produced by its 
Community Pride and Revitaliza¬ 
tion (CPR) committee, headed by 
Jeff Ward, manager of Does Your 
Father Know. 

Ward, Glazer, and MUMC 
President Patrick Batt stood near 
the door of Hot Cookie, holding 
up the CPR signs and urging 


passersby to ignore the protesters 
and support Hot Cookie. 

Ward and Batt reiterated their 
stance that their campaign is not 
aimed at those who are truly 
homeless, but at outsiders who 
come to the Castro to panhandle, 
hassling people in the process. 

Cookie sales were brisk inside 
Glazer’s store, a fact he attributed 
to the increased attention the pro¬ 
testers gave to his establishment: 
“It shows people support our 
campaign.” 

But plenty of people were ac¬ 
cepting the free homemade, 
vegan, chocolate-chip cookies 
being handed out in front of the 
store by Heather Whitney of Food 
Not Bombs. She and other pro¬ 
testers kept chanting, “free cook¬ 
ies are better than Hot Cookies.” 

“The queer community needs 
to respond to homelessness with 
compassion,” said Michael Belle- 
fountaine of ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco. “I love the Castro and don’t 
want to give gay merchants a hard 
time, but this campaign shows the 
merchants’ misprioritization of 
issues. They’re attacking homeless 
people instead of AIDS. They 
have a responsibility to help poor 


people with AIDS.” 

Bellefountaine said he and 
others from ACT UP/SF had 
spent the early afternoon handing 
out $5 and $10 bills to homeless 
people in the Castro. 

“We want solutions, not perse¬ 
cutions,” said Whirlwind Dream¬ 
er, a self-described homeless per¬ 
son and activist with Homes Not 
Jails. “Alienating the homeless in 
the Castro is as hypocritical as 
those who stereotyped and kept 
gays and lesbians out of their 
neighborhoods.” 

Sean also wondered why it’s 
okay for gay guys to come to the 
Castro to cruise, but it isn’t okay 
for panhandlers to come asking 
for spare change. 

Todd Swindell of ACT UP/SF 
said the boycott of Hot Cookie will 
continue “until the merchants re¬ 
move the signs.” He also wants 
MUMC to “end the ghettoized atti¬ 
tude toward homelessness,” adding 
the merchants could help more by 
promoting job training and sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment on demand. 

“What MUMC is doing to 
panhandlers is what straight peo¬ 
ple do to queer people every day,” 
said Swindell. Y 


Gays, lesbians explore opposite sex cultures

$' ' he Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Church-San Frnacisco 
II will sponsor a one-day con¬ 
ference this Saturday, June 6 to 
discuss how gay men and lesbians 
view and relate to each other’s sex¬ 
ualities and sexual cultures. The 
forum will feature talks, panel dis¬ 
cussions, and workshop sessions. 

The conference, entitled “Op¬ 
posite Sex: Gay Men on Lesbians, 
Lesbians on Gay Men,” will fea¬ 
ture speakers Eric Rofes, Sara 
Miles, the Reverend Jim Mitulski, 
and the Reverend Penny Nixon. 
Rofes and Miles edited a recently 
released anthology of the same 
title, which grew out of their ex¬ 
periences moderating discussions 
on the topic at the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force’s annual 
Creating Change conference. 

Among the issues to be ad¬ 
dressed on Saturday include the 
differences between gay men’s and 
lesbians’ sexual practices, sexual 
communities, and relationship 
patterns, and the role of sex in 
mixed gay/lesbian communities. 
The conference comes in the wake 


of recent community debates sur¬ 
rounding sex clubs, pornographic 
images in the public sphere, and 
gay male sexual culture as it re¬ 
lates to HIV prevention.

I' olice are still investigating a 
May 15 incident in Walnut 
ft Creek involving the bashing 
of five youths near the entrance of 
Just Rewards. As reported in the 
B.A.R. on May 21, eight young 
men parked in a Honda and a 
BMW began harassing customers 
in the parking lot of the popular 
night club, which led to the arrest 
of two teenage males in down¬ 
town Walnut Creek. 

Lieutenant Ron Frasier of the 
Walnut Creek police department 
told the B.A.R., “We’re still inter¬ 
viewing witnesses and suspects, in 
order to get the full story. There 
were allegedly five youths assault-

ed that night, but only two of 
them stuck around to press 
charges.” Police have found that 
only one of the young men in the 
primary arrest was involved in the 
physical assault, which could lead 
to serious charges. The other 
young teen is accused of disturb¬ 
ing the peace, due to the com¬ 
ments he made at the scene. 

Frasier said “any additional in¬ 
formation would greatly help this 
investigation. If there were other 
victims involved or witnesses to 
the incident, we could get a clearer 
picture of what happened if they 
would contact the department.”

City funds Castro 
panhandling measures

HI n infusion of city funds is 
expected to help expand the 
Simply Supper program for 
the poor at Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church San Francisco 
(MCC-SF). The city will also hire 
an outreach worker to help re¬ 
spond to the Castro’s homeless 
and panhandler problems, which 
have become a lightning rod for 
controversy as some residents op¬ 
pose area merchants’ efforts to 
deter people from giving change 
to people on the streets. [See re¬ 
lated article, facing page.] 

The Board of Supervisors Fi¬ 
nance Committee approved a 
grant for $15,000 on May 27, said 
Terry Hill, homeless coordinator 
at the Mayor’s Office on Home¬ 
lessness. The money will be used 
by MCC-SF to expand the Simply 
Supper program currently feeding 
between 40 and 70 people three 
days a week. 

The second component of the 
city’s response will be the hiring 
of an outreach worker through 
the Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices (DHS). The worker will 
serve as the point person for sev¬ 
eral high impact areas, including 
the Castro, said Maggie Donahue, 
director of housing and homeless 
programs for DHS. 

Both announcements are in 
response to the Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro 
(MUMC) and others in the com¬ 
munity who have been meeting 
with officials in recent months. 

Reverend Jim Mitulski, pastor 
at MCC-SF, said the city grant will 
enable Simply Supper to expand, 
and he hopes the program can be 
replicated somewhere else in the 
city where there is a need. Cur¬ 
rently, the program serves food to 
people in need two nights a week 
at the CastrO area church. One 
night a week, volunteers take food 
to one of the city’s needle ex¬ 
change sites. The program utilizes 
volunteers from the church and A 
Different Light Bookstore. 

“Right away, We’d like to have 
an additional day in the Castro, so 
that we’re feeding people every 
other day,” Mitulski told the 
B.A.R. He downplayed the recent 
controversy in the neighborhood. 
“Controversies come and go, but 
homeless people continue. The 
sign thing - I hope it’s fading.” 

Hill and Mitulski pointed out 
the Simply Supper program 


serves several people who do have 
housing but are living on the 
verge of homelessness. 

“If we can keep people housed, 
that’s good,” said Mitulski. 

Hill said he, Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, and Bevan Dufty, with 
the Mayor’s Office of Neighbor¬ 
hood Services, toured Simply 
Supper as part of the grant review 
process and came away impressed 
with the program. 

“We would love to see it ex¬ 
pand to seven days a week. They 
don’t turn folks away,” Hill told 
the B.A.R. 

A volume of pros 

MUMC President Patrick Batt 
told the B.A.R. that he worked 
with city officials to help get the 
outreach worker and said that, 
combined with the grant for Sim¬ 
ply Supper, are good first steps to 
address the homeless issue. He 
maintained, however, that 
MUMC’s complaint is with ag¬ 
gressive “professional panhan¬ 
dlers,” and that was why the flyer 
was created. 

“We don’t have a solution for 
the homeless,” he said. 

Defined as people who come 
from other parts of the city and 
often aggressively ask for change 
in front of businesses, the pan¬ 
handlers sometimes leave to buy 
drugs with the money they’ve col¬ 
lected from tourists, residents, 
and others. 

Batt said professional panhan¬ 
dlers drive customers away and 
contribute to an overall decline of 
the neighborhood. It was an at¬ 
tempt to make people aware of 
the professional panhandlers that 
led to creation of the “Create 
Change” flyer. Initially, the flyers 
went up in 85 percent of the busi¬ 
nesses, but with opponents tear¬ 
ing them down, that figure has 
now dropped to about 65 percent, 
he said. 

“Only a handful of merchants 
decided to take them down on 
their own,” he told the B.A.R. “We 
are now suggesting to merchants 
that they tape them to windows.” 
One business, Walgreens, has 
them inside display cases and one, 
Cala Foods, even had the flyer en¬ 
larged, he added. 

Donahue said her office is in 
the process of interviewing candi¬ 
dates for the outreach worker, and 
the position is already in the city 
budget. “The person will work a 
designated number of hours per 
week in the Castro and meet with 


merchants and residents,” she 
said, adding the worker will get to 
know the “professionals.” 

“We have found it to be effec¬ 
tive,” Donahue said of outreach 
workers. “I think it will allay 
they’re concerns the city’s not re¬ 
sponding.” ▼

I t’s doubtful that anyone in California 
woke up Wednesday completely over¬ 
joyed by the results of Tuesday’s election. 
Some terrible measures went down to defeat 
- most notably, Proposition 226 and its at¬ 
tempt to muzzle working people - while 
some terrible measures were passed: Super¬ 
visor Leland Yee’s xenophobic Proposition I 
was one particularly appalling example. (All 
through the campaign he insisted his oppo¬ 
nents on this issue were hysterics, all because 
we feared giant signs in the windows of 
AIDS housing would stir up attacks against 
PWAs. He as much as gave his solemn word 
that no such attacks would occur. We’ll re¬ 
member, and remind him if necessary.) The 
same goes for more progressive measures: 
some failed and some passed. 

But however one feels about the mixed 
results, we can find more than a few reasons 
to celebrate. First, we can rejoice that the 
primary (with its negative onslaught) is 
over , and even though that just means we’re 
moving into a general election with its neg¬ 
ative onslaught, at least that means we’re 
less likely to see friends saying things about 
each other that they will surely regret later. 

Next, we can rejoice that those candidates 
who thought that getting the most votes 
merely involved spending the most money 
were proved (almost universally) wrong. 

Even better, many races across America 
demonstrated that whatever fascination our 
citizens may have had with far right wing 
candidates is apparently waning. Last month 
Nebraska’s relentlessly anti-gay Jon Chris¬ 
tensen went down in flames, which Tues¬ 
day’s results showed was not an aberration. 
The most encouraging result may have been 
in Alabama, where Ralph Reed (formerly of 
the Christian Coalition) ran the reelection 
campaign of Governor Fob James. As could 
be expected of any Reed client, James was 
pathetically anachronistic in expressing his 
vision of America and who lived up to his 
weird far right criteria. And although James 
didn’t lose outright Tuesday, he did fail to get 
a clear majority and so will be forced into a 
runoff for the GOP nomination, against a 
much more politically moderate busi¬ 


nessperson. It’s unlikely Reed will (or could) 
change the way James campaigns, so it re¬ 
mains to see whether far right fanaticism 
can win in a one-on-one election. 

Elsewhere, other homophobes 
may have held some ground 
(Bob Dornan got the GOP nod , 
in Orange County, for instance) 
but it doesn’t look as they gained 
any territory. Now we have a reason 
to break out that bottle of Dom 
Perignon we’ve been keeping under 
wraps - but after that we’re 
going right back to work, be¬ 
cause we know sure as hell the 
churchers will. 

It’s too early to declare victory for the 
forces of goodness and equality. It probably 
won’t ever be time for that; nothing is ever 
that simple in the American political process. 
But we can take heart and renew our com¬ 
mitment to using that political process to 


protect our way of life for future generations. 

We hope those younger gays and lesbians 
who are only now watching to see what vot¬ 
ing is all about are more encouraged than 
dismayed about this election. They 
should be aware that politics is most 
definitely not a movie: it doesn’t get 
wrapped up with a denouement with¬ 
in two hours. Sometimes it takes years, 
as seems to be the case in Rhode Is¬ 
land, where the sodomy law is on the 
i brink of collapse. Then there’s the 
example of Clinton’s executive 
order forbidding anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination in the federal gov¬ 
ernment (except in the mili¬ 
tary, of course). That is what voters for Clin¬ 
ton got when they reelected him two years 
ago.lt was hardly instant gratification, but 
we all learn as we grow older that it isn’t 
enough to just get an election; maintaining 
an election is what matters. ▼

Neutrality never helps victims

T he San Leandro school board at a 
meeting Tuesday, May 12, voted 
unanimously to uphold Superinten¬ 
dent Tom Himmelberg’s findings in sup¬ 
port of parents who complained that Karl 
Debro’s classroom conduct was unprofes¬ 
sional, that he misused class time, and that 
he singled out students whose parents dis¬ 
agreed with him. 

There is no question that Mr. Debro is 
guilty, just as numerous others in our na¬ 
tion’s history have been guilty for having 
defended the down-trodden and stood up 
to an indifferent power structure that cares 
little about protecting the powerless, whose 
views and actions do not fit the expected 
subservient mold. 

But guilty of what? Mr. Debro spent one 
class period discussing a school board meet¬ 
ing. During two additional class periods he 
permitted discussion about the harassment 
of two students and a school-wide survey 
addressing institutional effects of racism. 
Total time elapsed: 140 minutes. None of 
the above “infractions” is uncommon where 
sound teaching is taking place; in fact, nu¬ 
merous other teachers at San Leandro High 
School engaged in similar discussions, but 
only Mr. Debro was singled out for reprisal. 

Yes, Mr. Debro is definitely guilty. I find 
him guilty of having the courage to speak 
out in defense of a lesbian teacher whose 
major sin was being honest regarding who 
she is, and this she did after having first dis¬ 
cussed and gotten approval from the ad¬ 
ministration. 

And no one can deny that Mr. Debro is 
guilty of having decried the abuse heaped 
on two lesbian students by both adults and 
other students. Mr. Debro made the unfor¬ 
givable mistake of opening his classroom to 


discussion about the importance of re¬ 
specting all students and providing students 
in his class a forum to explore the elements 
of oppression against those who may be dif¬ 
ferent. 

Mr. Debro’s guilt is compounded by hav¬ 
ing actually spoken to his class on these is¬ 
sues after parents said they didn’t want their 
children to be present when homosexuality 
was discussed. Now, were Mr. Debro 
speaking about sexual behavior, 
whether it be homosexual or hetero¬ 
sexual, every parent should be out¬ 
raged, not just the complainants, 
but no one has suggested that this 
was the thesis of Mr. Debro’s re¬ 
marks 

And what were the superinten¬ 
dent and the school board 
doing and saying while 
Mr. Debro was calling for 
respect and understand¬ 
ing for those who did not fit the mold of the 
majority? In a word, nothing. For six 
months community members pleaded with 
their elected officials to speak out against 
intolerance and to protect students and staff 
from the bigotry and hatred that was being 
directed at them. The response of the su¬ 
perintendent and board? Platitudes, assur¬ 
ances given that policies were in place and 
they needed only to be followed. Apart from 
that, silence. Policies are useless if not en¬ 
forced, a concept seemingly lost on the San 
Leandro board and superintendent. 

It was Mr. Debro who had the audacity 
to fill the void created by the elected officials 
and superintendent. Those in a position to 
make changes wallowed in their own silence 
and inaction. 

And what were the consequences of this 
silence and inaction? A teacher who refused 
to lie about who she was felt forced to leave 
because she wasn’t safe. Two students were 


forced to leave because they feared for their 
safety. Mr. Debro was disciplined by the su¬ 
perintendent and board for promoting lib¬ 
erty and justice for all. 

Is Mr. Debro really the guilty party? I 
would submit that Mr. Debro is guilty of 
having taken actions the superintendent 
and board should have taken. Had they met 
their responsibility for enforcing their poli¬ 
cies of justice of which they are so proud, 
Mr. Debro might not have felt the need to 
speak out against injustice, hate, and big¬ 
otry. If they genuinely cared about all of San 
Leandro’s students, two young 
lesbians would not be deprived 
of the education in a compre¬ 
hensive high school, something 
they rightly deserve. 

Yes, Mr. Debro is 
guilty, but it looks to me 
as though it’s a bum rap 
and he’s the fall guy. 

Holocaust survivor Elie Wiesel, in a 
poignant statement, remarked, “I swear 
never to be silent whenever and wherever 
human lives endure suffering and humilia¬ 
tion. We must always take sides. Neutrality 
helps the oppressor, never the victim. Si¬ 
lence encourages the tormentor, never the 
tormented. Sometimes we must interfere 
when human lives are endangered. When 
human dignity is in jeopardy, that place, at 
that moment, must become the center of 
the universe.” 

I applaud Karl Debro’s courage and his 
contribution to justice for all. We should all 
aspire to be so guilty. ▼

But here in San Francisco, where I take pride in, and 
am open about my gayness, I am perplexed and dis¬ 
turbed about my exclusion from the community by 
the B.A.R. So if you would, please let me know how I 
can be considered “gay”.

Money disempowers 

Giving money directly to panhandlers doesn’t help 

them, it hurts them. 

I was appalled at the half-truths put forward by 
the Reverend Warren Cromey in his letter. The signs 
on Castro Street do ask people not to give 
money directly to panhandlers. However, 
| Cromey omitted the crucial part of the 
signs’ request: that instead people donate 
their time and money to services for the 
needy. Let’s get real: since nourishing 
food is available free all over the city, 
panhandlers don’t need street dona¬ 
tions to buy food, as they claim. So what 
are they using the money for? Recently 
I saw an elderly woman give a $20 bill to 
two panhandlers at Castro and Market. From her ap¬ 
pearance, it seemed clear that this gift represented 
considerable sacrifice on her part. I continued down 
Castro to Walgreens; when I got into the checkout 
line, the two panhandlers were in front of me. They 
bought hand-held video poker and blackjack games-, 
and paid with a $20 bill. I couldn’t help wondering if 
the woman who had given them the twenty had 
enough to eat herself that night. Panhandling is a 
dead-end enterprise. If people support themselves by 
begging on the street, that’s where they’re stuck. There 
are many agencies that provide food, shelter, coun¬ 
seling, help overcoming substance abuse, and job 
training. Only through willingness to learn to sup¬ 
port themselves can panhandlers become former pan¬ 
handlers and gain the self-respect they deserve as 
human beings. When they stay on the street, panhan¬ 
dlers remain downtrodden, allowing some people to 
feel charitable by tossing them a quarter now and 

then. Monetary handouts disempower panhandlers. 
I’ve done volunteer work in this city for 24 years: the 
only thing that really works is a hand up.

Living and owning a business in a similar 
neighborhood and facing many similar situation I 
can sympathize with the merchants, the residents and 
the tourists that frequent the Castro. I also question 
the compassion of the two gentleman above who crit¬ 
icize, condemn and in the case of the Rev. Cromey 
threaten to boycott businesses that protest the behav¬ 
ior of the panhandler and protect themselves and 
their property. And how about concern for their sur¬ 
vival? Because that is what it is, not greed or lack of 
feeling for others, but survival.

The homophobic Marines are coming! 

Hide your kids! One if by land, two if by sea... 
We’ve been warned. The war zones of the future will 
be ground-zero any-urban-area USA. In order to keep 
the world free for free-market colonization (compul¬ 
sory capitalism) and to be prepared for the problems 
associated with the civilian battleground, the Marines 
are planning to infiltrate our communities for target 
practice. Col. Peck sat before the U.S. Congress dur¬ 
ing the “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” hearings, admitting he 
feared that homophobia in the military placed his gay 
son, and ostensibly other homosexuals or those mis¬ 
taken to be gay, at risk of personal attack.

In defense of queer 

I recently attended a public forum at my local Gay

“gay community.” Where grudgingly, lesbian as a term 
was added to gay to acknowledge the role of women, 
and where issues such as reproductive freedom were 
finally deemed an important part of our struggle for 
human rights? Where in the early ’90s, the bisexual 
and transgender communities had to struggle to even 
be considered to be part of “us.” Where pitched bat¬ 
tles were fought over whether even their own names 
for their communities would be included. Where they 
were told they could march, but not be named. 

In our rush to gain acceptance (but not equality), 
some communities aren’t yet even acknowledged offi¬ 
cially at all, such as other sexual minorities like the 
SM/fetish communities or intersexuals, who without 
their consent are forced into the gender binary we call 
male/female. Can we really boil it all down to that for 
us to gain allies, we must jettison the diversity that is 
the reality of our community? Can we erase the last 25 
years and just go back to the term “gay?” With that 
logic, why not go back to the previous attempt at re¬ 
lating to the “mainstream,” and use “homophile?” 
Can’t we keep moving forward instead of going back? 
Can’t we instead celebrate the diversity that makes up 
our lives including our chosen families that don’t al¬ 
ways “fit” the traditional monogamous model. Where 
we truly include the majority of people in this world, 
people of color. Where youth and seniors are not rel¬ 
egated to either being silenced or made invisible? If we 
need an umbrella for us all, why not queer? Let’s not 
be afraid of ourselves. We should welcome support 
from outside of our communities. But let’s not do the 
job of those who oppose our very right to exist. Let us 
name ourselves and speak with our own voices. 

I am a proud queer, in solidarity with all my broth¬ 
ers and sisters around the world, and I will be accept¬ 
ed as what I am, not who someone else wants me to 
be.

The headline, as you may have 
guessed, referred to the well- 
tanned Nash Bridges star “steal¬ 
ing” young socialite Kelley 
Phleger from our very own rich 
and handsome supervisor, Gavin 
Newsom. Seems the perfidious 
Phleger abandoned our hunky 
hero after Newsom had gone out 
and bought his young love a “$1.5 
million luxurious love nest pas¬ 
sion palace.” Talk about ingrati¬ 
tude! Now, according to Chron 
columnist and Herb Caen 
wannabe Scott Ostler, “Gavin is 
fuming.”

Rah-rah for Rudy: Give N.Y.C. 
Mayor Rudy Giuliani credit! He’s 
one of the only New York City 
mayors in recent memory who 
doesn’t roll over and play dead 
when that city’s cardinal barks. 
Mayor Giuliani, himself a 
Catholic (and a Republican), went 
head-to-head with powerful Car¬ 
dinal John O’Connor over Giu¬ 
liani’s plan to grant unmarried 
couples the same rights/benefits 
as married couples (on everything 
from housing to parking permits 
to burials). The anti-gay O’Con¬ 
nor spoke out bitterly last week 
from the pulpit against the 
mayor’s domestic partners pro¬ 
posal. Giuliani replied that while 
he recognizes the cardinal “has 
every right to his opinion and to 
argue his moral view, this is a 
human rights issue.” The mayor 
made it very clear that he was not 
going to knuckle under to the car¬ 
dinal’s bigoted bile. 

The passing of a political dy¬ 
namo: Former GOP Senator 
Barry Goldwater, an icon of the 
conservative movement who 
often broke with his own party 
(on issues such as abortion and 
gay rights), died last week at age 
89. When he came out a few years 
ago in favor of equal rights for 
gays including those in the mili¬ 
tary (“You don’t need to be 
straight to fight and die for your 
country. You just need to shoot 
straight”), he infuriated many Re¬ 
publicans, particularly those ad¬ 
herents of the religious right. 
Goldwater didn’t mince words in 
denouncing the Christian bigots 
who’d taken over his party, either. 
When Goldwater’s grandson told 
him a few years ago that he was 
gay, the former presidential can¬ 
didate reportedly replied, “So 
what? I love you, and you just go 
out, do your best, and be proud of 
who and what you are.” How 
ironic that this man is often 
dubbed “Mr. Conservative.” 

My Quote of the Week is from 
the always chatty Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. Upon hearing that 
President Clinton had signed an 
executive order protecting all fed¬ 
eral workers from job discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation, 
Ammiano exclaimed, “I say to 
President Clinton, ‘Congratula¬ 
tions, and it’s about time.’ I hope a 
lot of closet doors are flung open 
with this.” ▼

political voice were Prop. 226 to 
pass and make their Beck rights 
automatic instead of something 
for which they must run a gantlet 
of union bosses. 

“California, Whew” wrote 
Molly. “Sometimes I think we 
ought to hang a cowbell around 
that sumbitch to let the future 
know to close the gate.” Calling 
226 our “latest lunacy” (nice way 
to convince us to vote your way!), 
she said there’s nothing wrong 
with unions having to get annual 
permission to tax members for 
political advocacy as long as cor¬ 
porations have to do the same 
thing with their shareholders; that 
would give working people a 
fighting chance against corporate 
donations. Setting aside for a mo¬ 
ment the facts that many workers 
disagree with the politics of their 
union leadership - and that a lot 
of workers have availed them¬ 
selves of the opportunity to invest 
in corporations themselves - 
there were two fallacies in Molly’s 
column that begged to be pointed 
out in the style of yet another 
Texas writer. 

Numero uno, the law already 
states that member contributions 
to a union’s political fund must be 
voluntary, per the case of Beck v. 
Communications Workers of 
America. The only problem is that 
unions don’t inform members of 
this fact, and go out of their way 
to make it difficult for those who 
do know and choose to demur to 
exercise their rights. After all, 
when union members have a 
choice, most choose to spend 
their hard-earned money else¬ 
where. 

Numero two-o, shareholders 
do get to vote on corporations 
spending money on political ac¬ 
tivities. By law, corporations must 
hold annual meetings at which 
policy matters are voted on by the 
shareholders. Moreover, share¬ 
holders who don’t like their cor¬ 
poration’s political activities are 
free at any time to sell their shares! 
... as opposed to workers who 
must join a union in order to hold 
a particular job. 

Corporations do Outspend 
unions by a substantial margin. 
There are better ways, however, to 
take the money factor out of pol¬ 
itics than by yet another system 
under which power factions get to 
pick our pockets without our con¬ 
sent. T

% n its May 21 “Politics and Peo¬ 
ple” section, the Wall Street 
m Journal discusses the blatant 
discrimination James Hormel, 
openly gay U.S. ambassadorial 
nominee for Luxembourg, is fac¬ 
ing. His appointment “is lan¬ 
guishing as Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott, pandering to 
the religious right, refuses to let it 
come to a vote in the full Senate. 
The Christian right engages in all

is openly gay,” writer Albert R.

| he longest-running gay- 
themed talk show on com- 
1 mercial radio may be a ca¬ 
sualty of sweeping changes at 
local alternative rock radio station 
KITS LIVE 105. Executives from 
parent company CBS Radio sus¬ 
pended Hibernia Beach LIVE, 
hosted by gay activist Ken 
McPherson, Wednesday, May 27, 
along with all other local pro¬ 
gramming, until further notice. 
Syndicated “shock jock” Howard 
Stern and Lovelines, a syndicated 
sex advice program, have begun 
airing on the San Francisco-based 
station as part of the ratings-mo- 
tivated shake-up. 

McPherson, 46, launched the 
program in 1989 when KITS man¬ 
agement offered him a slot as a 
concession after homophobic 
comments by former morning 
host Alex Bennett sparked protests 
by the San Francisco Bay Area 
chapter of the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation. Hiber¬ 
nia Beach LIVE provides the only 


radio forum in which Bay Area 
youth can discuss current events 
and sensitive topics such as com¬ 
ing out, self-abuse, drug use, and 
family relationships with an open¬ 
ly gay host. The show has also fea¬ 
tured a who’s-who of lesbian and 
gay guests such as singer Melissa 
Etheridge, comedian Scott 
Thompson, author Andrew Sulli¬ 
van, activist Keith Boykin, and 
athlete Greg Louganis. 

“When I first started listening 
to Hibernia Beach LIVE I knew al¬ 
most nothing about homosexual¬ 
ity,” said 16-year-old Curt Gerard 
Robinson of Richmond. “If it 
wasn’t for the show, I would never 
have come out to my friends and 
my parents.” After hearing about 
it on the program, Robinson 
began attending the Gay Youth 
Group that meets each Saturday 
at the Pacific Center in Berkeley. 
The budding activist holds out 
some hope that his favorite radio 
program won’t vanish. 

“If enough of us call LIVE 105 
and tell them how important the 
show is to queer youth,” he said, 
“they’ll keep it on the air.” ▼

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She shot Andy Warhol

This week in gay history: Valerie 
Solanas, the founder and only 
member of S.C.U.M. (Society for 
Cutting Up Men), shoots artist 
Andy Warhol in New York City 
June 3, 1968. 

Wf amously, pop artist and 
avant-garde filmmaker 
II Andy Warhol once wrote in 
the catalogue for a retrospective of 
his paintings, “In the future, 
everyone will be famous for 15 
minutes.” Warhol enjoyed a much 
longer time in the spotlight, in a 
career than spanned three decades 
and was punctuated by fabulous 
art openings, celebrity parties, 
and an assassination attempt by a 
disgruntled hanger-on. While 
Warhol’s public life regularly 
made headlines, though, his pri¬ 
vate life was much more hidden. 

The man who is generally 
credited with founding pop art 
was born Andrew Warhola in 
Pittsburgh in 1928, the son of 
Czech immigrants. His coal miner 
father died when he was young, 
and his mother helped support 
the family by selling tin flower 
arrangements that she crafted out 
of cans. Andy showed a talent for 
drawing and painting as a young¬ 
ster and took free art lessons at 
Carnegie Institute. With financial 
support from his brother, a Good 
Humor ice cream man, Andy at¬ 
tended college at Carnegie Tech. 

After graduation, the young 
artist moved to Manhattan, where 
he supported himself in commer¬ 
cial art. His first assignment was 
drawing women’s shoes for Glam¬ 
our magazine. By the mid-1950s, 
he had shortened his last name 
and was earning $50,000 a year. 
Despite his financial success, how¬ 
ever, Warhol was envious of his 
contemporaries, Jasper Johns and 
Robert Rauschenberg, who were 
younger but getting important 
gallery shows. When Warhol tried 
to break into the snobbish New 
York art world, he found that his 
years in advertising art damaged 
his credibility as a painter. 

He had other liabilities, too - his 
exaggerated, effeminate manner¬ 
isms (patterned after his idol, Tru¬ 
man Capote) and his open homo¬ 
sexuality. Warhol’s first gallery 
show was decidedly homoerotic, 
with paintings of beautiful male 
faces and of penises decorated with 
bows. At that time, Warhol had sex¬ 
ual relationships exclusively with 
men. Several of his boyfriends later 
admitted that Warhol was ambiva¬ 
lent about sex altogether, though he 


always surrounded himself with 
handsome young men. Self-con¬ 
scious about his looks (he lost most 
of his hair in his twenties, forcing 
him to wear wigs), he steered his 
energy into his work and his public 
image. “Sex takes up too much 
time,” Warhol told a friend, and he 
consequently spent long periods of 
time being celibate, though he en¬ 
joyed voyeurism. 

In 1962, Warhol made a 
name for himself in the art 
world with his silk- 
screened paintings of folk 
objects such as Campbell’s 
soup cans and Coca-Cola hot- 
ties. Warhol’s pop art 
brought together his 
training as a painter, 
his experience as a 
commercial artist, 
and his working-class back¬ 
ground. (His mother, he told peo¬ 
ple, always served Campbell’s 
soup.) Most critics at first thought 
his work was horrible, but collec¬ 
tors and museums snapped it up 
anyway. Warhol progressed to 
celebrity portraits, including a se¬ 
ries of Marilyn Monroes painted 
shortly after her suicide. Within a 
short time, he was a celebrity him¬ 
self, attending glamorous parties 
with beautiful young women in¬ 
stead of men on his arm. He cre¬ 
ated his own public persona: the 
shy, kind of dumb eccentric with 
no interest in sex. 

Warhol the voyeur soon 
branched out into avant-garde 
filmmaking. One of his first pro¬ 
jects was Sleep, a six-hour movie 
of his then-boyfriend sleeping. 
Eschewing professional actors, 
Warhol’s casts were an unlikely 
combination of friends, transves¬ 
tites, and street hustlers. He pro¬ 
duced a series of films at a rapid 
pace at his studio in Manhattan, 
“The Factory.” His best-known 
film, Chelsea Girls (1966), had a 
host of queer characters and was 
the first underground film to re¬ 
ceive commercial distribution. 

The Factory attracted aspiring 
artists and filmmakers, and 
Warhol gave many, especially Paul 
Morrissey, their start. In J.967, Va¬ 
lerie Solanas, a radical lesbian 
who was the founder and only 
member of S.C.U.M. (Society for 
Cutting Up Men), dropped off a 
screenplay called Up Your Ass, 
which she hoped Warhol would 
produce. Warhol misplaced the 
screenplay and tried to make it up 
to her by letting her appear in one 
of his films. The mentally unsta¬ 
ble Solanas continued to hang 
around The Factory on and off 
for a year, waiting for her script to 
turn up and be produced. 
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On the afternoon of June 3, 
1968, Solanas met Warhol outside 
The Factory and entered the 
building with him. Warhol later 
remembered that she was ner¬ 
vously fumbling with a paper bag. 
Inside, Warhol made phone calls 
and carried on business as usual. 
Suddenly, Solanas drew a pistol 
out of the bag and aimed at 
Warhol. No one paid attention 
until she shot the artist three 
times, almost fatally. Warhol 
was, in fact, pronounced 
dead at the hospital, but a 
doctor massaged his 
heart back to life. Al¬ 
though Warhol recovered 
physically and lived 
another 19 years, the 
incident scarred him 
emotionally. He re¬ 
treated from filmmaking, explor¬ 
ing other creative avenues such as 
founding Interview magazine. 

In 1987, Warhol died of a heart 
attack during routine gall bladder 
surgery. Six thousand people at¬ 
tended the public auction of his 
apartment’s contents - everything 
from paintings by rivals Johns and 
Rauschenberg to a bizarre collec¬ 
tion of cookie jars - which netted 
$25 million. Ironically, appraisers 
found none of Warhol’s own 
work in his apartment. “It’s noth¬ 
ing in the end,” he once said dis- 
missively of his paintings. “My 
work won’t last. ... I was using 
cheap paint.” ▼

Davis outpolls rival Dems; 
Lungren comes in second

emocratic Lieutenant Gov- 
. ernor Gray Davis, a party 
." :v veteran who trailed the field 
in statewide polls only weeks ago, 
easily defeated his millionaire op¬ 
ponents, Alfred Checchi and Rep¬ 
resentative Jane Harman, to win 
his party’s nomination for gover¬ 
nor in Tuesday’s first-ever open 
primary. Davis will face archcon¬ 
servative state Attorney General 
Dan Lungren in November. Davis, 
hugely outspent by his two De¬ 
mocratic primary opponents, ac¬ 
tually polled more votes than 
Lungren (35 percent to 33 per¬ 
cent), and with the support of 
both Checchi and Harman, he is 
given at least an even chance of re¬ 
gaining the California governor’s 
office for his party for the first 
time in nearly two decades. 

Former Assembly Speaker 
Cruz Bustamante (D) will face 
conservative, anti-gay GOP state 
Senator Tim Leslie in the race for 
lieutenant governor come No¬ 


vember. East Bay state Senator Bill 
Lockyer won the Democratic 
nomination for attorney general 
and will vie against Republican 
Dave Stirling. San Francisco na¬ 
tive Michela Alioto (D) will take 
on incumbent California Secre¬ 
tary of State Bill Jones. Incumbent 
Democratic Controller Kathleen 
Connell will go up against San 
Mateo County Supervisor Ruben 
Barrales, a Republican. Former 
Demo state party chair Phil An- 
gelides will face off against anoth¬ 
er conservative Republican, As¬ 
semblyman Curt Pringle, for state 
treasurer. Los Angeles-area As¬ 
semblywoman Diane Martinez 
will challenge incumbent state In¬ 
surance Commissioner Chuck 
Quackenbush (R). 

In the state’s only “norf-parti- 
san” race, incumbent Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction Delaine 
Eastin will have to best Gloria 
Matta Tuchman in the general 
election if she is to keep her post. 

As for the state propositions, 
the contentious Prop.

|| n an open race for a seat on 
the San Francisco County Su- 
ji perior Court, Commissioner 
Carol Yaggy , a lesbian, edged out 
gay Deputy Public Defender Ron 
Albers (51.5 percent to 48.4 per¬ 
cent). Yaggy replaces retiring 
Judge Raymond Williamson. 

In a bitterly fought battle for 
the Municipal Court Office 1 seat, 
veteran Judge Dorothy von 
Beroldingen narrowly defeated 
her lesbian challenger, Nancy 
Davis, the life partner of Superior 
Court Judge Donna Hitchens. In 
other Municipal Court contests, 
incumbent Wallace Douglass beat 
back a challenge by well-known 
defense counsel V. Roy Lefcourt. 
Judge David Ballati defeated chal¬ 
lenger Marla Zamora, and incum¬ 
bent Judge Kevin Ryan turned 
back gay attorney Steve Collier. 

City Assessor Doris Ward eas¬ 
ily won re-election to another 
four-year term. Veteran Public 
Defender Jeff Brown ran unop¬ 
posed. 

In local proposition contests, 
San Francisco voters passed B (su¬ 
pervisors’ salary increase), D (en¬ 
vironmental project loans), H 
(water, sewer rate freeze), I 
(neighborhood notification of 
AIDS facilities and other public 
projects), J (Golden Gate Park 
garage) and L (Presidio housing). 
Voters turned thumbs down to A 


(De Young Museum bonds), C 
(water utility income), the heavi¬ 
ly funded E (rent control exemp¬ 
tions) and G (supervisors’ staff re¬ 
ductions). Prop. A actually passed 
on a majority vote, but it failed to 
get the two-thirds margin re¬ 
quired. 

In two proposition races that 
were billed as a grudge match be¬ 
tween longtime political foes 
Mayor Willie Brown and state 
Senator Quentin Kopp, Brown 
suffered somewhat of a political 
setback. Kopp’s creations, Propo¬ 
sitions F (city hall offices, proto¬ 


col) and K (Treasure Island devel¬ 
opment), won in a walk. 

San Francisco Representaive 
Nancy Pelosi and Assemblyper- 
sons Carole Migden and Kevin 
Shelley easily won their Democra¬ 
tic party nominations and will 
face token opposition in the No¬ 
vember general election. 

San Jose voters will choose ei¬ 
ther Republican Councilwoman 
Pat Dando or former Santa Clara 
County Supervisor Ron Gonzales, 
a Democrat, in November to be¬ 
come the mayor of the Bay Area’s 
largest city. ▼ 


Hayward gets gay 
councilmember, 
Brown takes Oakland

While virtually all of the media 
attention was in Oakland on elec¬ 
tion night to cover former Gover¬ 
nor Jerry Brown’s successful bid 
for mayor, another East Bay city 
was also making history by elect¬ 
ing its first openly gay city coun¬ 
cilmember. Kevin Dowling, who 
has been involved in Southern 
Alameda County gay rights mea¬ 
sures for many years, beat out a 
Christian Coalition-backed can¬ 
didate and others to win one of 
two seats on the Hayward City 
Council in the June 2 election. 

Dowling, who will take office 
on June 30, the last day of gay 
pride month, told the B.A.R. that 
he had a lot of support from the 
gay community in Hayward and 
elsewhere. Dowling received Vic¬ 
tory Fund support, as well as the 
backing of GLOBE (Gays and Les¬ 
bians Organized for Betterment 
and Equality), an East Bay group. 

Dowling won his seat on the 
council with 5,313 votes, or 18.8 


percent of the vote. Coming in 
first was incumbent Matt 
Jimenez, who garnered 8,547 
votes, or 30.3 percent. Nathaniel 
Bruno, a Christian Coalition- 
backed candidate, trailed well be¬ 
hind with 2,315 votes, or 8.2 per¬ 
cent. 

“I’m exhausted,” an obviously 
happy Dowling said yesterday 
morning. “We had substantial 
support from the gay community 
here.” In addition to GLOBE, the 
World Famous Turf Club, a popu¬ 
lar Hayward gay bar, also threw its 
support behind Dowling. 

Two openly gay candidates for 
the Alameda County Democratic 
Central Committee in Oakland 
and Alameda, Vicky Kolakowski 
and Darrel Carey, lost in their bids 
for office. 

Meanwhile, in Oakland, 
Brown trounced his 10 oppo¬ 
nents, capturing 43,953 votes, or 
58.7 percent. Brown, who’s cur¬ 
rently gathering signatures for a 
strong-mayor proposal for the 
November ballot, will take office 
in January. T

Jit 11 three openly gay or les- 
bian candidates on the Ore¬ 
gon ballot went down to de¬ 
feat in the May 19 primary. But it 
took more than a week of nail-bit¬ 
ing and counting of every last 
damaged ballot before Chuck 
Carpenter lost by 54 votes. The 
final total was 3,373 votes for Bill 
Witt, and 3,319 for Carpenter. 

Carpenter is a moderate, and 
the only openly gay Republican 
state legislator in the country. The 
two-term representative champi¬ 
oned state employment nondis¬ 
crimination legislation for les¬ 
bians and gays. 

Witt is a darling of the reli¬ 
gious right. He had run twice be¬ 
fore for Congress and lost. But he 
brought name recognition, per¬ 
sonal wealth, and the organiza¬ 
tion of the far right to his cause. It 
was enough to squeak out a vic¬ 
tory. 

The Oregon establishment ral¬ 
lied behind Carpenter, including 
conservative U.S. Senator Gordon 
Smith. And he certainly raised 
enough money for the effort. His 
last campaign finance report, filed 
a week before the primary, 
showed that he had collected 
$238,812, a new record in a state 
where such races seldom cost 
more than $100,000. Large 
chunks came from both business 
and labor organizations within 
the state. Nationally, Log Cabin 
Republicans chipped in $10,000 
and the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund added $5,550. 

Witt reported raising $43,000, 
but that figure may be deceiving. 


Chuck Carpenter 


Archconservative groups like the 
Christian Coalition and the Ore¬ 
gon Citizen’s Alliance conducted 
their own “independent” cam¬ 
paign activities that would not 
show up in campaign finance 
documents. 

Both candidates ran limited 
write-in efforts for the Democra¬ 
tic primary, as there was no offi¬ 
cial candidate in the predomi¬ 
nately Republican district. Witt 
appears to have won that as well. 
State law bars the loser of one pri¬ 
mary from running as a candidate 
of the other party in the fall elec¬ 
tion, so Carpenter’s results are im¬ 
material. 

“We are extremely disappoint¬ 
ed,” said Brian Bond, executive di-

rector of the Victory Fund. 
“Chuck represented everything 
that was good about politics.” 

“It is a wake up call for the 
whole gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty across the country, despite their 
political affiliations,” said Rich 
Tafel, executive director of Log 
Cabin Republicans. “The war 
against the far right within the Re¬ 
publican party is central to our 
mission, and we hope every gay 
and lesbian American recognizes 
the vital importance of this fight.” 

Carpenter did not return 
phone calls placed over several 
days. 

Eighmy and Wilier 

Term limits forced State Rep¬ 
resentative George Eighmey from 
his seat. He ran for the Multnom¬ 
ah County Council, the region 
that includes Portland. No one in 
the earlier multi-candidate race 
won an absolute majority, but 
Eighmey came in second. He was 
trounced in the run-off, capturing 
only 36 percent of the vote in a 
head-to-head contest. The cam¬ 
paign had been friendly, with 
both candidates sharing similar 
political philosophies. 

Barbara Wilier also tried for a 
seat on the Multnomah County 
Council. Her first race for office 
turned ugly, with charges of neg¬ 
ative tactics and unethical behav¬ 
ior flying from both sides. Wilier 
had a respectable showing, losing 
by about 400 votes. ▼

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 


PROCRIT is indicated for the treatment of anemia 
related to therapy with zidovudine in HIV-infected 
patients. PROCRIT is indicated to elevate or maintain 
the red blood cell levels (as manifested by the hemat¬ 
ocrit or hemoglobin determinations) and to decrease 
the need for transfusions in these patients.

PROCRIT at a dose of 100 Units/kg three times per week 
is effective in decreasing the transfusion requirements 
and increasing the red blood cell level of anemic, 
HIV-infected patients treated with zidovudine, when 
the endogenous serum level of erythropoietin is £ 500 
mUnits/mL, and when patients are receiving a dose of 
zidovudine 2 4,200 mg/week. 

Responsiveness to PROCRIT therapy may be blunted 
by intercurrent infectious/inflammatory episodes and 
by an increase in zidovudine dosage. Consequently, 
the dose of PROCRIT must be titrated based on these 
factors to maintain the desired erythropoietic response. 

Treatment of Anemia in Cancer Patients on 
Chemotherapy 

PROCRIT is indicated for the treatment of anemia in 
patients with non-myeloid malignancies where anemia 
is due to the effect of concomitantly administered 
chemotherapy. PROCRIT is indicated to decrease the 
need for transfusions in patients who will be receiving 
concomitant chemotherapy for a minimum of 2 months. 
PROCRIT is not indicated for the treatment of anemia 
in cancer patients due to other factors such as iron or 
folate deficiencies, hemolysis or gastrointestinal 
bleeding which should be managed appropriately. 
Available evidence suggests that patients with lymphoid 
and solid cancers respond equivalently to PROCRIT 
therapy, and that patients with or without tumor 
infiltration of the bone marrow respond equivalently 
to PROCRIT therapy. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

PROCRIT is contraindicated in patients with: 

1) Uncontrolled hypertension. 

2) Known hypersensitivity to mammalian cell-derived 
products. 

3) Known hypersensitivity to Albumin (Human). 

WARNINGS 

Pediatric Use: 

The multidose preserved formulation contains benzyl 
alcohol. Benzyl alcohol has been reported to be asso¬ 
ciated with an increased incidence of neurological 
and other complications in premature infants which 
are sometimes fatal. The safety and effectiveness of 
Epoetin alfa in children have not been established. 

Thrombotic Events and Increased Mortality: 

In a randomized, prospective trial of 1265 hemodialysis 
patients with clinically evident cardiac disease 
(ischemic heart disease or congestive heart failure), 
an increased mortality was observed in those patients 
randomized to a target hematocrit of 42% as compared 
to those patients targeted to remain at a hematocrit 
of 30%.The reason for increased mortality observed in 
these studies is unknown; however, the incidence of 
non-fatal myocardial infarction (3.1% vs. 2.3%), vas¬ 
cular access thrombosis (39% vs. 29%), and all other 
thrombotic events (22% vs. 18%) were also higher in 
the group randomized to achieve a hematocrit of 42%. 
Increased mortality was observed in a randomized placebo- 
controlled study of PROCRIT in patients who did not have 
chronic renal failure who were undergoing coronary 
arteiy bypass surgery (7 deaths in 126 patients ran¬ 
domized to PROCRIT vs. no deaths among 56 patients 
receiving placebo). Four of these deaths occurred during 
the period of study drug administration and all four 
deaths were associated with thrombotic events. While 
the extent of the population affected is unknown, in 
patients at risk for thrombosis, the anticipated 
benefits of PROCRIT treatment should be weighed 
against the potential for increased risks associated 
with therapy. 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

PROCRIT therapy has not been linked to exacerbation 
of hypertension, seizures, and thrombotic events in 
HIV-infected patients. 


The parenteral administration of any biologic product 
should be attended by appropriate precautions in case 
allergic or other untoward reactions occur (see "CON¬ 
TRAINDICATIONS"). In clinical trials, while transient 


rashes were occasionally observed concurrently with 
PROCRIT therapy, no serious allergic or anaphylactic 
reactions were reported. See “ADVERSE REACTIONS" 
for more information regarding allergic reactions. 

The safety and efficacy of PROCRIT therapy have not 
been established in patients with a known history of a 
seizure disorder or underlying hematologic disease 
(e.g., sickle cell anemia, myelodysplastic syndromes, 
or hypercoagulable disorders). 

In some female patients, menses have resumed 
following PROCRIT therapy; the possibility of pregnancy 
should be discussed and the need for contraception 
evaluated. 

Hematology: Exacerbation of porphyria has been 
observed rarely in patients with CRF treated with 
PROCRIT. Nevertheless, PROCRIT should be used 
with caution in patients with known porphyria. 

In preclinical studies in dogs and tats, but not in 
monkeys, PROCRIT therapy was associated with sub- 
clinical bone marrow fibrosis. Bone marrow fibrosis is a 
known complication of CRF in humans and may be related 
to secondary hyperparathyroidism or unknown factors. 

In zidovudine-treated HIV-infected and cancer 
patients, hematocrit should be measured once a week 
until stabilized and periodically thereafter. 

Delayed or Diminished Response-. If the patient fails 
to respond or to maintain a response to doses within 
the recommended dosing range, the following etiolo¬ 
gies should be considered and evaluated: 

1) Iron deficiency: Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron therapy (see “Iron 
Evaluation”). 


3) Occult blood loss. 

4) Underlying hematologic diseases (i.e., thalassemia 
refractory anemia, or other myelodysplastic disorder). 

5) Vitamin deficiencies: folic acid or vitamin B12. 

6) Hemolysis. 

7) Aluminum intoxication. 

8) Osteitis fibrosa cystica. 

Iron Evaluation: During PROCRIT therapy, absolute 
functional iron deficiency may develop. Functional 
iron deficiency, with normal ferritin levels but low 
transferrin saturation, is presumably due to the 
inability to mobilize iron stores rapidly enough to 
support increased erythropoiesis. Transferrin satura¬ 
tion should be at least 20% and ferritin should be at 
least 100 ng/ml. 

Prior to and during PROCRIT therapy, the patient’s iron 
status, including transferrin saturation (serum iron 
divided by iron binding capacity) and serum ferritin, 
should be evaluated. Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron to increase or maintain 
transferrin saturation to levels which will adequately 
support erythropoiesis stimulated by PROCRIT. 

Drug Interactions: No evidence of interaction of 
PROCRIT with other drugs was observed in the 
course of clinical trials. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of 
Fertility: Carcinogenic potential of PROCRIT has not 
been evaluated. PROCRIT does not induce bacterial 
gene mutation (Ames Test), chromosomal aberra¬ 
tions in mammalian cells, micronuclei in mice, or 
gene mutation at the HGPRT locus. In female rats 
treated intravenously with PROCRIT, there was a 
trend for slightly increased tetal wastage at doses 
of 100 and 500 Units/kg. 

Pregnancy Category C: There are no adequate and 
well controlled studies in pregnant women. PROCRIT 
should be used during pregnancy only if the potential 
benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

In studies in female rats, there were decreases in 
body weight gain, delays in appearance of abdominal 
hair, delayed eyelid opening, delayed ossification, and 
decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in the FI 
fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. In female rats 
treated intravenously, there was a trend for slightly 
increased fetal wastage at doses of 100 and 500 
Units/kg. PROCRIT has not shown any adverse 
effect at doses as high as 500 Units/kg in pregnant 
rabbits (from day 6 to 18 of gestation). 

Nursing mothers-. Postnatal observations of the live 
offspring (FI generation) of female rats treated with 
PROCRIT during gestation and lactation revealed no 
effect of PROCRIT at doses of up to 500 Units/kg. 
There were, however, decreases in body weight gain, 
delays in appearance of abdominal hair, eyelid opening, 
and decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in 
the FI fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. There were 
no effects related to PROCRIT on the F2 generation 
fetuses. 

It is not known whether PROCRIT is excreted in human 
milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human 
milk, caution should be exercised when PROCRIT is 
administered to a nursing woman. 


Pediatric Use: The safety and effectiveness of 
PROCRIT in children have not been established 
(see “WARNINGS”). 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients: 

Hypertension: Exacerbation of hypertension has not 
been observed in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients treated with PROCRIT. However, PROCRIT 
should be withheld in these patients if pre-existing 
hypertension is uncontrolled, and should not be started 
until blood pressure is controlled. In double-blind 
studies, a single seizure has been experienced by a 
patient treated with PROCRIT. 

Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 
Hypertension: Hypertension, associated with a signifi¬ 
cant increase in hematocrit, has been noted rarely in 
cancer patients treated with PROCRIT. Nevertheless, 
blood pressure in patients treated with PROCRIT 
should be monitored carefully, particularly in patients 
with an underlying history of hypertension or cardio¬ 
vascular disease. 

Seizures: In double-blind, placebo-controlled trials, 
3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 2.9% of 
placebo-treated patients had seizures. Seizures in 
1.6% of patients treated with PROCRIT occurred in 
the context of a significant increase in blood pressure 
and hematocrit baseline values. However, both 
patient groups treated with PROCRIT also had 
underlying CNS pathology which may have been 
related to seizure activity. 

Thrombotic events: In double-blind, placebo-controlled 
trials, 3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 11.8% 
of placebo-treated patients had thrombotic events 
(e.g., pulmonary embolism, cerebrovascular accident). 
Growth Factor Potential: PROCRIT is a growth factor 
that primarily stimulates red blood cell production. 
However, the possibility that PROCRIT can act as a 
growth factor for any tumor type, particularly myeloid 
malignancies, cannot be excluded. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

Adverse events reported in clinical trials with PROCRIT 
in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients were 
consistent with the progression of HIV infection in 
double-blind, placebo-controlled studies of three 
months duration involving approximately 300 zidovu¬ 
dine-treated HIV-infected patients, adverse events 
with an incidence of >10% in either patients treated 
with PROCRIT or placebo-treated patients were:

Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 

Adverse experiences reported in clinical trials with 
PROCRIT in cancer patients were consistent with the 
underlying disease state. In double-blind, placebo- 
controlled studies of up to 3-months duration involv¬ 
ing 131 cancer patients, adverse events with an inci¬ 
dence > 10% in either patients treated with PROCRIT 
or placebo-treated patients were as indicated below:

There were no statistically significant differences 
between treatment groups in the incidence of the 
above events. 

In the 297 patients studied, PROCRIT was not associ¬ 
ated with significant increases in opportunistic infec¬ 
tions or mortality. In 71 patients from this group 
treated with PROCRIT at 150 Units/kg (T.I.W.), serum 
p24 antigen levels did not appear to increase. 
Preliminary data showed no enhancement of HIV 
replication in infected cell lines in vitro. 

Peripheral white blood cell and platelet counts are 
unchanged following PROCRIT therapy. 

Allergic Reactions: Two zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients had urticarial reactions within 48 hours of 
their first exposure to study medication. One patient 
was treated with PROCRIT and one was treated with 
placebo (PROCRIT vehicle alone). Both patients had 
positive immediate skin tests against their study 
medication with a negative saline control. The basis 
for this apparent preexisting hypersensitivity to compo¬ 
nents of the PROCRIT formulation is unknown, but may 
be related to HIV-induced immunosuppression or prior 
exposure to blood products. 

Seizures: In double-blind and open-label trials of 
PROCRIT in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients, 
ten patients have experienced seizures. In general, 
these seizures appear to be related to underlying 
pathology such as meningitis or cerebral neoplasms, 
not PROCRIT therapy.

Although some statistically significant differences 
between patients treated with PROCRIT and placebo- 
treated patients were noted, the overall safety profile 
ot PROCRIT appeared to be consistent with the dis¬ 
ease process of advanced cancer. During double¬ 
blind and subsequent open-label therapy in which 
patients (N=72) were treated for up to 32 weeks with 
doses as high as 927 Units/kg, the adverse experi¬ 
ence profile of PROCRIT was consistent with the pro¬ 
gression of advanced cancer. 

Based on comparable survival data and on the per¬ 
centage of patients treated with PROCRIT and place¬ 
bo-treated patients who discontinued therapy due to 
death, disease progression or adverse experiences 
(22% and 13%, respectively, p=0.25), the clinical 
outcome in patients treated with PROCRIT and place¬ 
bo-treated patients appeared to be similar. Available 
data from animal tumor models and measurement of 
proliferation of solid tumor cells from clinical biopsy 
specimens in response to PROCRIT does not potenti¬ 
ate tumor growth. Nevertheless, as a growth factor, 
the possibility that PROCRIT may potentiate growth of 
some tumors, particularly myeloid tumors, cannot be 
excluded. 

The mean peripheral white blood cell count was 
unchanged following PROCRIT therapy compared to 
the corresponding value in the placebo-treated 
group. 

OVERDOSAGE 

The maximum amount of PROCRIT that can be safely 
administered in single or multiple doses has not been 
determined. Doses of up to 1,500 Units/kg (T.I.W.) for 
three to four weeks have been administered without 
any direct toxic .effects of PROCRIT itself. Therapy with 
PROCRIT can result in polycythemia if the hematocrit 
is not carefully monitored and the dose appropriately 
adjusted. If the suggested target range is exceeded, 
PROCRIT may be temporarily withheld until the hema¬ 
tocrit returns to the suggested target range; PROCRIT 
therapy may then be resumed using a lower dose (see 
“DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION”). If polycythemia is 
of concern, phlebotomy may be indicated to decrease 
the hematocrit.

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Latin dance-club 
rivalry erupts over who 
takes stage at Pride

,, ichael Amodeo is fuming, 
and wants every supporter 
of the local gay Latino 
community to know it. As produc¬ 
er of Futura, which he deems “San 
Francisco’s largest Latino dance 
club,” Amodeo feels he deserves a 
lot more respect than he’s getting 
from the people pulling together 
this summer’s San Francisco Pride 
Celebration at Civic Center. He 
charges Pride organizers and rival 
Latin dance-club promoters “from 
outside the city” with unjustly bar¬ 
ring him from what is to be Pride’s 
first-ever Latin stage. 

Although Amodeo and Futura 
have been given prominence on 
the main stage of the event, he is 
furious that the Pride Committee 
has, in his view, “excluded” Futu¬ 
ra from the Latin Stage, while al¬ 
lowing that platform to be the ex¬ 
clusive domain of a trio of other 
Latin clubs, most notably San 
Jose’s Club Papi, along with Latin 
Explosion, a popular Oakland 
dance club. He dismisses the third

participant, San Francisco-based 
Colors, as only a small monthly 
Latina lesbian club. 

“Pride should symbolize unity 
in the Latin community,” declares 
Amodeo, who accuses Club Papi’s 
promoter Jamie Awad of inten¬ 
tionally locking him out. “Unfor¬ 
tunately, it’s turned into petty self¬ 
promotion by club promoters 
from outside the city.” 

“Club business is sometimes 
like Microsoft and Netscape,” re¬ 
sponds Awad, a San Francisco res¬ 
ident and native. “The other club 
participants and I don’t have a 
business relationship with 
Michael Amodeo or Futura. We 
got together not to exclude Futu¬ 
ra, but because last year [at Pride] 
we got only a half-hour time slot 
in the afternoon when there was 
nobody there. They rushed us off 
the stage. But there’s all these Lati¬ 
nos who want to listen to Spanish 
music. That’s where the creation 
of the Ljttin Stage came from.” 

According to Ken Bunch, di¬ 
rector of Pride’s main stage and a 
talent coordinator for the whole 
event, Futura was not included on 
the Latin stage because “Futura 
did not make a proposal to Pride. 
Club Papi did.” 

Pride Committee Executive Di¬ 
rector Teddy Witherington con¬ 
firmed to the B.A.R. that “Club 
Papi, Colors, and Latin Explosion 
came to us with a proposal to do a 
Latin stage. We hadn’t done any¬ 
thing like that before. There has 
not been a Latino stage before.” 

Asked why Futura wasn’t 
among those invited to take part 
in the Latin Stage, Witherington 
replied, “I don’t wait in my office 
for brainwaves coming from 
Michael Amodeo or anyone else.” 

Is bigger better? 

“I don’t understand the club 


The fact is, insists Amodeo, 
“everything that’s happening in 
the Latino community is happen¬ 
ing at Futura. Anybody who 
knows anything about the Latino 
community knows that. Some¬ 
body at Pride just doesn’t know 
what’s happening in the Latino 
community. That’s the biggest 
shame of all.” 

For the past four years, contin¬ 
ues Amodeo, his twice-a-month 
club has attracted some 1,000 
queer Latinos per event, and 
reaches out to some 4,000 on its 
mailing list. It has featured such 
major Latin performers as 
Menudo, Gerardo, and the Barrio 
Boyz. Recently, he adds proudly, 
Futura was ranked second in size 
behind Club Universe. 

“We have had about 13 Latino 
AIDS benefits in the city and in 
San Jose,” declares Amodeo. And 
for last year’s Pride Parade, Futu¬ 
ra “put together all the Latino 
AIDS organizations under one 
umbrella and provided sounds, 
and had them all march together, 
which was a first.” 

Yet despite such impressive 
statistics, Amodeo insists Futura 
“has been shut out of Pride.” 

Not so, counters Bunch. “I 
have offered Michael Amodeo 
time and space on the main stage, 
which is much bigger than the 
Latin stage, for his performance 
groups, an emcee of his choice, 
and his banner advertising his 
nightclub, Futura,” he says. “I 
thought things had been worked 
out. I don’t know why he would 
feel there is continuing controver¬ 
sy. In my opinion, he’s gotten 
more out of the situation than he 
would have had [on the Latin 
Stage]. He has a much bigger au¬ 
dience and better advertising for 
his club.” 

“The issue regarding the Latin

politics here,” says Diane Felix of 
Colors. “So what if [Club Papi 
and Latin Explosion] are out¬ 
siders? We’re the ones who 
thought of doing a whole-day cel¬ 
ebration with salsa, cumbia, 
rancheras, meringue, Latin house- 
music, and Spanish rock. We 
wanted to showcase it and cele¬ 
brate our music. If he [Amodeo] 
were more aware, he’d have 
thought of it.” 

Felix also takes umbrage at 
Amodeo’s dismissal of her club as 
small scale. 

“Yes, we’re really small, and we 
prefer to stay that way,” Felix says. 
“It’s a private party we do once a 
month with about 100 to 150 
people. It’s about having a safe 
place for Spanish-speaking les¬ 
bians to go.” 

All monies raised by Colors, 
adds Felix, go “to promote Latina 
lesbian visibility.” Colors sponsors 
a soccer team for young Latinas, 
promotes film projects, and has 
donated to the political cam¬ 
paigns of Carole Migden, Juanita 
Owens, Roberta Achtenberg, and 
others. 


Stage has nothing to do with the 
main stage,” replies Amodeo.

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TG hate crimes bill 
passes Assembly

|| ike the “Little Engine That 
Could,” Speaker Pro-Tern 
' s Sheila Kuehl’s Hate Crimes 
Bill, AB 1999, passed out of the 
California State Assembly 
Wednesday, May 27, and is on its 
way to the Senate. 

The bill, called the Hate 
Crimes Bill or the Transgender 
Hate Crimes Bill, clarifies existing 
state law and strengthens the law 
under which hate crimes against 
transgender persons can be pros¬ 
ecuted. Current California hate 
crimes law provides penalty en¬ 
hancements for violent crimes 
that are hate-based and motivat¬ 


ed by a victim’s actual or per¬ 
ceived race, color, religion, ances¬ 
try, national origin, disability, 
gender, or sexual orientation. 
AB1999 clarifies that a violent 
crime committed against a trans¬ 
gender person because of their 
gender is a hate crime based on 
current law. The bill also stan¬ 
dardizes California’s hate crime 
statutes by adding “gender” to the 
sections where it is missing. Law 
enforcement and DA offices ex¬ 
cept for San Francisco and Los 
Angeles have been reluctant to 
prosecute gender cases because 
the law was not specific; AB 1999 
clarifies the law. 

The bill’s odyssey is a tribute to 
Kuehl’s vision particularly since, in 
April, word was out that the bill 


wouldn’t pass the Assembly Pub¬ 
lic Safety Committee. Kuehl’s staff 
attorney Jennifer Richard and 
then-LIFE Lobby advocate Ellen 
McCormick worked tirelessly on 
the bill, which passed Public Safe¬ 
ty on a 7-0 vote, passed Assembly 
Appropriations on a 15-1 vote, 
won the endorsement of Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, and passed 
out of Assembly with a few minor 
amendments and a respectable 52- 
15 vote. Capitol insiders also give 
credit to Boyce Hinman of Lamb¬ 
da Letters, which peppered mem¬ 
bers of the Assembly with letters of 
support from constituents. 

AB 1999 will now move to the 
Senate and committee hearings 
before going to a vote on the Sen¬ 
ate floor. ▼ 


Clinton opposes religious amendment

§§ n his May 30 radio address to 
the nation, President Clinton 
y expressed strong support for 
the U.S. Department of Education- 
revised presidential guidelines on 
school prayer. Backed by 30 major 
religious and church organizations, 
Clinton said, “Nothing in the First 
Amendment converts our public 
schools into religion-free zones, or 
requires all religious expression to 
be left behind at the school house 
door.” While acknowledging that 
guideline changes were needed to 
clear up confusion about what is 
permissible in schools, Clinton 
said, “These guidelines represent a 
very broad consensus of many reli¬ 
gious groups.” 

Clinton was taking a jab at the 
“Religious Freedom Amend¬ 
ment,” the first constitutional 
amendment in 25 years, spon¬ 
sored by GOP House member 
Ernest Istook of Oklahoma. Is- 
took’s amendment is being sup¬ 


ported by right wing religious ac¬ 
tivists. While lauding the new 
guidelines, which were changed as 
a result of the June, 1997 Supreme 
Court ruling that held the 1993 
Religious Freedom Restoration 
Act to be unconstitutional, Clin¬ 
ton said the school prayer amend¬ 
ment is the “wrong way” to pro¬ 
tect religious freedom. 

“Helping communities to find 
common ground about religious 
expression is the right way,” Clin¬ 
ton said, “There’s also a wrong 
way: amending the Constitution.” 
The president said that as long as 
people fully understand their reli¬ 
gious rights, and they are sensibly 
applied in public schools, the Con¬ 
stitution “does not need to be 
rewritten.” 

Clinton’s remarks seem to be 
in response to concerns that the 
constitutional amendment could 
be the first step toward establish¬ 
ing Christianity as the state reli¬ 
gion. Reverend Jerry Sloan, re¬ 
searcher on the activities of the re¬ 
ligious right said, “I’m extremely 


leery of this amendment. This 
could be the first step in effort to 
establish an official religion for 
the country - it also has political 
and organizing aspects built-in 
which are ingenious. First, this 
issue is sprung in an election year 
- who in their right mind would 
vote against religion in an election 
year? So it gives the religious right 
the opportunity to work over 
both the House and the Senate, 
dogging them, keeping track of 
the vote which can then be passed 
on to the faithful back home. 

“If it passes both houses it goes 
to the individual states, which will 
require organizing the faithful to 
put pressure on their state repre¬ 
sentatives - or else! 

“Second, I find it reprehensible 
to hide this political organizing 
tool behind kids and schools 
when they’re perfectly aware of 
the religious freedom available in 
the school setting. They could 
hardly want more unless they 
want to celebrate daily High Mass 
on the school steps.” ▼ 
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Cultural competency needed for 
HPPC members, staff, consultants

! HP he consultants who work 
for the city’s HIV Preven¬ 
tion Planning Council 
(HPPC) need a course on cultur¬ 
al competency as soon as possi¬ 
ble, members of a HPPC task 
force said last week. The group’s 
Cultural Competency Task Force 
has requested that all coun- 
cilmembers and those working 
for the council - either as staff 
through the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health’s AIDS Office or Hard¬ 
er and Company, its consulting 
firm - undergo cultural compe¬ 
tency training. The move was 
sparked by a HPPC member, who 
alleged that racist incidents have 


occurred last year and more re¬ 
cently at a HPPC retreat by a 
technical support staff person. 

Co-chair Ellen Goldstein an¬ 
nounced at the May 28 meeting 
that the HPPC will hear about the 
issue in greater detail, including 
use of an outside facilitator for 
the training at its next meeting, 
Thursday, June 11. Goldstein said 
any funding for an outside facili¬ 
tator would not come out of the 
federal Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention’s (CDC) pre¬ 
vention funds that have been al¬ 
located to San Francisco. Funding 
would come from other CDC 
sources, she said. 

“We are writing to follow up 
on the serious set of events that 
have occurred in the past several 


weeks regarding the need for in¬ 
creased cultural competency 
training of all HPPC consultants 
and members,” stated the letter 
from the task force, chaired by 
member Sonja Mackenzie. 
“While we know that there have 
been certain individuals involved 
in these incidents, we feel strong¬ 
ly that the most productive re¬ 
sponse to this situation will be to 
strengthen the cultural compe¬ 
tency of all individuals working 
with the council.” 

Mackenzie’s letter did not get 
into specifics, but at last week’s 
meeting, member Sacul L’Adnbre 
said that she has been holding in 
much anger, since an alleged in¬ 
cident first occurred about a year 
ago. At a recent HPPC retreat, an¬ 


other incident occurred, appar¬ 
ently involving the same individ¬ 
ual. After the first incident she 
complained to AIDS Office staff 
and got nowhere, she said. 
L’Adnbre was in favor of the di¬ 
rection the HPPC is taking but 
said she is still dealing with the 
issue. Goldstein said she has re¬ 
ceived a letter from Lyn Paleo, of 
Harder and Company, that recog¬ 
nizes the importance of what 
happened at the retreat. Paleo was 
not at last week’s meeting. 

Mackenzie’s letter also recom¬ 
mends that the AIDS Office work 
with Harder and Company “to 
ensure that all Harder and Com¬ 
pany staff, current and future, 
undergo training in cultural com¬ 
petency. We request that the cur¬ 
rent staff participate in training 
as soon as possible, but also ask 
that this training be the first step 
in an ongoing commitment to 


further staff development around 
these critical issues.” 

Additionally, the task force 
recommended that the AIDS Of¬ 
fice work with Harder and Com¬ 
pany, which is contracted 
through the AIDS Office for its 
work with the HPPC, to reiterate 
to all staff the appropriate roles of 
the technical support staff in the 
HPPC committee meetings. 

“We have felt at times that the 
technical support has questioned 
the work of committee members, 
and has therefore compromised 
the work of the committee and 
undermined the respect due to 
individuals,” stated Mackenzie’s 
letter. T

vices to homeless Latinos in San 
Francisco. The funds will be used 
to provide culturally appropriate 
HIV education to staff and guests 
of the Dolores Housing Program, 
one of the city’s few providers of 
emergency food and housing ser¬ 
vices to single Latino men. 

“We are delighted in AT&T 
and the Academy of Friends’ com¬ 
mitment to this often invisible 
group of our brothers who are 
falling through the cracks of the 


quickly unraveling welfare safety 
net,” said Bob Nelson, DSCS exec¬ 
utive director. 

Nelson said that gaps in San 
Francisco’s continuum of care 
have left the Latino homeless 
working poor in urgent need of 
HIV/AIDS prevention and educa¬ 
tion. Latino homeless men who 
have sex with men are a highly in¬ 
visible population within the city, 
experiencing alienation from both 
the gay and Latino communities, 
he added. 

“Both gay and straight homeless 
Latinos at risk, and those infected 
by HIV, do not normally access 
conventional HIV programs and 
services,” Nelson said. “Education 
must be presented by people they 
trust in the shelter environment in 
which they feel comfortable.” 


DSCS was organized in 1982 as 
a multi-service organization to 
provide housing, sanctuary, and 
support for people seeking digni¬ 
ty, health, and hope in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Mission and Castro neigh¬ 
borhoods. The agency’s programs 
include the Richard M. Cohen 
Residence, a licensed facility pro¬ 
viding supportive housing to peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS who were 
previously homeless; the Dolores 
Housing Program, the city’s 
largest provider of emergency 
food and housing to homeless 
Latinos and working poor; and a 
much used community center at 
938 Valencia Street. ▼

On Monday, Ammiano told 
the full board that the topic has 
been discussed in depth at three 
public hearings, including a 
marathon session of the board’s 
Finance Committee last Wednes¬ 
day, May 27, and at numerous 
meetings of the 20-member Task 
Force on Nonprofit Accountabil¬ 
ity he convened to work out the 
law. The task force was composed 
of activists, nonprofit adminis¬ 
trators, and board members. Am¬ 
miano said that common ground 
was found in the ultimate 
amended version that was pre¬ 
sented to the supervisors. He 
strongly urged that it be voted on 
rather than continued for anoth- 


to see this board pass this today,” 
Leno told his colleagues. 

Activists started pressing Am¬ 
miano for the legislation last year 
after they had problems gaining 
access to fiscal information at the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF). If the ordinance is enact¬ 
ed it will affect SFAF, the city’s 
largest HIV/AIDS nonprofit, and 
the third largest recipient of city 
funds at $4.1 million. 

SFAF is one of 43 nonprofit 
organizations in San Francisco 
receiving $1 million or more an¬ 
nually in city support, for a total 
of about $150 million, according 
to city Controller Ed Harrington. 
About 500 community groups 
receive some level of city fund¬ 
ing; the majority of those take in 
less than $100,000. The agencies 
provide services ranging from 
healthcare and social work to arts 
exhibitions and theater perfor¬ 
mances. 

Representatives from many of 
those organizations testified at 
the Finance Committee meeting 
Teng chaired last Wednesday, 
speaking both for and against the 
sunshine legislation. Many of¬ 
fered ideas for new amendments 


old of $100,000 in city funding as 
one of the criteria for nonprofits’ 
inclusion under the ordinance. 
Organizations receiving less than 
that amount would automatical¬ 
ly be exempt. 

Ammiano adamantly opposed 
the threshold idea, stating that 
“even a buck should be scruti¬ 
nized.” Setting a $100,000 level 
would automatically exempt 
more than half the city’s non¬ 
profits, he pointed out. After 
Kaufman suggested an even 
higher $500,000 threshold, the 
committee agreed to compro¬ 
mise with a $250,000 threshold, 
and suggested that the level could 
be amended after a period of re¬ 
view, if necessary. 

Ammiano was also troubled 
by the gutting of a grievance pro¬ 
cedure designating a Sunshine 
Ordinance Task Force to be ar¬ 
biter of disputes brought to it by 
members of the public who have 
complaints about a nonprofit or¬ 
ganization’s compliance or non- 
compliance with the ordinance. 
Instead, Kaufman proposed the 
city agencies contracting with the 
nonprofits be held responsible 
for settling disputes.

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er week, as Teng had wanted. 

“It’s very important cutting- 
edge legislation. While we did 
hear from people newer to the 
scene for a continuance, [I’d 
urge] a vote on it,” Ammiano 
said, “as perfect or imperfect as it 
may be.” 

Jeff Getty, with ACT 
UP/GoIden Gate, an organiza¬ 
tion that was represented on the 
task force and spearheaded pas¬ 
sage of an even tougher version 
of the law, nonetheless was 
pleased with the outcome. “What 
we ended up with was not all that 
bad,” he told the B.A.R. “We’ve 
accomplished something.” 

First-term Supervisor Jose 
Medina cast the only vote against 
the ordinance. While he said he 
applauded Ammiano’s concerns 
about nonprofit organizations 
being more accountable for the 
millions of federal, state, and city 
general fund dollars that are ad¬ 
ministered through many city 
departments, Medina said he felt 
the law put too much of a burden 
on nonprofits. 

Supervisor Mark Leno, who 
did not testify on behalf of the 
proposed legislation at last week’s 
finance committee meeting, dis¬ 
agreed. On Monday he argued 
that increased accountability will 
likely translate into sound eco¬ 
nomic practices that save non¬ 
profit groups money. “It’s critical 
... to stretch every dollar. I’d like 


that would further weaken the 
legislation, which had already 
been compromised during 
months of negotiations between 
activists and nonprofits. 

The task force, chaired to 
much acclaim by Tom Nolan of 
Project Open Hand, had spent 
months hammering out ordi¬ 
nance language agreeable to all 
sides, including SFAF. 

Ammiano had expected 
Teng’s committee, which includes 
Board President Barbara Kauf¬ 
man and Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som, to either accept the draft 
legislation, or decline to pass it 
on for a vote by the full board. 
What he and others hadn’t 
braced for were extensive new 
changes.

Prior to the hearing, one 
group calling itself San Francis¬ 
cans United to Support Our 
Nonprofits - run out of the office 
of gay political consultant Robert 
Barnes, who has lobbied on be¬ 
half of the SFAF - presented a 
written list of amendment sug¬ 
gestions to the committee. 

That group suggested an 
amendment that would signifi¬ 
cantly water down the legisla¬

“The reason all this started,” 
said Jeff Sheehy, former president 
of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democra¬ 
tic Club, who worked hard to 
help formulate the legislation, 
“was that the city departments 
have not done a good job of 
monitoring their contracts. Now, 
we’re back at beginning.” 

Sheehy noted that “it will be 
up to the individual who’s having 
trouble accessing information or 
attending board meetings” to en¬ 
sure city departments thorough¬ 
ly investigate their claims. “It’ll 
take a pretty determined individ¬ 
ual, someone like Michael Pe- 
trelis.” 

It was Petrelis’s dispute with 
the SFAF last year that led com¬ 
munity activists to initiate a re¬ 
form campaign aimed at making 
city-funded nonprofits more ac¬ 
countable to the public. After Pe- 
trelis disclosed supposedly confi¬ 
dential SFAF information, the or¬ 
ganization and two of its affili¬ 
ates retaliated by denying Petrelis 
services. 

“In its amended form, it’s ob¬ 
viously much less than where it 
started,” said Sheehy. “Partly the 
compromises were the result of 
negotiations with nonprofits in 
the task force. The problem is, 
Supervisors Kaufman, Teng, and 
Newsom hijacked the process by 
offering new amendments at the 
last moment. It was unfair.” ▼ 


Clinton 
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legislation passed by Congress.” 

The order has no impact upon 
more than a million military em¬ 
ployees, where lesbians and gays 
service members have second 
class status under the policy 
known as “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.” 
The administration continues to 
defend that flawed policy in fed¬ 
eral court. 

The move is a logical, if belat¬ 
ed, corollary to the administra¬ 
tion’s support of the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act (ENDA). 
The White House did not endorse 
that bill when it was first intro¬ 


duced, but did so more than a year 
later, in the fall of 1995. 

The administration continued 
its pattern of stage-managing gay 
and lesbian announcements to 
minimize mainstream news cov¬ 
erage. The order came on a day 
when headlines were dominated 
by Pakistan’s exploding nuclear 
weapons, the President losing a 
legal decision on executive privi¬ 
lege, and actor Phil Hartman 
found shot dead. Furthermore, 
notice was given late in the day, 
well past the deadline for televi¬ 
sion news. As a result, the only 
mainstream coverage was a short 
Associated Press article sent out at 
6:30 p.m. 

The action was unexpected 


and caught gay insiders by sur¬ 
prise, so much so that the Human 
Rights Campaign did not have a 
news release prepared, and the 
Washington Blade did not get its 
typical pre-release exclusive. 

Leonard Hirsch is president of 
GLOBE, the association of gay 
and lesbian federal employees. In 
an e-mail the evening of the an¬ 
nouncement he said that they “are 
working on an explanation of the 
implications of this for federal 
workers.” 

“This is an important step,” 
said Beth Isaacs, political director 
for the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force.

Oakland's L.J. Irving becomes first 
open transgender on NGLTF board

he National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF) 
has named L.J. Irving of 
Oakland to its board of directors. 
Irving is the first openly transgen- 
dered person appointed to the 
board of a national gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgender civil 
rights organization. 

Irving, a drug counselor and 
case manager at Jelani House in 
‘ San Francisco, has a long history of 
activism. A former member of Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano’s staff, she 
was a founding member of Les¬ 
bians and Gays of African Descent 
for Democratic Action (LGAD- 
DA). She has also been involved 
with the Harvey Milk Lesbain/ 
Gay/Bisexual Democratic Club 
and the Los Angeles Gay and Les¬ 
bian Community Services Center. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
increasing the visibility of people 
of color and to reaching out to 
those who can’t afford the high 
ticket events,” Irving told the 
B.A.R. She emphasized that she 
intends to advocate for people of 
color, youth, and people with low 
incomes. 

“We need to reach out, instead 
of expecting them to come to us,” 
she added, stating that she plans 
to work with NGLTF to meet peo¬ 
ple “in the clubs, in the churches, 
in the families.”

“If he is going to San Jose to 
produce his own pride party,” asks 
Bunch, “why is he complaining 
about Club Papi? Maybe he’s not 
interested in a solution. Maybe 
he’s interested in self-promotion. 

“We’ve given Amodeo every¬ 
thing he’s asked for,” says Bunch, 
“and would like to put controver¬ 
sy to rest. We’re all one communi¬ 
ty, and there’s a way of working 
things out without exaggerating 
the situation. We’re interested in 
solving problems and making 
people happy. It’s supposed to be 
a happy day.” 

Ultimately, the controversy may 
boil down to business rivalries 
mixed with personal animosities. 

“Club Papi is run by someone 
who’s not Latin,” says Audrey 
Joseph, the influential owner of 
San Francisco’s Club Townsend 
and producer of Pride’s huge 
KMEL/Pleasuredome Stage. In re¬ 
ferring to Awad, who freely ad¬ 
mits he’s not Latino, Joseph not 
only sides with Amodeo, but in¬ 
cludes strong words about Awad. 

“Jamie and Michael had a 
partnership several years ago,” 
notes Felix, “but they decided to 
go their separate ways. Jamie 
started doing his club in San Jose 


and some larger parties here in SF, 
and Michael started Futura.” 

“I think it’s awful they [Awad 
and his allies] squeezed out 
Amodeo, who goes out of the way 
to do good things for the commu¬ 
nity,” says Joseph. 

Rather than allowing people to 
live and let live, she fumes, “Awad 
tries to be the only action around. 
He pushes his weight around, and 
I don’t like bullies.” 

Joseph points out that apart 
from being a club promoter, Awad 
is a sheriff’s deputy who “flashes 
his badge” around and “comes off 
very macho.” 

“This is all about business,” re¬ 
sponds Awad, dismissing Joseph’s 
complaints, and referring to some 
of her comments as “possibly li¬ 
belous.” He insists that in his role 
as a sheriff’s deputy, his behavior 
is strictly professional. 

“KMEL and Townsend are 
probably worried that the Latin 
Stage will take away from their 
stage. We’re not in competition. 
Does anyone honestly believe 
everyone will stand in one place 
for eight hours? They’ll go to all 
the stages. I don’t anticipate 5,000 
people on our little block staying 
there all day. They have options.” 

Witherington told the 
B.A.R., “I’m disappointed some 
club people are bringing all this 
negative attitude to Pride. 

“It won’t go unnoticed.” ▼ 
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| ryptosporidium, the micro¬ 
scopic parasite that causes 
cryptosporidial diarrhea, is 
back in the news. San Francisco 
General Hospital has reported 
three new cases of cryptosporido- 
sis (crypto) in the last month, 
after having no diagnosed cases in 
the previous six months. 

On May 6, the Antiviral Drug 
Advisory Committee of the FDA 
voted not to recommend approval 
of the antiparasitic drug 
Cryptaz™ (nitazoxnide, formerly 
known as NTZ™) licensed in the 
U.S. by Unimed, the best hope of 
a treatment for crypto. The FDA 
must make a decision on the rec¬ 
ommendation by June 15, but ap¬ 
proval seems unlikely. 

Drug trials 

The placebo-controlled study 
of NTZ from the AIDS Clinical 
Trails Group (ACTG 336) accrued 
only 10 of 60 needed participants 
in one year and the study was 
closed on May 15, due to low en¬ 
rollment. This is both good news 
and bad news. The good news is 
that there are fewer cases of cryp¬ 
to than in the past. The bad news 
is crypto is still here. The symp¬ 
toms of diarrhea, cramps, nausea, 
and low-grade fever can be life- 
threatening to people with com¬ 
promised immune systems. 

Unimed’s application to the 
FDA was based on three open 
label studies conducted by the 
company. The drug was studied in 


doses of 500-2000 mg. The Advi¬ 
sory Committee did not find the 
information from these studies 
convincing. The company has 
stated that if they don’t get a con¬ 
ditional approval from the FDA 
they will not continue to develop 
the drug for treatment of crypto. 


Best advice 

The parasite is carried in ani¬ 
mal and human feces so people 
should avoid contact as much as 
possible. The United States Public 
Health Guidelines state “Modes of 
transmission include contact with 
infected adults and diaper-aged 
children, contact with in¬ 
fected animals, drinking 
contaminated water, 
and contact with 
contaminated water 
during recreational ac¬ 
tivities.” 

Dr. Carolyn Peterson, at 
San Francisco General 
Hospital, says, “The 
best way to prevent 
crypto is a point of 
use water filter. Don’t 
travel without your own filter and 
don’t trust bottled water in for¬ 
eign countries.” She cites the cryp¬ 
to outbreak in Las Vegas, which 
has state-of-the-art water treat¬ 
ment system, as proof that filtra¬ 
tion doesn’t always work. To be ef¬ 
fective against crypto, the filters 
must remove particles 1mm in di¬ 
ameter. Also remember that chlo¬ 
rine in swimming pools does not 
kill crypto. 


How do I get treatment? 

In all three of the recent cases 
of crypto at San Francisco Gener¬ 
al, the patients have not been on 
Highly Active Antiretroviral Ther¬ 
apy (HAART) (a.k.a. triple-drug 
therapy and cocktail therapy). Dr. 
Judith Aberg, a treating physician 
at San Francisco General, has in¬ 
stituted HAART for two of the 
crypto infections with no other 
treatment. One patient, who had 
a high viral load and low T-cells, 
says he is feeling better, but hasn’t 
been in for follow-up. 

Dr. Peterson states “People who 
have crypto should be on 


HAART.’ v She explains that in Peru 
adults who have measurable cryp¬ 
to in their stools don’t get sick, but 
children who have the same levels 
do exhibit symptoms. “It appears 
adult immune systems are fighting 
the crypto, and children’s immune 
systems aren’t as developed.” 

(When asked about NTZ she 
says, “Do I think it works? No, I 
don’t. But I wouldn’t want to deny 
anyone access”) 

Dr. Carl Fichtenbaum, Assis¬ 
tant Professor at Washington Uni¬ 
versity in St. Louis and head of 
ACTG 336, states, “I have two re¬ 
cent patients with crypto. Prima¬ 
ry therapy for my crypto pa¬ 
tients is HAART and 
watching their nutrition 
like a hawk.” 

On the subject of 
NTZ he says, “I don’t 
know the correct dose. 
We don’t see any toxici¬ 
ty at 3000 mg. I don’t 
think the company 
knows the correct 
dose.” He goes on to 
say, “1 think NTZ is a 
so-so drug. The data presented [at 
the FDA Advisory hearing] shows 
it works about as well as 
paramomycin.” 


Where to get NTZ 

Unimed, the company that 
holds an exclusive license for the 
U.S., is continuing their compas¬ 
sionate use program, until they 
hear about approval from the 
FDA. They can be contacted at 1 - 
800-864-6330. Your physician 
may apply for compassionate use. 
“The paperwork can be complet¬ 
ed and faxed to us and the physi¬ 
cian can get emergency IRB ap¬ 
proval,” assures Dr. Bob Dudley of 
Unimed. “The drug can be 
shipped within a week.” 

NTZ is being sold through the 
PWA Health Group, a buyer’s club 
in New York. It currently has a 
supply and can be contacted at 
(212) 255-0520. Healing Alterna¬ 
tive Foundation (HAF) in San 
Francisco also carries the NTZ 
and can be contacted at (415)

mpress XVIII Connie (a.k.a. 
Cornell Garron) left us on 

" May 23,1998, to join the 14 
other empresses and eight emper¬ 
ors already in the celestial court 
system. 

Connie was one of San Fran¬ 
ciscos most vivacious empresses. 
She loved to don gorgeous gowns 
and jewels and entertain her sub¬ 
jects. (As a muscular hospital 
worker, Cornell drove trucks and 
lifted heavy boxes.) 

Connie was loved not only 
here but in the many courts across 
this country, where she traveled to 
both attend their functions and 
perform. She scorned the airlines 
and was fond of jumping into her 
Volkswagen Bug, grabbing a box 
of Kentucky Fried Chicken and 
some Cokes, and barreling off 
down the highway. 

Connie became an Imperial 
Court fixture in 1976 when she 
helped Flame run successfully 
for empress. She attained the 
title of Imperial Princess on

Flame’s court in 1977 and later 
that year became Grand Duchess 
IV of San Francisco. Although 
she had an exciting year in this 
role, she had her sights set on a 
bigger prize. 

Connie ran for empress a cou¬ 


ple of times before being pro¬ 
claimed Empress XVIII in 1983. 
She made history that year be¬ 
cause her reign marked the first 
time that the San Francisco Impe¬ 
rial Court elected an emperor and 
empress concurrently. Although 
there were some adjustments, Tat¬ 
too Jim and Connie gave the city a 
wonderful 12 months. 

Connie as her alter ego, Cor¬ 
nell Garron, was an accomplished 
cellist. He performed with the 
Oakland and Berkeley sym¬ 
phonies. In addition, he was a pi¬ 
anist and a harpist. 

At her outgoing coronation 
ceremony, Connie gave a cello 
recital. She later said that this was 
one of the proudest moments of 
her life. She also gave a well-re¬ 
ceived cello recital to mark the 10- 
year anniversary of her reign. 

Connie or Cornell, whoever 
you came to know or be friends 
with, was by all accounts a true 
and loyal friend and a great per¬ 
former. Empress XVIII Connie 
will be missed but will long be 
heralded as one of San Francisco’s 
more memorable royals. ▼ 


Sex change doc 
stumps police 

'Dr/ Brown has unpleasant history in SF

When police arrived at the 
Southern California home of for¬ 
mer Dr. John Ronald Brown and 
found the amputated leg of a 
corpse, that was all they needed to 
arrest him. 

Brown remains in the San 
Diego County Jail without bail 
after being charged with the mur¬ 
der of Philip Bondy, 80, whose leg 
was believed amputated in 
Brown’s home. Bondy had gone to 
Brown for help, following a traffic 
accident in Tijuana in which he 
injured his knee. 

Bondy was found dead in a 
National City motel room and the 
cause of death was gangrene. Ac¬ 
cording to receipts found in 
Bondy’s room, he paid Brown 
$10,000 for the surgery. Deputy 
District Attorney Stacy Running 
said it’s believed the amputation 
may have occurred in the bathtub 
of Brown’s San Ysidro home be¬ 
cause of the “gruesome scene” po¬ 
lice found there Tuesday, May 26. 
Bloody towels, sheets, and a mat¬ 
tress were seized as evidence. 

Brown is also charged with 
two counts of practicing medicine 
without a license in a second case, 
as well as unlawfully furnishing 
pain killers to Bondy after the 
surgery. Bondy is from New York 
City and recently flew here for a 
visit. How he met Brown is un¬ 
known, but the ex-doctor adver¬ 
tises his sex-change surgery in gay 
publications and had a web site 
on the Internet. 

Brown lost his state license to 
practice medicine in 1977 for in¬ 
competence in sex-change surg¬ 
eries in San Francisco. He contin¬ 
ued to perform such surgeries in 
Mexico, however, and was sen¬ 
tenced in 1990 to three years in 
prison for practicing medicine 
without a license. Brown received 
his medical degree in 1947 from

the University of Utah and had 
surgical residency training at 
medical centers in three states in 
the late 1940s. 

“If you have the money, he’ll 
do the surgery. He’ll cut off your 
penis and make a vagina for you. 
These people are embarrassed 
when the surgeries are botched,” 
said Running, adding that victims 
of his botched surgeries often did 
not come forward to authorities. 

Brown sometimes used part of 


the colon to create a vagina in his 
sex-change operations, according 
to testimony in his 1990 case. 
Brown also did breast and penis 
enlargements with silicone. 

Grisly though that may be, 
Brown has supporters, and a 
number of people praised his sex- 
change surgery at his 1990 sen¬ 
tencing. Authorities found he had 
patient lists from all over the 
country. His license to practice 
medicine has also been revoked in 
Hawaii, Alaska, and in the 
Caribbean islands. 

Running said Bondy did not 
need to have his leg amputated, 
but it was believed “the patient 
asked to have it done.” Bondy 
called a friend from New York, a 
psychologist, who flew to San 
Diego after Bondy told him he 
had the surgery following a traffic 
accident. The friend discovered 
Bondy in great pain in his hotel 
room. The friend left to find help 
for Bondy, but found him dead in 
his hotel room when he returned, 
the prosecutor said. 

“I’ve never seen anything so 
bizarre. This man should never 
have a surgical instrument again,” 
said Running, calling him “an in¬ 
credibly dangerous individual.” ▼

espite the valiant attempts 

|| of a few folks in the com¬ 
munity to form a gay and/or 
lesbian water polo team, no such 
team has formed in San Francis¬ 
co. One can only hope that will 
happen sometime in the next few 
years - just as soon as people stop 
cracking the joke about getting 
the horses into the pool. 

Not having a team did 
not deter Bob Lenzi, who C J 
treks down to Los Ange¬ 
les at least once a month 
to practice with the West 
Hollywood team. The 42- 
year-old started playing 
polo at 16 in high school 
in his native Stockton, 
and continued to play 
varsity at UC-Davis, 
all the while remain¬ 
ing unclear about his 
gay feelings, despite having one 
roommate frequently out him. 
Sometimes you don’t have to be 
gay to have gaydar. 

“I actually didn’t come out of¬ 
ficially until I was 27,” Lenzi said 
of his many years as a deeply clos¬ 
eted jock; so deep that even he 
didn’t know. “However, there is no 
doubt in my mind today that the 
camaraderie, the closeness (phys¬ 
ical and emotional), and the 
chance to see other boys half- 
naked was a strong draw to sports 
for me.” Inspiration for millions, 
no doubt. 

Swimming and football also 
interested him, but water polo re¬ 
mained his favorite through col¬ 
lege. “I only knew one other water 



polo player that I played with to 
be gay,” he said. “Although I’m 
sure there were others, but at that 
time I didn’t really think I was gay 
and wouldn’t have known what to 
look for.” 

Perhaps herds of muscular 
men in Speedos? 

Lenzi laughs. “I guess water 
polo is kind of a sexy sport, with 
all those strong lean bodies 
pulling and grabbing at each 
other all the time. A lot goes on 
under the surface. It 
has never been a 
great media event 
sport. Too much of the 
game takes place where the 
fans can’t see.” Perhaps more 
underwater footage would 
explain that mystery. 
Lenzi’s initiation to 
gay water polo came 
in San Diego in 1989. 
He met a fellow at a 
gay bar who told him 
about a gay team. “I’ve been in¬ 
volved ever since,” he said with 
pride. With his experience in the 
game, Lenzi also ended up coach¬ 
ing for a while, and has remained 
a mentor to some of the newer 
people to the game. 

Ball handling 

Swimming, of course, is essen¬ 
tial to cross-training for the sport, 
as are weight training and any 
type of activity that involves 
hand/eye coordination. Lenzi 
mentioned that water polo in¬ 
volves three fundamentals: swim¬ 
ming, ball handling, and a solid 
understanding of rules and strat¬ 
egy. The best players are very well- 
rounded in all three areas.

Which may explain why net¬ 
works don’t show more of the 
hunky sport. “The rules aren’t 
common knowledge like major 
sports,” Lenzi said. “Nobody cites 
water polo statistics.” 

Between treks to LAX, Lenzi 
practices with a ‘straight’ team in 
San Francisco. “Some of them 
know I am gay. Most just think I am 
‘older.’ Their average age is about 
25. The gay part is just not an issue 
here, but this is San Francisco.” 

Lenzi says water polo has been 
a predominately West Coast 
sport, so most of the big power¬ 
house teams come from Califor¬ 
nia. “Stanford, UC Berkeley, USC, 
UCLA, UC Irvine, and UC San 
Diego have always had good 
teams, but lately some very fine 
teams have sprung up in other 
parts of the country as well.” 

Water polo is played with 
seven players for each team in the 
pool. The full team roster is up to 
13, including a goalie. At Gay 
Games V, Lenzi mentioned that 
“they’re allowing up to 17 players

per team, to accommodate more 
participants.” Almost every larger 
city in the U.S. and Canada is 
sending a water polo team. The 
sport should be highly competi¬ 
tive, and for those who like their 
men wet and hunky, quite an 
event. 

Lenzi considers Gay Games 


“one of the best things to happen 
to the gay community. It sort of 
brought us to the end of the 
mainstream in one sense. It gave a 
lot of gay athletes an outlet they 
didn’t have before, a chance to 
compete openly. A lot of them 
didn’t have a chance because they 
were scared off by the macho 
sense of athletics.” 

This will be the third Gay 
Games for the multiple-medalist. 
Being older and openly gay, he 
said there’s “no question that it’s 
less stressful, even playing with 
straight guys. At the same time I 
don’t make an announcement.” 
Yet, when asked, he mentions his 
partner, Jeff. 

Yet Lenzi admits he prefers an 
all-gay team, saying that unity “is 
that part of the camaraderie, and 
the social life in the locker room. 
It’s a situation where, with an all¬ 
gay team, there are no problems,” 
except perhaps a little friendly fire

In her letter Navratilova stresses the importance of donations for 
Gay Games; donations are especially needed for the Outreach Fund 
of Gay Games, which still lacks NLG 200,000 - about $100,000. 
From the beginning, Gay Games Amsterdam had included in its 
Business Plan a program to invite 375 participants from non-west¬ 
ern countries. Executive Director Marc Janssens announced at a 
press conference this week that so far enough funds have been col¬ 
lected to invite 313 participants, Among those participants are a 
church choir from South Africa and a soccer team from Brazil.

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SEC overturns ‘Cracker Barrel’ ruling

sp hareholders must be al¬ 
ii lowed to vote on company 
I P employment policies that 
discriminate against gays and les¬ 
bians. The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission (SEC) rul¬ 
ing on May 20 reversed their 
controversial 1992 decision that 
allowed the management of 
Cracker Barrel Old Country 
Store Inc. to block a shareholder 
vote on employment policy. 

The long running saga began 
when Cheryl Summerville, a 
cook for Cracker Barrel for four 
years, was fired when the compa¬ 
ny adopted a policy to terminate 
all employees “whose sexual pref¬ 


erences fail to demonstrate nor¬ 
mal heterosexual values.” The 
state of Georgia offered her no 
employment protection. 

But the incident sparked an 
organized effort by shareholders, 
joined by pension funds in New 
York, California, and elsewhere, 
to change the company policy. 
They put forward a stockholder 
resolution. This tactic came to 
public prominence over environ¬ 
mental issues and business deal¬ 
ings with South Africa during the 
rule of apartheid. But Cracker 
Barrel management objected, and 
the SEC sided with management. 

A federal court in New York 
struck down the SEC ruling, but 
an appeals court reversed that 
decision. 


Advocates for shareholder 
rights kept up the pressure. Last 
fall the SEC proposed changes that 
would allow resolutions under 
what many saw as a crippling set 
of conditions. That brought only 
increased public furor. 

“The public comment process 
yielded a lot of sentiment in 
favor of overturning it and we 
heeded that call,” said SEC 
spokesman Chris Ullman. SEC 
Chairman Arthur Levitt Jr. con¬ 
fessed that the issue had “gener¬ 
ated more passion” than any 
other during his tenure on the 
Commission. It voted 4-0 to re¬ 
verse the earlier ruling. 

“It is a very bright day, a very 
exciting opportunity,” said Diane 
Bratcher, co-chair of the Wall 


Street Project of the Community 
Lesbian and Gay Rights Institute 
of New York. The Project has 
been a leader in this fight. “With 
the repeal of Cracker Barrel, now 
shareholders can resume pressur¬ 
ing their companies for equal 
treatment for all of their employ¬ 
ees, including their lesbian and 
gay employees.” 

This fall the Wall Street Pro¬ 
ject is going to press forward 
with shareholder resolution for 
about a dozen companies. “I can 
pretty much promise you we are 
going to go to Exxon Corpora¬ 
tion,” she said. They have ap¬ 
proached the company for the 
last two years and it has used the 
Cracker Barrel opinion to block 
consideration. 


It is “open season on corpo¬ 
rate America,” said Per Larson, 
the author of the best selling 
book Gay Money. It simplifies the 
process of bringing forward a 
shareholder resolution. Now, 
“Even a casual inquiry to a com¬ 
pany will have a much more 
thunderous effect.” The only 
danger he sees is a possible “triv- 
ialization” of the process if peo¬ 
ple abuse it. 

Bratcher called on the lesbian 
and gay community to use not 
just their personal shares of stock, 
but also “their pension funds and 
retirement accounts” and their 
influence with foundations “to be 
a positive force for change.” 

According to Shelley Alpern, a 
senior research analyst with 
Franklin Research and Develop¬ 
ment Corp., a socially responsi- 


Senate committee approves 
gay man for SB A post

\ % he Senate confirmed openly 
gay Fred R Hochberg as 
H deputy administrator of the 
Small Business Administration 
(SBA) on Thursday, May 21. The 
vote by acclamation came late in 
the night as part of a consent 
agreement that wrapped up all 
pending non-controversial nom¬ 
inations prior to the Memorial 
Day recess. 

Nervous anxiety had played 
across David Smith’s face as he 
and others from the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC) waited 
for Hochberg’s confirmation 
hearing to begin Thursday, May 
14. He didn’t know what to ex¬ 
pect: President Clinton had nom¬ 
inated Hochberg to the number 
two position at the SBA last Octo¬ 
ber, but the confirmation process 
had been delayed, ostensibly over 
questions of possible illegal polit¬ 
ical contributions. 

Some, like Smith, feared the 
impasse was also due to 
Hochberg’s sexuality and his prior 
service on the board of directors 
of HRC and other gay organiza¬ 
tions. 

Hochberg was a superb candi¬ 
date for the SBA: his mother had 
fled Nazi Germany as a child and 
settled in New York. In 1951, the 
same year Fred was born, she 
founded the mail order company 
Lillian Vernon with $2,000 re¬ 
ceived as wedding gifts. The lad 
helped out with the company 
while growing up, and officially 
joined it in 1975 after completing 
his MBA at Columbia University. 
He advanced to chief operating 
officer and helped to grow Lillian 
Vernon from 60 employees to

bilingual education) passed easily, 
though lawsuits to halt its imple¬ 
mentation were being filed 
Wednesday morning.

He 
thanked Hochberg for his willing¬ 
ness “to give up privacy and in¬ 
come” for public service. 

New York Republican Senator 
Alfonse D’Amato offered lead-off 
testimony in support of 
Hochberg. He was followed by 
Rep. Michael Forbes (R-New 
York), a regional SBA administra¬ 
tor under the Bush administra¬ 
tion, and current SBA Adminis¬ 
trator Aida Alvarez.

Aiden Show bounces bock from adversity 


Aiden Shaw in 
the explicit 
‘SexbalP poster that 
caused such a stir 
in the Castro last fall. 


T his is a story of extravagant sex, serious illness, unexpected love, a horrific ac¬ 
cident, and a silver lining. It’s the story of the recent life of Aiden Shaw, former 
prostitute, sexual outlaw, musician, author, and reborn porn star who these 
days is just looking for a little tenderness. 

As his first porno video in more than four years is nearing release, Shaw has been 
taking his first steps without crutches since a recent accident crushed his leg and 
very nearly his life. That video, he said recently from England, “is a million miles 
from anything I know now.” Ironically, he had made the video, set for summer re¬ 
lease, for the San Francisco-based Hot House Entertainment to prove to himself 
that, at 31 and rebounding from AIDS, he was still hot. 

“I had felt neutered, that I wasn’t allowed to have sex,” a healthy-looking Shaw said dur¬ 
ing our first conversation in December, while he was visiting San Francisco.

Postcards from 1 HSTdead 

by Gien Heifand f Gianni Versace's ’The Art of Being Vou' 


B ased on the title of this big colorful book, you might think that The Art of Being 
You (Abbeville Press, $75) is the first in a new pop-lit genre: coffee table self- 
help. And being by and about the late designer Gianni Versace, one might expect 
it to offer secrets as how to achieve his undeniably fabulous lifestyle, one bursting with 
supermodels, boytoys, celebrities, fabulous art, haute couture and lavish villas. In one 
of the book’s brief essays, former Interview magazine editor Ingrid Sischy even suggests 
that Versace was a man who believed in the medicinal powers of fun and creativity and 
that the title is “a celebration of creativity, individualism, and freedom.” 

The book, part project by Versace himself and part fond memorializing by friends 
and colleagues, does offer a window into the designer’s brightly-hued world, but 
poring through the pages is a surprisingly distant and uninvolving experience. Es¬ 
sentially a posthumous scrapbook, The Art of Being Tow juxtaposes paintings, sculp¬ 
tures and collages from Versace’s substantial art collection (he’s billed as a “mod¬ 
ern-day Medici” on the dust-jacket flap) with high-end fashion sketches and pho¬ 
tography (by Richard Avedon and Bruce Weber) of his wild, vibrant work. This strat-

fter the final “Alleluia” was 
sounded, it was time for 
5 . “Bobby baby, Bobby 
booby.” Evening services were 
over at the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church, the pulpit trans¬ 
formed into a musical-comedy 
stage, and the cast of “Company” 
was soon singing about the sorry- 
grateful world of relationships. 

The Stephen Sondheim musi¬ 
cal, opening this week, is the 
fourth annual musical presented 
at the church, but it marks the be¬ 
ginning of a new program that 
has established the only commu¬ 
nity theater in the Castro. Compa¬ 
ny is being presented by the Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Theatre, a 
group with connections to the 
church but with its own budget 
and board of directors. 

“We want the theater to appeal 
beyond these four walls,” said Joe 
McMurray, chairman of the the¬ 
ater board. “And we don’t want to 
keep it just in the gay or church 
community. We want this to be a 
Bay Area opportunity.” 

Auditions for Company were 
publicized citywide, and the cast 
of 14 is about evenly split between 
MCC members and those with no 
prior connections to the church. 
Scott Lee, who is playing Harry, 
read about the auditions in Call- 
board. “I’ve been in love with the 
show for over 20 years,” he said, 
“and the chance to even audition 
was great. A friend said, ‘If you 
don’t like the people, you can al¬ 
ways leave.’” He stayed. 

According to director Loretta 
Carlton, all of the men in the cast 
are gay, while all but one of the 
women are straight. “But the to¬ 
getherness has been wonderful,” she 
said. “This is a very physical cast.” 

There is also considerable di¬ 
versity in the theatrical back¬ 
grounds of the cast and creative 
team. Costuming, for example, is 
being handled by MCC founding 
member and vintage clothing 
hobbyist Lynn Jordan (“I’m just 
an old drag queen”) working on 
his first show with the young col¬ 
lege-trained Rian Tiernan (“I’m 
the one who does the sewing”). 

Fresh faces, old pros 

Several in the cast are appear¬ 
ing on stage for the first time, 
while others have long lists of pro¬ 
fessional credits. Ken Muse, who is 
making his acting debut as David, 
said he wanted “to test the waters 
in theater.” But Jean Mazzei, play¬ 


ing the reluctant bride Amy, built a 
considerable resume in dance, 
choreography, and musical theater 
in the Midwest and most recently 
in Mount Shasta. “But I’m not that 
well-known in the Bay Area,” she 
said, “and I wanted to do some 
acting and singing here.” She also 
stepped in as choreographer when 
the original choreographer de¬ 
parted. 

For others, the theater pro¬ 
gram has provided an opportuni¬ 
ty to return to passions deferred. 
McMurray, the board chairman, is 
playing Bobby, the musical’s cen¬ 
tral character, who faces his 35th 
birthday as the only one in his 
group still without a mate. Before 
moving to San Francisco in 1986, 
McMurray had studied acting in 
New York and had done summer 
stock. “It was too much for too lit¬ 
tle,” he said. But when he was cast 
as the emcee in Cabaret at MCC 
two years ago, he was gripped 
again by the theater bug. The 
church also got a new member in 
the process. 

Carlton, the director, thought 
she had left theater behind when 
she moved to San Francisco 12 
years ago. Back in Indiana, where 
she taught high school drama, she 
had directed dozens of shows at 
the school and in summer stock. 
But when she directed Godspell at 
MCC in 1995, the flame was relit. 

For musical director Bob 
Crocker, theater at MCC has 
meant a broadening of his musi¬ 
cal tastes. His background is in 
classical and choral music, and as 
the church’s musical director, he 
works with three choirs. But with 
Company, he is making sure the 
cast and nine-piece orchestra are 
in step with Sondheim. 

“For me, good music is good 
music,” Crocker said. “Besides, 
putting together a worship service 
is a lot like doing a musical. You 
have to make room for emotion, 
and there are thoughts to be ex¬ 
pressed. The big difference is in 
the lighting.” 

Speaking of lighting, there are 
now stage lights installed in the fir¬ 
mament of the sanctuary. And 
during the run of the show, reli¬ 
gious services will take place with¬ 
in a false proscenium being con¬ 
structed for the musical. As the 
theater program grows, more im¬ 
provements are planned. “It’s not a 
perfect room for theater,” Crocker 
said, “but it’s the room we have.” 

According to producer Dana 
Topping, Company is budgeted at 
$12,000 — the amount that the 
box office will generate if the 


show plays to 60 percent capacity 
during its three-weekend run. Ex¬ 
cept for a lone piano accompanist, 
everyone associated with the pro¬ 
duction volunteers. 

In the fall, the Metropolitan 
Community Theatre is planning 
to produce its first non-musical, 
with Deathtrap, The Fifth of July, 
Equus and Who's Afraid of Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf? under consideration. 
“We do have a commitment in the 
long run to present gay theater,” 
McMurray said, “but we’re also 
interested in traditional theater.” 

So far there haven’t been any 
complaints from parishioners 
about the kinds of theater 
planned for their sanctuary. “I 
would not say this is a prudish 
congregation,” said Crocker, who 
has been with the church for 11 
years. “But gay people are a tough 
audience, even for church. They 
just don’t want to be bored.” ▼

When a touring edition of 
Mame starring Celeste Holm 
passed through Detroit some 30 
years ago, Savages mother landed 
her young son a small part — and 
a ticket out of there for the fami¬ 
ly. Savage did more Mame s with 
Angela Lansbury, Jane Russell, 
Dorothy Lamour, and Ann Miller, 
but finally got sick of it all when 
he turned 19 in a poorly received 
production of The Sound of Music 
starring Florence Henderson. 

He wound up studying musical 
composition at UCLA, and then 
worked for a decade as an agent 
for songwriters. That too lost its 
luster, but the experience was “like 
a very long songwriting workshop. 
I learned all the do’s and the 
don’ts,” Savage said. “Now I want 
to push the musical theater form 
into new areas, but I don’t know if 
I’ve found my voice yet.” 

Working for his mother has 
given him the chance to explore. 
“She is still completely stage- 
struck, and she’s very generous 
with time off,” Savage said. “She 
calls Mikey her grandson. She re¬ 
ally wants to have a Broadway 
opening, and at some point I have 
to give her that.” ▼

' ' here is a song in The Ballad 
of Little Mikey that theater 
H critics often single out for 
praise. In “Oh Mom, Oh Dad,” the 
title character nervously reveals to 
his parents that he is gay. “Heart¬ 
rending,” wrote the critic in the 
Los Angeles Times. 

But while there are many mo¬ 
ments that are autobiographical 
in Mark Savage’s musical, opening 
this week at the New Conservato¬ 
ry Theatre, this quintessential gay 
rite of passage is not one of them. 
“Actually, when I turned 17, my 
mother told me that she thought I 
was gay,” Savage said. “After I gave 
her a look of shock, we both 
smiled and that was that. I kind of 
feel I missed some agony.” 

Perhaps that’s why another 
critical consensus has been that 


in 1994 at a small gay theater in 
Los Angeles and grew into a local 
phenomenon. It’s been seen in 
half a dozen other cities since 
then, though it seems late in ar¬ 
riving in San Francisco. “This is 
the kind of show that needs a cer¬ 
tain kind of theater, one with a 
dedicated gay audience,” Savage 
said. “But straights who see it 
often call it a crossover piece.” 

There is a number in the show, 
however, that usually raises eye¬ 
brows. Titled “Tap” and featuring 
the cast members in their under¬ 
wear, it focuses on anonymous sex 
in a public restroom during a pre- 
AIDS flashback. At this moment, 
the L.A. Times critic was not 
amused. 

“But the song shows the whole 
cycle guys go through,” Savage 
said, “from confusion to shock to 
diving in to taking stock to vow¬ 
ing to move on.” 


One number in the show focuses 
on anonymous sex in a public 
restroom — a pre-AIDS flashback. 


Little Mikey is a “feel-good” musi¬ 
cal as it traces Mikey’s journeys 
through gay life from the late ’70s 
to the present, as he explores com¬ 
ing out, sex, political activism, 
and a long-term relationship. 
“There is no whining,” Savage said 
during a recent interview. “There 
is no, ‘Oh, poor me.’” 

Savage wrote the book, lyrics 
and music for Little Mikey, and 
the Los Angeles resident is in San 
Francisco to direct the first Bay 
Area production of the show. “I 
wanted the San Francisco produc¬ 
tion to be right,” Savage said. “I’m 
trying to get some New York in¬ 
vestors to see this production, and 
I’ve seen it at other theaters that 
were just horrendous.” 

Little Mikey, Savage’s debut 
playwriting effort, opened quietly 


In the musical, Mikey does move 
on, into a rocky relationship that is 
still together at the final curtain. 
Savage is now working on a musical 
that has Mikey and his lover as the 
first gay couple to get married in 
Hawaii. “It’s not just about being 
able to get married,” Savage said, 
“but also about how losing our out¬ 
law status can mean losing some of 
our freedom to experiment.” 

All in the family 

Savage, 39, has been coupled 
himself for the past two years. His 
lover is in advertising, and when 
he’s not focusing on his Mikey pro¬ 
jects, Savage works at his mother’s 
children’s talent agency in Los An¬ 
geles. “She’s like Mama Rose with 
a happy ending,” Savage said, re¬ 
ferring to the stage-struck mother 
in Gypsy who pushes her reluctant 
children into show business.

en years ago, playwright 
D.M.W. (David) Greer told 
me the gist of what has be¬ 
come Burning Blue, a story of four 
U.S. Navy fliers who become the 
subject of a homosexual witch¬ 
hunt by the military. Greer’s play 
was a theatrical success in Lon¬ 
don, South Africa, Tel Aviv, Los 
Angeles, and opened last night at 
the Lorraine Hansberry Theatre 
in San Francisco. How did a nice 
boy from Sausalito get a play pro¬ 
duced in London, much less Tel 
Aviv and South Africa? We spoke 
recently in Los Angeles. 

D.M.W. Greer: Well, actually I 
fleshed it out — put everything 
I’d been through in the Navy 
down on paper, and developed 
that into a play in 1991 [before the 
sham of Clinton’s “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell.”] 

In ’92, my friend Madeline 
Homan suggested that she show 
the play to her husband, New York 
and Boston stage director John 
Hickok, who read it and loved it. 
He gave me great advice on how to 
shape it, which was really impor¬ 
tant to me. He understood what I 
wanted to express completely, and 
ended up directing the London 
and LA companies of Burning 
Blue, as well as this production 
here. John and I held a reading of 
the play in New York in March ’93, 
and though it generated a lot of at¬ 
tention, nothing happened until a 
year later, when we had our sec¬ 
ond reading. I was approached by 
a producer friend of mine, Gerald 
Armin, who had been to the N.Y. 
reading and suggested something 
that I jumped at: “Come to Lon¬ 
don, we’ll do it on the Fringe!” The 
Fringe is like Off Broadway. That 
was only the First step, because 
once I got there, I had to pitch the 
play to a number of Fringe the¬ 
aters, and was very excited when 
the Artistic Director Dan Craw¬ 
ford of The King’s Head Theater 
accepted the play. 

Martin Merle: Tell me about the 
London production. 

I couldn’t have asked for a better 
cast. One was Irish, three English, 
one Norwegian, one from Scot¬ 
land, the last cast member was the 
lone American among them. Do 
you know, you could not detect 
that these people weren’t all 
American. The talent in England 
is incredible, and I was so fortu¬ 
nate having these gifted actors 
bring the play completely to life. 
One of the most rewarding as¬ 
pects of this whole experience is 
how the actors in each production 
have understood the story that I 


I’m really happy with them. 
You can have the best story going, 
but without coherent, inspired di¬ 
rection and talented actors, it’s 
just words on paper. 

About the nudity: Burning Blue 
features beautiful bodies, but the 
actors are presented tastefully. 

Yes. Both male and female. It’s 
not meant to be gratuitous, rather 
it’s there to support the drama. 


The fact is men, particularly in 
the environment of the military, 
expose themselves to each other 
in everyday life. It’s not always 
about sex. I didn’t want to shy 
away from it, as it’s organic to the 
piece. ▼

Did you have early favorable re¬ 
views in London, or was it word 
of mouth? 

When we first opened at Kings 
Head, Nicholas Dejongh of the 
Evening Standard gave us a rave, 
which completely surprised me 
because he is “the” theater critic in 
London. Perhaps a little prema¬ 
turely, we kept the box office open 
late to accommodate the crowds 
that we thought would storm the 
theater ... and nothing! For 11 
days, nothing! Then, on the 
twelfth day, it hit, and we were 
sold out every night for 7 weeks. I 
was at the theater every night, not 
quite believing what I was seeing. 
After two months, we moved to 
The Theatre Royal, Haymarket, 
and ran almost three months 
there, to a nearly packed house. 

How did the Tel Aviv production 
come about? 

Odi Ashkenazi, a very talented 
young director from Tel Aviv, saw 
the play at the Haymarket and ap¬ 
proached me to secure the rights to 
do it in Hebrew at The Beh-Lessin 
Theater. I’d seen a production he’d 
directed at a small theater in West 
London and was impressed, so I 
agreed to move forward with him 
on that production. 

I thought it was good, very en¬ 
ergetic and inventively staged. I 
thought the director was brave to 
do it in what is a militaristic and 
phobic culture (when I say pho¬ 
bic, I mean Israelis are phobic 
about everything), and I was 
moved by the passion he felt for it. 
I’d have cast it somewhat differ¬ 
ently, but he understood the play, 
as did his actors. 


Then it went to Cape Town and 
Johannesburg. 

The South African production 
was wonderful, and Kevin Otto, 
who played the lead, Lieutenant 
Dan Lynch, there, is repeating his 
role in San Francisco, which he 
also did in Los Angeles. 

Kevin is one of the best actors I 
have ever seen in movies or theater. 
He has such presence and ease on 
stage. Talk about handsome, I could 
eat him with two spoons. The whole 
cast is wonderful.

The Player, written and directed

In what may be his last great 
film (if Ready to Wear and Kansas 
City are any indication of a 
trend), Altman created a creepily 
dark expose of the film industry 
itself. Almost everyone in Holly¬ 
wood appears either as himself or 
someone else in The Player, in¬ 
cluding Whoopi Goldberg, Greta 
Scacchi, Dina Merrill, Fred Ward, 
Buck Henry, Peter Gallagher, and 
as the incredibly amoral lead 
character, Tim Robbins. As the 
sinister plot unfolds within the 
brilliant swirl of Altman’s over¬ 
lapping narrative, the viewer 
wonders if anyone in Movieland 
has a soul.

Morning ragas

ne of the Bay Area’s better- 
kept musical secrets is the 
master of North Indian 
classical music, Ali Akbar Khan. 
By any estimation the greatest 
musician of his tradition — many 
consider him the world’s greatest 
living musician — Khansahib, as 
he is universally called (the name 
denotes both reverence and affec¬ 
tion), introduced Hindustani 
music to the West more than 40 
years ago and now, at San Rafael’s 
Ali Akbar College of Music, teach¬ 
es it in the company of the great¬ 
est of his colleagues, who come to 
Marin County to teach and play 
solely because of his eminence. 
But even though his long list of 
achievements and awards in¬ 
cludes a MacArthur Foundation 
Fellowship (the so-called “Genius 
Award”) and, most recently, a Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Arts 
National Heritage Fellowship, the 
San Anselmo resident still plays 
primarily to his fellow Indians. It’s 
everyone else’s loss. 

Whatever else is true, 
Khansahib, now 77, is the safest 
bet in music. His concerts guar¬ 
antee a transcendent musical ex¬ 
perience. Competing with Bay-to- 
Breakers the morning of May 17, 
he gave what is becoming an an¬ 
nual tradition of a concert of 
rarely heard morning ragas at the 
Palace of Fine Arts with his long¬ 
time drummer colleague Swapan 
Chaudhuri. Sheer musical magic 
prevailed. Although Chaudhuri is 
from a different gharana, or 
school, from Khansahib’s, the 
pair’s association is so long and 
deep that they go beyond partner¬ 
ship and artistic accord to a po¬ 
tent level of mutual inspiration. 

Khansahib’s instrument is the 
sarod, once dubbed “the Indian 
lute” because it is long-necked 
and played guitar-style. But the 
nickname is misleading, not just 
because the instrument is unfret¬ 
ted. Its metal fingerboard, eight 
plucked strings, and underlying 
bank of sympathetic, resonating 
strings offer a range of sound 
unimaginable on the soft-spoken 
lute. Chaudhuri’s tabla is a pair of 
tuned, hand-struck drums with 


sufficient musical capacity that 
they can be played solo. Together 
the instruments afford a heady fu¬ 
sion of pitches and rhythms both 
can produce individually but that 
are infinitely enriched with inter¬ 
play- 

It’s a fundamentally improvi- 
sational music — spontaneous 
compositions based on ragas, 
which are not melodies in the 
strict sense but specific ascending 
and descending note patterns as¬ 
sociated with particular moods 
and even times of day. Typically 
the sarod begins alone, with a 
slow, unmetered, meditative sec¬ 
tion known as alap (a Khansahib 
specialty; he has recorded a two- 
CD set of alaps only) that gradu¬ 
ally assumes a rhythm and, with 
the entry of the tabla, gives way to 
an increasingly spirited conclud¬ 
ing gat. 

Longer is better 

The longer the piece, generally 
speaking, the richer the experi¬ 
ence, and this concert’s first, to the 
raga Ahiri Lalit, weighed in at a 
hefty yet timeless 95 minutes. 
Khansahib’s languid, deeply lyri¬ 
cal investigation of the raga’s 
melodic essence crept spellbind- 
ingly to the 25-minute mark be¬ 
fore it fell, almost imperceptibly, 
into a discernible beat. With 
rhythm came dissonance from 
this supremely advanced harmon¬ 
ic mind, along with the startling, 
wide-ranging intervals that are 
among his artistic thumbprints. 

It was again as long before 
Chaudhuri joined in for a gat of 
infectious arresting light-hearted¬ 
ness. Somewhere around an hour 
and a quarter in, the tabla player 
indulged the first of a dazzling 
array of drum solos — this par¬ 
ticular one faster than seemed hu¬ 
manly possible yet utterly unos¬ 
tentatious and seemingly effort¬ 
less. In more than 20 years of 
marveling at Chaudhuri’s playing, 
I’ve never heard playing as sheer- 
ly ecstatic as this. (The audience 
erupted in tears and cheers.) The 
pair’s easy mastery of the rhythm, 
a 16-beat cycle called tintal that’s 
the 4/4 of Indian music, set the 
stage for musical sparring that 
brought the piece to a jubilant 
close. 


The thrill of this music is not 
just the prodigality of its improvi¬ 
sation but the precision with 
which both musicians subdivide 
both pitches and rhythms into 
their composite microns, then re¬ 
combine them over progressively 
longer and more daring temporal 
spans. The concluding piece, an 
equally sublime, hour-long explo¬ 
ration of raga Shuddh Basant over 
a pair of rhythms, first a moder¬ 
ately paced, ten-beat jhaptal, then 
a lightning-fast tintal, traded in 
the kind of supreme relaxation 
only the greatest of musicians can 
indulge — and the unbridled in¬ 
ventions of two men indulging in 
a level of musical sport available 
to them alone. 

An auxiliary joy of the concert 
was watching the players accom¬ 
panying the pair on the pitch¬ 
keeping drone instruments called 
tanpuras. A long-term Khansahib 
student tracked Chaudhuri in 
each of the pieces, and in both 
ragas Khansahib was supported 
by his keenly attentive teenage 
son, Alam. Alam grows noticeably 
in physical stature from concert to 
concert, and word has it that his 
musical growth under his father’s 
tutelage (Indian music is very 
much a family affair) is keeping 
pace. Let the good times roll. ▼

WARNING 

CO-ADMINISTRATION OF NORVIR WITH CERTAIN NONSEDATING ANTIHISTAMINES, SEDATIVE 
HYPNOTICS, ANTIARRHYTHMICS, OR ERGOT ALKALOID PREPARATIONS MAY RESULT IN POTEN¬ 
TIALLY SERIOUS AND/OR LIFE-THREATENING ADVERSE EVENTS DUE TO POSSIBLE EFFECTS OF 
NORVIR ON THE HEPATIC METABOLISM OF CERTAIN DRUGS. SEE CONTRAINDICATIONS AND 
PRECAUTIONS SECTIONS. 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

NORVIR is indicated in combination with other antiretroviral agents of as monotherapy for the treatment of HIV-infection. 
For patients with advanced HIV disease, this indication is based on the results from a study that showed a reduction in both 
mortality and AIDS-defining clinical events for patients who received NORVIR. Median duration of follow-up in this study 
was 6 months. The clinical benefit from NORVIR therapy for longer periods of treatment is unknown. 

For patients with less advanced disease, this indication is based on changes in surrogate markers in studies evaluating 
patients who received NORVIR alone or in combination with other antiretroviral agents. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

NORVIR is contraindicated in patients with known hypersensitivity to ritonavir or any of its ingredients. 

Ritonavir is expected to produce large increases in the plasma concentrations of the following drugs: amiodarone, astcmi- 
zole, bepridil. bupropion, cisapride, clozapine, dihydroergotamine, encainide, ergotamine, flecainide, meperidine, pimozide, 
piroxicam. propafenone, propoxyphene, quinidine, rifabutin, and terfenadine. These agents have recognized risks of arrhyth¬ 
mias, hematologic abnormalities, seizures, or other potentially serious adverse effects. Additionally, postmarketing reports of 
co-administration of ritonavir with ergotamine or dihydroergotamine has been associated with acute ergot toxicity character¬ 
ized by peripheral vasospasm and ischemia of the extremities. These drugs should not be co-administered with ritonavir. 

Ritonavir co-administration is also expected to produce large increases in these highly metabolized sedatives and hyp¬ 
notics: clorazepate, diazepam, estazolam, flurazepam, midazolam, triazolam, and zolpidem. Due to the potential for 
extreme sedation and respiratory depression from these agents, these drugs should not be co-administered with 
ritonavir. 

WARNINGS 

Allergic reactions including urticaria, mild skin eruptions, bronchospasm, and angioedema have been reported. Rare cases 
of anaphylaxis and Stevens-Johnson syndrome have also been reported. 

Hepatic transaminase elevations exceeding 5 times the upper limit of normal, clinical hepatitis, and jaundice have 
occurred in patients receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with other antiretroviral drugs (see Table 3). There may 
be an increased risk for transaminase elevations in patients with underlying hepatitis B or C. Therefore, caution should 
be exercised when administering NORVIR to patients with pre-existing liver diseases, liver enzyme abnormalities, or 
hepatitis. 

There have been postmarketing reports of hepatic dysfunction, including some fatalities. These have generally occurred 
in patients taking multiple concomitant medications and/or with advanced AIDS. A definitive causal relationship has not 
been established. 

New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus, and hyperglycemia have been reported dur¬ 
ing postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients receiving protease inhibitor therapy. Some patients required 
either initiation or dose adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents for treatment of these events. In some cases, 
diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who discontinued protease inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted 
in some cases. Because these events have been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency can¬ 
not be made and a causal relationship between protease inhibitor therapy and these events has not been established. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General 

Ritonavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exercised when administering this drug to 
patients with impaired hepatic function (see WARNINGS). 

Resistance/Cross-resistance 

The potential for HIV cross-resistance between protease inhibitors has not been fully explored. Therefore, it is unknown 
what effect ritonavir therapy will have on the activity of subsequent protease inhibitors. 

Hemophilia 

There have been reports of increased bleeding, including spontaneous skin hematomas and hemarthrosis, in patients with 
hemophilia type A and B treated with protease inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was given. In more than 
half of the reported cases, treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or reintroduced. A causal relationship has not 
been established. 


Information For Patients 

Patients should be informed that NORVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may continue to acquire illnesses 
associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of NORVIR are unknown at this time. They should be informed that 
NORVIR therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Patients should be advised to take NORVIR with food, if possible. 

Patients should be informed to take NORVIR every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the dose or discontinue 
NORVIR without consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as possible. How¬ 
ever, if a dose is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

Since NORVIR interacts with some drugs when taken together, patients should be advised to report to their doctor the 
use of any other medications, including prescription and nonprescription drugs. 

Laboratory Tests 

Ritonavir has been associated with alterations in triglycerides, cholesterol, SGOT, SGPT, GGT, CPK, and uric acid. 
Appropriate laboratory testing should be performed prior to initiating NORVIR therapy and at periodic intervals or if any 
clinical signs or symptoms occur during therapy-. For comprehensive information concerning laboratory test alterations 
associated with nucleoside analogues, physicians should refer to the complete product information for each of these drugs. 
Drug Interactions 
Effects on ritonavir 

Agents which increase CYP3A activity (e.g., phenobarbital, carbamazepine, dexamethasone, phenytoin, rifampin, and 
rifabutin) are expected to increase the clearance of ritonavir resulting in decreased ritonavir plasma concentrations. 
Tobacco use is associated with an 18% decrease in the AUC of ritonavir. 

Effects on co-administered drugs 

Ritonavir can'produce large increases in plasma concentrations of certain highly metabolized drugs. Ritonavir has a high 
affinity for several cytochrome P450 (CYP) isoforms with the following rank order: CYP3A > CYP2D6 > CYP2C9, 
CYP2C19 » CYP2A6, CYP1A2, CYP2E1. There is some evidence that ritonavir may increase the activity of glu- 
curonosyl transferases: thus, loss of therapeutic effects from directly glucuronidated agents during ritonavir therapy may 
signify the need for dosage alteration of these agents. 

Clinical drug interaction studies with ritonavir and some commonly administered drugs have been conducted. Drugs 
that may need dose adjustment based on information from these studies are listed below in alphabetical order. Drugs that 
are predicted to be affected by co-administration with ritonavir are listed in Table 1. 

Clarithromycin : The mean increase in the AUC of clarithromycin in the presence of ritonavir was 77%. 
Clarithromycin may be administered without dosage adjustment to patients with normal renal function. However, for 
patients with renal impairment the following dosage adjustments should be considered. For patients with CL cr 30 to 
60 mL/min the dose of clarithromycin should be reduced by 50%. For patients with CLcr < 30 mL/min the dose of 
clarithromycin should be decreased by 75%. 

Desipramine : Co-administration of ritonavir resulted in a 145% mean increase in the AUC of desipramine. Dosage reduc¬ 
tion of desipramine should be considered in patients taking the combination. 

Didanosine : The AUC of didanosine was decreased by 13% when co-administered with ritonavir. Didanosine may be admin¬ 
istered without dosage adjustment to patients taking ritonavir; however, dosing of the two drugs should be separated by 
2.5 hours to avoid formulation incompatibility. 

Disulfiram/Metronidazole : Ritonavir formulations contain alcohol, which can produce reactions when co-administered 
with disulfiram or other drugs that produce disulfiram-like reactions (e.g., metronidazole). 

Oral Contraceptives : The mean AUC of ethinyl estradiol, a component in oral contraceptives, was reduced 40% during con¬ 
comitant dosing with ritonavir 500 mg q 12h; dosage increase or alternate contraceptive measures should be considered. 
Saquinavir : Ritonavir extensively inhibits the metabolism of saquinavir resulting in greatly increased saquinavir plasma 
concentrations. Following approximately 4 weeks of a combination regimen of saquinavir (400 or 600 mg b.i.d.) and 
ritonavir (400 or 600 mg b.i.d.) in HIV-infected patients, saquinavir AUC values were at least 17-fold greater than his¬ 
torical AUC values from patients who received saquinavir 600 mg t.i.d without ritonavir. When used in combination ther¬ 
apy for up to 24 weeks, doses greater than 400 mg b.i.d. of either ritonavir or saquinavir were associated with an increase 
in adverse events. Plasma exposures achieved with Invirase® (saquinavir mesylate) (400 mg b.i.d.) and ritonavir (400 mg 
b.i.d.) are similar to those achieved with Fortovase™ (saquinavir) (400 mg b.i.d.) and ritonavir (400 mg b.i.d.). 
Theophylline : The average AUC of theophylline was reduced by 43% when co-administered with ritonavir. Increased 
dosage of theophylline may be required. 

A systematic review of over 200 medications prescribed to HIV-infected patients was performed to identify potential drug 
interactions with ritonavir. Table 1 summarizes some commonly prescribed drugs, categorized by the predicted magni¬ 
tude of interaction that could result if co-administered with ritonavir. Drugs that are specifically contraindicated due to 
the expected magnitude of interaction and potential for serious adverse events are in the first column of Table I. This table 
lists the predicted magnitude of drug interaction based on what is known about the metabolism for each medication. The 
actual magnitude of interaction could be larger or smaller than that listed; therefore, it is advised that concomitant use of 
any of these agents with ritonavir should be accompanied by therapeutic drug concentration monitoring and/or increased 
monitoring of therapeutic and adverse effects, especially for agents with narrow therapeutic margins (e.g., oral anticoag¬ 
ulants, immunosuppressants). Large dosage reductions (>50% reduction) may be required for those agents extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A.

Post-Marketing Experience with Drugs Listed in Table 1 

Cardiac and neurologic events have been reported when ritonavir has been co-administered with disopyramide, mexile- 
tine, nefazodone, or fluoxetine. The possibility of drug interaction cannot be excluded. 

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis 

Long-term carcinogenicity studies of ritonavir in animal systems have not been completed. However, ritonavir was not 
mutagenic or clastogenic in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including bacterial reverse mutation (Ames) using 
S. typhimurium and E. coli, mouse lymphoma, mouse micronucleus, and chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes. 

Pregnancy, Fertility, and Reproduction 

Pregnancy Category B: Ritonavir produced no effects on fertility in rats at drug exposures approximately 40% (male) and 
60% (female) of that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. Higher dosages were not feasible due to hepatic toxicity. 

No treatment-related malformations were observed when ritonavir was administered to pregnant rats or rabbits. Devel¬ 
opmental toxicity observed in rats (early resorptions, decreased fetal body weight and ossification delays and develop¬ 
mental variations) occurred at a maternally toxic dosage at an exposure equivalent to approximately 30% of that achieved 
with the proposed therapeutic dose. A slight increase in the incidence of cryptorchidism was also noted in rats at an expo¬ 
sure approximately 22% of that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. 

Developmental toxicity observed in rabbits (resorptions, decreased litter size and decreased fetal weights) also occurred 
at a maternally toxic dosage equivalent to 1.8 times the proposed therapeutic dose based on a body surface area conver¬ 
sion factor. 

There are, however, no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies 
are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether this drug is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in 
human milk, caution should be exercised when ritonavir is administered to a nursing woman. However, the U.S. Public 
Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to breast-feed to avoid post¬ 
natal transmission of HIV to a child who may not be infected. 

Pediatric Use 

The safety and pharmacokinetic profile of ritonavir in pediatric patients below the age of 2 years have not been estab¬ 
lished. In HIV-infected patients age 2 to 16 years, the adverse event profile seen during a clinical trial and postmarketing 
experience was similar to that for adult patients. The evaluation of the antiviral activity of ritonavir in pediatric patients 
in clinical trials is ongoing. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of NORVIR alone and in combination with nucleoside analogues was studied in 1140 patients. Table 2 lists 
treatment-emergent adverse events (at least possibly related and of at least moderate intensity) that occurred in 2% or 
greater of patients receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with nucleosides in Study 245 or Study 247. At the time 
of this safety assessment, the median duration of treatment in Study 245 and Study 247 was 3.7 and 2.4 months, respec¬ 
tively. However, safety data was collected on patients for greater than 6 months of treatment. The most frequently 
reported clinical adverse events, other than asthenia, among patients receiving NORVIR were gastrointestinal and neuro¬ 
logical disturbances including nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, anorexia, abdominal pain, taste perversion, and circumoral and 
peripheral paresthesias. Similar adverse event profiles were reported in patients receiving ritonavir in other trials.

Body as a Whole: Abdomen enlarged, accidental injury, allergic reaction, back pain, cachexia, chest pain, chills, facial 
edema, facial pain, flu syndrome, hormone level altered, hypothermia, kidney pain, neck pain, neck rigidity, pain (unspec¬ 
ified), substemal chest pain, and photosensitivity reaction. 

Cardiovascular System: Hemorrhage, hypotension, migraine, palpitation, peripheral vascular disorder, postural 
hypotension, syncope, and tachycardia. 

Digestive System: Abnormal stools, bloody diarrhea, cheilitis, cholangitis, colitis, dry mouth, dysphagia, eructation, 
esophagitis, gastritis, gastroenteritis, gastrointestinal disorder, gastrointestinal hemorrhage, gingivitis, hepatitis. 


hepatomegaly, ileitis, liver damage, liver function tests abnormal, mouth ulcer, oral moniliasis, pancreatitis, periodontal 
abscess, rectal disorder, tenesmus, and thirst. 

Endocrine System: Diabetes mellitus. 

Hemic and Lymphatic System: Anemia, ecchymosis, leukopenia, lymphadenopathy, lymphocytosis, and thrombocy¬ 
topenia. 

Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: Avitaminosis, dehydration, edema, glycosuria, gout, hypercholesteremia, periph¬ 
eral edema, and weight loss. 

Musculoskeletal System: Arthralgia, arthrosis, joint disorder, muscle cramps, muscle weakness, myositis, and twitching. 
Nervous System: Abnormal dreams, abnormal gait, agitation, amnesia, anxiety, aphasia, ataxia, confusion, convulsion, 
depression, diplopia, emotional lability, euphoria, grand mal convulsion, hallucinations, hyperesthesia, incoordination, 
libido decreased, nervousness, neuralgia, neuropathy, paralysis, peripheral neuropathy, peripheral sensory neuropathy, 
personality disorder, tremor, urinary retention, and vertigo. 

Respiratory System: Asthma, dyspnea, epistaxis, hiccup, hypoventilation, increased cough, interstitial pneumonia, lung 
disorder, and rhinitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Acne, contact dermatitis, dry skin, eczema, folliculitis, maculopapular rash, molluscum contagio- 
sum, pruritus, psoriasis, seborrhea, urticaria, and vesiculobullous rash. 

Special Senses: Abnormal electro-oculogram, abnormal electroretinogram, abnormal vision, amblyopia/blurred vision, 
blepharitis, ear pain, eye pain, hearing impairment, increased cerumen, iritis, parosmia, photophobia, taste loss, tinnitus, 
uveitis, and visual field defect. 

Urogenital System: Dysuria, hematuria, impotence, kidney calculus, kidney failure, nocturia, penis disorder, polyuria, 
pyelonephritis, urethritis, and urinary frequency. 

Post-Marketing Experience: 

There have been postmarketing reports of seizure. Cause and effect relationship has not been established. 

Dehydration, usually associated with gastrointestinal symptoms, and sometimes resulting in hypotension, syncope, or 
renal insufficiency has been reported. Syncope, orthostatic hypotension, and renal insufficiency have also been reported 
without known dehydration. 

Laboratory Abnormalities

OVERDOSAGE 

Acute Overdosage 

Human Overdose Experience: Human experienae of acute overdose with NORVIR is limited. One patient in clinical tri¬ 
als took NORVIR 1500 mg/day for two days. The patient reported paresthesias which resolved after the dose was 
decreased. A post-marketing case of renal failure with eosinophilia has been reported with ritonavir overdose. 

The approximate lethal dose was found to be greater than 20 times the related human dose in rats and 10 times the 
related human dose in mice. 

Management of Overdosage 

Treatment of overdose with NORVIR consists of general .supportive measures including monitoring of vital signs and 
observation of the clinical status of the patient. There is no specific antidote for overdose with NORVIR. If indicated, 
elimination of unabsorbed drug should be achieved by emesis or gastric lavage: usual precautions should be observed to 
maintain the airway. Administration of activated charcoal may also be used to aid in removal of unabsorbed drug. Since 
ritonavir is extensively metabolized by the liver and is highly protein bound, dialysis is unlikely to be beneficial in sig¬ 
nificant removal of the drug. A Certified Poison Control Center should be consulted for up-to-date information on the 
management of overdose with NORVIR.

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San Francisco Opera 


Summer season

pera is not usually a laugh- 
:? ing matter, more’s the pity, 

• but the big joke about the 
upcoming San Francisco Opera 
summer season — Femmes Fa¬ 
tales — is that the sexiest thing on 
stage is not going to be one of 
those underdressed, anorexic 
femmes from the Victoria’s Secret 
catalog that moonlighted as an 
opera brochure. 

The hot number is a 32-year- 
old American countertenor 
named David Daniels. Even 
James Jorden, publisher of that 
naughty opera ’zine Parterre Box, 
can’t help employing hyperbole 
when drooling over the hand¬ 
some Southerner with the gor¬ 
geous mezzo soprano. (“Jennifer 


Larmore with a beard,” someone 
quipped after Daniels’ recent 
Berkeley appearance with Phil- 
harmonia Baroque. “Much better 
than Larmore,” an anonymous 
SFO music-staffer growled appre¬ 
ciatively.) 

Daniels sings Nerone — that’s 
the fiddling Roman tyrant — in 
Monteverdi’s 1642 masterpiece, 
The Coronation of Poppea, for his 
SFO debut this June. Poppea is an 
opera so decadent that British 
critics regularly fulminate about 
its immorality. The evil Nerone, 
having banished Ottavia, his le¬ 
gitimate wife, and ordered the 
suicide of his sober advisor 
Seneca, gleefully takes to bed the 
luscious courtesan Poppea 
(Ruxandra Donose, whom you 
should remember as Niklausse in 
SFO’s last Tales of Hoffmann). The 
opera ends triumphantly with the 
two of them warbling the most 
beautiful love duet ever written, 
? ‘Pur ti miro.” 

Sure, Poppea is the putative 
“femme fatale” of this opera, but 
my 10-power binoculars will be 
trained on Daniels — and I won’t 
be alone. Because he is that un¬ 
usual species of tenor who can 
sing in the high pitch of the orig¬ 
inal (a soprano castrato), and be¬ 
cause he’s a hunk, Daniels is ideal 
for the oversexed Nerone, usually 
sung by a female mezzo soprano. 
The last SFO Poppea sported a 
watery tenor, but the most au¬ 
thentic recordings all feature two 
females as the illicit lovers. 

My favorite Poppea is Rene Ja¬ 
cobs’ realisation. (Monteverdi did 
not orchestrate his operas be¬ 
cause the available instrumental 
forces in each Venetian theater 
were so varied.) Jacobs’ lovers are 
a pair of radiant young French so¬ 
pranos — Danielle Borst (Pop¬ 
pea) and Guillemette Laurens 
(Nerone) — who make the most 
ravishing sounds in that final 
duet. Larmore, in her early music 
incarnation, is the monumentally 
wronged Ottavia. This is definite¬ 
ly a period music performance, 
but under Jacobs’ direction it is 
neither dry nor precious (Har- 
monia Mundi France; three 
discs). 

There was a new Poppea by 
John Eliot Gardiner and the Eng¬ 
lish Baroque Soloists issued last 
year (Archiv; three discs). The 
cast is better known, but I don’t 
think Dana Hanchard (Nerone) 
or Sylvia McNair (Poppea) are 
nearly as stylish and sexy as their 
French rivals. The star of Gar¬ 
diner’s cast is Anne-Sophie von 
Otter, the noble Ottavia. Why 
can’t S.F. Opera think up some¬ 
thing to tempt this magnificent 
artist? 

Gloriously amoral 

These days, only musical Lud¬ 
dites balk at Alban Berg’s operas. 
San Francisco has been perform¬ 
ing Wozzeck and Lulu for all of my 
adult life. The Lulu in 1971 with 
Anja Silja as the gloriously 
amoral, coldly murderous Lulu is 
indelibly seared on the back of 
my eyeballs, but Lotfi Mansouri’s 
1989 premiere of Friedrich 
Cerha’s completion of Act Three 
was also an entertaining evening 
that sold out at the end of its run. 

Lulu recordings are a problem 
because you have to decide if you 
want the two-act version strictly 
by Berg or if you need Cerha’s 
completion. I’m in the minority 
in that I love Berg’s music, but 
find the “recreation” dull and de- 
rivitive. Still, except for the

thrilling Silja/Dohnanyi two-act 
set (London; two discs), you’re 
better off with the complete 
opera. Teresa Stratas heads the 
cast on the Boulez version 
(Deutsche Grammophon; three 
discs), but I prefer two newer sets. 
The latest is from a live Danish 
production starring American 
Constance Haumann in the title 
role. The rest of the opera is sung 
cleanly, with an analytic perfor¬ 
mance by conductor Ulf 
Schirmer and the Danish Nation¬ 
al Radio Orchestra (Chandos; 
three discs). 

For a seedier atmosphere, al¬ 
ways a plus in Lulu, I prefer the 
live Paris performance from 1991 
conducted with warmth and 
decadence by Brit Jeffrey Tate. It’s 
positively creepy in its insistence 
that we are all complicit in the 
rape and murder of Lulu. Hans 
Hotter and Brigitte Fassbaender 
repeat their definitive Schigolch 
and lesbian Countess Geschwitz 
(they’re on Dohnanyi’s album, 
too), while Patricia Wise is the 
bright-voiced heroine, and a 
great, underrated German bari¬ 
tone, Wolfgang Schone, doubles 
as Dr. Schoen and Jack the Ripper 
(EMI Classics; three discs). 

Here they come again 

As for the third femme fatale, I 
feel about Carmen the way that 
anonymous fellow in Sunday, 
Bloody Sunday feels when the 
drunken woman gets up to dance 
on the table: “Here come those 
tired old tits again.” We just had 
this opera two years ago during 
the Civic Auditorium debacle, and 
now Olga Borodina, for whom it 
was remounted, has had to cancel.

At least try to hear Russian Elena 
Zaremba, who, in her other SFO 
incarnations, has given notice she 
might be a first-rate gypsy. You 
may remember her as the steamy 
Konchakovna in Prince Igor. 

The Carmen recording situa¬ 
tion has not changed since I com¬ 
mented on it two years ago. If you 
want authentic French opera- 
comique style with spoken dia¬ 
logue, try to find the 1951 Andre 
Cluytens recording with Solange 
Michel (Carmen), Martha Angeli- 
ci (Micaela), and Raoul Jobin 
(Don Jose). The sound is so-so 
and the sessions photos of fat, 
overdressed singers are hilarious, 
but can they ever sing French 
(EMI Classics; two discs). For a 
thrilling if unidiomatic version of 
the international Guiraud-recita- 
tive version, you want Herbert 
von Karajan and the Vienna Phil¬

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Countertenor David Daniels 

Finding his voice

ne of the most eagerly 
awaited San Francisco 
Opera debuts of recent sea¬ 
sons takes place when Montever¬ 
di’s L'Incoronazione di Poppea 
opens on June 13 with coun¬ 
tertenor David Daniels as the 
Roman Emperor Nero. Few 
singers today have generated the 
amount of excitement Daniels has 
through his recitals, concerts, and 
appearances in opera. This is due 
first of all to his extraordinarily 
beautiful voice, and the astound¬ 
ing artistry with which he sings. 
But a certain amount of the buzz 
is because Daniels is an attractive 
guy, oozing Southern charm, who 
happens to sing in the range of a 
mezzo-soprano rather than in the 
bass clef. It is a titillating combi¬ 
nation for many audience mem¬ 
bers, even more so given the fact 
the singer is gay. 

Daniels’ voice does have not 
the rather sexless, thin sound 
often associated with coun¬ 
tertenors, but is a rich, dark, full- 
blooded sound. It is the kind of 
sensational voice and technique 
one associates with some of the 
top mezzos of the 20th century, 
say young Marilyn Horne. 

“That’s just my voice,” says 
Daniels. “It’s the instrument that 
I have. I don’t do it to be different 
from other countertenors. I think 
it’s important to show that coun¬ 
tertenors are just another voice 
type. It would be nice someday to 
be considered a great singer, and 
not a great countertenor.” 

Some people in the classical 
music business have already taken 
Daniels out of the countertenor 
ghetto. One internationally- 
known conductor who has 
worked with most major opera 
singers mused for a bit over the 
possibility Daniels’ voice just 
might be the most beautiful voice 
singing classical music today, then 
concluded, “He is pure magic;’ 

“I always wanted to sing, I just 
didn’t know it was going to be 
with this voice,” says Daniels, who 
grew up in South Carolina in a 
home where both parents were 
voice teachers. “That’s what was 
so devastating to me when I final¬ 
ly realized it just ain’t gonna hap¬ 
pen as a tenor. I couldn’t sustain 
the voice above an F at the top of 
the staff. I kept cracking. I had al¬ 
ways heard and read that singing 
was athletic and physical, but I 
just knew that singing couldn’t be 
that torturous.” 

He had performed as a boy so¬ 
prano and continued doing so 
even after his voice changed. “I 
had always sung in the coun¬ 
tertenor voice around the house, 
at parties, after drinking a box of 
wine — we couldn’t afford bot¬ 
tles,” he adds with a laugh. 
“There’s one thing about this 
[countertenor] voice: I will never 
crack again in my life. I might let 
out a strangling, bloody scream, 
but I will never crack again, be¬ 
cause when I’d crack as a tenor, it 
would flip up into this voice.” 

Some high-profile articles on 
Daniels in the mainstream press 
have suggested that realizing he 
was a countertenor and “accept¬ 
ing” that fact was intimately tied 
with accepting his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Daniels instantly pooh-poohs 
the idea. “I was out forever, it had 
nothing to do with becoming a 
countertenor,” he says sharply. “I 
take exception to the idea that it’s

more difficult for a heterosexual to 
sing like a woman than it is for a 
gay man to sing as a countertenor. 
That idea brings back the conno¬ 
tation of effeminate singers. What 
I do is exactly the opposite, though 
it is a mezzo-soprano sound. It is a 
masculine person bringing a mas¬ 
culine voice, a masculine presence 
to his performance. 

“And I keep my facial hair be¬ 
cause I like it. It’s not a mask to 
give myself some sort of sense of 
masculinity,” he adds. 

No fiddling 

In Poppea Daniels plays one of 
the most famous men in history, 
the Roman Emperor Nero. It is 
the fifth time he has portrayed the 
role, and it is one he loves. “The 
characters really existed, but the 
opera only takes the story up to 
Poppea becoming Empress. I 
don’t get to fiddle while Rome 
burns, and I don’t get to kick her 
to death when she’s pregnant. 

“I think Nero genuinely loves 
Poppea, in a sick sort of way. So 
you have that scary, but playful, 
relationship with Poppea, and 
then it can change in a split-sec¬ 
ond to complete anger, or bratty 
fits. The frightening thing about 
Nero is that it’s not as though he’s 
going to slam the door and say, ‘I 
hate you.’ In one of his adolescent 
tantrums, he can kill you.” 

The cast for L’Incoronazione di 
Poppea is the kind of sensational¬ 
ly strong cast that was once a hall¬ 
mark of the San Francisco Opera, 
a fact Daniels loves. “There’s no 
question this cast is great. Ruxan- 
dra [Donose, who plays Poppea] 
is so sexy. She really throws herself 
into it. And I don’t have to say a 
thing about Lorraine [Hunt, who 
makes her SF Opera debut as Oc- 
tavia]. Could there be a more per¬ 
fect role for her?” 

Daniels’ first recording, of 
Handel arias, will be released on 
September 7 by EMI/Virgin Clas¬ 
sics. Also scheduled for release 
this fall are two CDs on the BMG 
label, one of Scarlatti solo can¬ 
tatas, and another of the music of 
Thomas Arne. 

The appearances, the record¬ 
ings, the publicity — he has been 
labeled a gay icon and sex symbol 
— can get to be a bit much, but 
Daniels gives credit to his sup¬ 
portive family and his partner of 
12 years for keeping him ground¬ 
ed. “I’ve never considered myself 
an overly attractive person physi¬ 


cally. I’m not JoJo The Dogfaced 
Boy, but some of this stuff is kind 
of sickening. It’s flattering,” he 
adds quickly, “and I love the at¬ 
tention. Actually, this production 
of Poppea brings out that part of 
me, since I’m shirtless through 
half of it.” T

Single gay legend seeks mensch

I ' arvey Fierstein together 
with Eddie Murphy and 
I I Donny Osmond? You’ve 
got to be kidding! Well, just check 
out the vocal credits for Disney’s 
latest cartoon epic, Mulan , and 
you’ll see we’re not. The gay icon, 
who still has little boys asking him 
to make them into women as he 
accomplished for Robin Williams 
in Mrs. Doubtfire, will be expand¬ 
ing his tot appeal again this 
month. Now the religious right 
really has something to get up in 
arms about. 

But Harvey’s not nervous. 
After all, he was the Easter Bunny 
in Elmo Saves Christmas and got 
to kiss Homer on an episode of 
The Simpsons without much inci¬ 
dent. And there are more impor¬ 
tant things on his mind right now 
than whether his rasp will cause a 
possible political furor, or, for that 
matter, whether or not he’s being 
considered a gay legend. Topping 
his current priorities are his up¬ 
coming cabaret act at New York 
City’s famed Eighty-Eights, and 
his home, which he’s revamping 
while chatting to us over his cel¬ 
lular phone. 

“A legend? Listen! That has ab¬ 
solutely and utterly nothing to do 
with my life. Let me tell you,” he 
purrs with his infamous throaty 
growl. “I reside in a small fiction¬ 
al town in Connecticut, where I 
live a really normal kind of exis¬ 
tence, with other gay people, of 
course, because gay people are 
everywhere.

Yes, people, will 
say, ‘Oh, my mother saw you on 
TV last night and called me.’

Suddenly, Harvey interrupts 
himself to respond to a question 
from a butch-sounding gent. 
“Lawrence, are you going to take 
the oven out today?

Refocusing, Harvey continues, 
“This is what I mean. You’re ask¬ 
ing me whether I know if some¬ 
one would call me a legend, and 
I’m taking the jack out of the back 
of my car so that someone can 
jack up my kitchen window.

egy aims to reveal Versace’s cre¬ 
ative thought processes by show¬ 
ing how visual art influenced his 
designs.

of pages that includes a grid of 
photos of a woman with a wild, 
unruly hairdo followed by 
Francesco Clemente watercolors 
of the mythical shrew.

The book also attempts, to du¬ 
bious ends, to place Versace in a 
canon of modern artists with such 
biggies as Picasso, Matisse, 
Kandinsky, Johns, Rothko, Warhol 
and other more contemporary 
figures. A number of gay male 
artists are on the list, most notably 
Ross Bleckner and Frank Moore. 
But this may be undercut by the 
appearance of macho-man Julian 
Schnabel, clad in what look like 
striped designer jailhouse duds, 
doing a crockery-encrusted por¬ 
trait of Versace, and spouting off 
about him: “He embraced [art] 
like his total embrace of life.” 

Mixing media as this book 


cons designer Rei Kawakubo, who 
recently collaborated with Merce 
Cunningham. There’s also a polit¬ 
ical-correctness issue in this vol¬ 
ume that’s difficult to ignore: Ver¬ 
sace definitely patronized a coterie 
of female supermodels (Kate, 
Linda, et al), but there’s not a 
work by a female artist here. 

There are, of course, some 
servings of beefcake here — 
though not in as great a quantity 
as in previous Versace volumes. 
We do, however, learn that Versace 
thought of his models as living 
statues. According to a short essay 
by writer and curator Germano 
Celant, “Versace combined his at¬ 
traction to the body with a quest 
for the sublime in existence.” Who 
wouldn’t? Versace undoubtedly 
lead a charmed, visually rich life, 
but in the case of this disappoint¬ 
ing project, it seems more like 
business strategy than an art 
form. ▼

For those poor in gay trivia, 
Harvey won his third Tony back 
in 1984 for writing the book of La 
Cage. “You know, I never per¬ 


formed in it. I would love to play 
Alban, but Jerry Herman does like 
to hear his music sung well,” he 
laughs. “I think if we got him the 
most incredible singer in the 
world for Georges, maybe he’d let 
me, but I don’t know. That would 
be something that I would really 
like to do.” 

Another would be getting a 
new lover. 

“I’m single now and looking,” 
Harvey confesses. As for candi¬ 
dates applying for the position, 
“they’d have to know how to say, 
‘I’m sorry.’ I actually had a list 
when my Bruce and I broke up 
years ago. We’re still great friends. 
In fact, I was with him last night. 
But when we broke up, I sat down 
and made a list of what it was I 
wanted. My next lover had every¬ 
thing on the list, but I found out it 
was the wrong list. One of the 
most important things you can 
find in a person is somebody who 
actually takes responsibility for 
his own actions. That wasn’t on 
the list. It was not a pleasant rela¬ 
tionship, my last one, but you sur¬ 
vive. You go on.” 

As does the gay community, 
which Harvey is constantly doing 
benefits for. “You know I’m never 
shocked by what gays and lesbians 
do. This is life, and each genera¬ 
tion, or each section of each gen¬ 
eration gets to do what they want 
to do, and say,‘Okay, these are our 
issues.’ I support them in any way 
that I can except for what I deem 
to be self-destructive behavior. 


You know, bareback sex. 

“I don’t know that it’s hard to 
be a kid and think that’s what they 
want to do. They didn’t bury 
everyone they know. I did. And 
the truth is, I don’t want them to 
think about burying everyone 
they know. I don’t want that to 
become part of their emotional 
past. I just wish people would be a 
little safer.

er Sunday. “It’s just the most 
major-league traumatic thing I’ve 
ever experienced,” he said by 
phone five weeks after the event. 
“I was just so desperately scared.” 

The evening had begun “bliss¬ 
fully,” Shaw said, as he and a band- 
mate from his rock band The 
Whatevers were making their way 
to a club in Brussels following a 
successful gig in Paris. “We were in 
the country,” he recalled, “and it 
was such a beautiful evening that 
we laid down on the side of the 
road thinking, wow, and just look¬ 
ing up at the sky. Little did we know 
that a car was driving toward us.” 

Shaw spent a week in intensive 
care at a Brussels hospital, as doc¬ 
tors operated to repair damage to 
his liver and to set a metal pin in 
his broken leg. Friends helped 
arrange his transfer to a hospital 
in London, where he recuperated 
for another two weeks. 

“I’ve got a six-inch scar on my 
hip and kind of a hole in my knee 
where they put the pin in, but 
other than that I’ve got no other 
kinds of visual mishaps,” Shaw 
said. “I don’t feel desirable, but at 
the same time I don’t care. My 
friends have been very nice to me, 
and they say, ‘Oh, you still look 
beautiful.’” 



Easy money 

Now 32, Shaw was barely out 
of his teens when he discovered 
that he was desirable enough that 
men would eagerly pay to be with 
him. It was easy money for quick 
work, and it helped pay for life in 
the fast lane. “But the prostitution 
was kind of destructive for me,” 
he said during the December in¬ 
terview. “It compounded my abil¬ 
ity to divide emotion and sex.” 

He used these early years as fod¬ 
der for his 1996 autobiographical 
novel Brutal, which chronicled the 
adventures of a hard-partying, 
drug-loving Londoner who turns 
tricks before succumbing to AIDS. 
Aside from the obvious fact that 
Shaw is still alive, there are other el¬ 
ements in the book spun from his 
imagination. For example, the 
book’s central character is estranged 
from his disapproving mother. “But 


I’ve got a wonderful relationship 
with my mother,” he said. “She 
knows everything, and she’s pretty 
cool.” 

Shaw grew up in what he called 
an “upper-working-class” family 
in northern England, and with 
seven kids running around, there 
wasn’t much time for his parents 
to worry much over each sibling’s 
idiosyncrasies. “At about 14, I 
started dressing very punky, wear¬ 
ing makeup and even dresses. My 
mother would say, ‘People at 
church are talking about you,’ but 
then she would offer to do my hair 
and lend me her best jewelry” 

He moved to London when he 
was 18, and selling sex soon be¬ 
came his primary profession. “I 
was at a disco in London, working 
as a prostitute, and some of my 
customers said, ‘Oh, you should 
be in porn. You’ve got a big dick.’ 
At that age, being given $1,000 to 
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do something you’d do anyway is 
pretty amazing.” 

Shaw became a performer in 
dozens of X-rated videos, but it all 
came to an end about five years 
ago after he had found out he was 
HIV-positive. “I lost my sex 
drive,” said the former hunk-for- 
hire. But Shaw has found relief in 
a trio of antivirals he has been 
taking for the past 18 months, and 
as his health returned, so did his 
sexual appetite. 

“I had just turned 31, and I 
wanted to prove that I’m still de¬ 
sirable. And I wanted to prove 
that I’m still in the gutter. I didn’t 
like people thinking I was an ex¬ 
porn star, or that I was using porn 
as a stepping-stone.” 

Shaw contacted Hot House di¬ 
rector Steven Scarborough, who 
first worked with Shaw at Falcon 
Studios. “Aiden needed to be back 
in the limelight,” Scarborough 
said, “and I think this movie will 
be one of the most talked-about 
projects in years. It takes to new 
heights what has been done in 
mainstream porn.” 

Still horny 

Titled Descent, the movie is de¬ 
signed to reflect the nervous 
breakdown Scarborough felt he 
was having as filming began, and 
the sex scenes share the screen 
with more esoteric imagery. 
“Steven really pushed for some¬ 
thing different,” Shaw said, “but I 
don’t care how unusual it is, it still 
has to be horny. Whether it’s the 
scene where I’m strangling myself 
or digging my own grave, I still 
want to have a hard-on.” 

With Shaw, that hasn’t often 
been a problem. “He’s one of the 
most predictable in terms of 
keeping it hard,” said Hot House 
art director Craig Latker. But then 
again, Scarborough added, “he’s 
very particular about who he’s 
going to work with.” 

Shaw doesn’t disagree. “I’ve al¬ 
ways been told that I’m picky, 
picky, picky. Of course, it’s work, 
but you can’t control your dick.” 

Scarborough matched him 
with a San Francisco model 
whose stage name is Marcus Iron, 
and apparently the on-screen pas¬ 
sion is no act. “I’ve completely 
fallen,” Shaw said during his De¬ 
cember visit here to spend time 
with Iron. “It’s been a godsend.”

in his relationship, but Shaw said 
he is ready to return to San Fran¬ 
cisco once he has a chance to talk 
with Iron.

It was a very 
grounding experience. Now I’m 
looking forward to getting back to 
an ordinary life.” 

But he isn’t looking for a re¬ 
turn to porn any time soon. “If 
anything, this has made me cher¬ 
ish things like tenderness and 
closeness and emotion even 
more,” Shaw said, “and those are 
not usually the kinds of things 
you get on the set, you know.

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J j itanic director James Cameron may 
believe he’s king of the world, but we 
have another candidate. In the face of 
blockbuster movies with budgets larger 
than the gross national products of South Amer¬ 
ican countries; in the blare of high-definition 
TV, laser-disc technology, and the on-line uni¬ 
verse; despite record-breaking audiences for 
huge Broadway musicals, blockbuster art shows, 
and popular music CDs that sell in the zillions, 
we still believe in the ultimate supremacy of the 
written word. 

Theatre, cinema, symphony, opera, ballet: not 
only are they created as collaborations of artists; 
on the receiving end as well, they are all intense¬ 
ly communal experiences of art. The fact that a 
room full of other people is there along with you 
for the spectacle or musical adventure, for the 
comedy or tragedy unfolding onstage, is an in¬ 
tegral part of the experience. 

By contrast, when you read a book, there’s no 
one in the picture but you and the author’s voice 
whispering away in your head. You are experi¬ 
encing the book at your own pace, enjoying the 
natural rhythms of language at your own tempo, 


creating characters out of stock photos in your 
mind’s eye. You can go back and re-read, you can 
skip ahead to the good stuff. Reading itself is a 
creative act. 

That’s why we think books are here to stay. 
Let’s leave aside for now the matter of electron¬ 
ic vs. print media: when have you ever yearned 
to curl up in bed with a good laptop? Scrolling 
down doesn’t feel quite the same as turning a 
page. But whatever form the books of the 21st 
century take, we suspect they will continue to 
take up space — in our bookbags or our mem¬ 
ory banks, and in our interior life. 

Even the boffo 20th-century art form itself, 
him, could not exist without literature, which has 
given to cinema its narrative template, as well as 
yielded up its most prized stories for the telling. 

In our annual summer reading issue, our 
writers present a few of the books that have 
made some kind of deep impact with them, and 
with no computer-generated effects.

Farm Boys: Lives of Gay Men 
from the Rural Midwest, edited 
by Will Fellows; The University of 
Wisconsin Press 

|, on’t let the title or the book 

|| cover mislead you — Farm 
Boys is not a collection of 
gay erotic confessionals with a 
rural theme. There’s no doubt that 
such a book would find a big au¬ 
dience among gay readers, because 
the ideal of the corn-fed, whole¬ 
some heartland male is a favorite 
gay icon, which has inspired many 
gay fantasies. But few books have 
attempted to explore the realities 
of growing up gay in a rural set¬ 
ting, and Farm Boys does this with 
unflinching honesty, as well as 
compassion and beauty. For these 
reasons, Farm Boys is an impor¬ 
tant contribution to gay studies. 

Perhaps the most appealing as¬ 
pect of Farm Boys is the fact that 
editor Will Fellows lets his sub¬ 
jects speak in their own voice. In 
his introduction to the book Fel¬ 
lows explains that he felt duty- 
bound to preserve the uniqueness 
of each story: “In preparing these 
narratives from interviews, I have 
seen myself as something of a 
midwife, listening to men who 
had something to say and deliver¬ 
ing their experiences and perspec¬ 
tives to the reader in their own 
distinct voices.” Because Fellows 
grew up on a Wisconsin dairy 
farm, he also brings to the collec¬ 
tion his own perspective as a 
“farm boy,” and his empathy and 


experience enable him to provide 
a helpful framework for the col¬ 
lection. 

Fellows collected nearly 80 in¬ 
terviews in 1992 and 1993, and he 
presents 37 of them in the book, 
grouping them chronologically 
into three sections: those who 
“came of age” before the mid- 
1960s, between the mid-1960s 
and 1970s, and between the mid- 
1970s and 1980s. The subjects 
were recruited through classified 
ads that Fellows placed in gay 
publications throughout the Mid¬ 
west. He uses pseudonyms for 
many of his subjects (at their re¬ 
quest), but uses real names, and in 
some cases even photographs, for 
the rest of his subjects. Although 
the focus of the collection is the 
gay experience of these men, Fel¬ 
lows also allows them to talk 
about farm life in general, and in 
so doing he provides the needed 
context for these “life stories.” 
(For those unfamiliar with the 
ways of farm life, he also includes 
a helpful glossary of farm-related 
terms, as well as introductions to 
each section that provide some 
historical background.) 

In many ways, Farm Boys is a 
book that can be classified as cul¬ 
tural anthropology. Like a pith- 
helmeted ethnographer chroni¬ 
cling the way of life of some re¬ 
mote culture, Fellows has tra¬ 
versed the American Midwest 
with a taperecorder, transcribing 
and relating his tales with a con¬ 
cern for transmitting them as 
purely and completely as possible. 
The result makes for fascinating 
reading. 


Better late than never 

The first piece in the col¬ 
lection is one of the most 
memorable. It’s the tale of 
an Ohio man, born in 1909, 
who did not attain a full re¬ 
alization of his homosexu¬ 
ality until he reached his 
80s. Despite the lateness of 
this awareness, however, he 
recounts numerous gay ex¬ 
periences from his youthful 
years, experiences that he 
was somehow able to ra¬ 
tionalize as something 
other than an emerging 
homosexual identity. 

Not surprisingly, many 
of the narratives deal with 
the rigors of traditional 
farm life, and many of 
them speak with disdain 
about the strictures of 
their religious upbring¬ 
ing. While some of the subjects 
display obvious pain about the 
guilt inflicted on them by the con¬ 
flict between church morality and 
homosexual desire, others present 
an admirable self-reliance. “God 
made me, God loves me, and I’ll 
duke it out with God when the 
time comes,” says one subject 
about his refusal to practice the 
sexual abstinence proscribed by 
his church. 

One of the points Fellows 
makes in his introduction is the 
fact that many of those who an¬ 
swered his classified ads were 
clearly interested in either relating, 
or reading about, the erotic expe¬ 
riences of real farm boys. Fellows 
rightly steers away from exploiting 
this aspect of the stories, but he 


does riot avoid dealing with the 
details of his subjects’ sexual his¬ 
tories, even when these verge into 
strange territory. One subject, for 
example, presents an extended 
and rather graphic account of bes¬ 
tiality with several kinds of farm 
animals. Even in light of the sub¬ 
ject’s explanations for his behav¬ 
ior, the account is somewhat diffi¬ 
cult to read. It stands, however, as 
a good example of the degree to 
which Fellows presents a com¬ 
plete, truthful picture of growing 


up gay on the farm. 

The narratives Fel¬ 
lows has collected are as 
much a portrait of the 
changing lifestyle of the 
American farmer as they 
are a picture of gay farm 
life, and it’s a testament to 
the strengths of this book 
that it functions on this 
level as well. Many of Fel¬ 
lows’ subjects talk about 
the great transitions in 
American farm life over 
the last half-century, and 
lament that much has been 
lost to modernization and 
consolidation. 

There is much beauty in 
the many voices that make 
up Farm Boys. Though al¬ 
most all of the subjects are 
not professional writers, 
their narratives often ring 
with a kind of homespun 
poetry. One subject, for example, 
describes his personal develop¬ 
ment in this way: “I’ve been influ¬ 
enced not only by strong, clean- 
washed men with rolled-up 
sleeves, but also by women with 
flour on their hands and aprons 
around their waists, standing be¬ 
hind the screen door and waving 
at me when I got off the school 
bus.” For moments like these, and 
for the wide scope of gay life and 
farm life that it examines, Farm 
Boys is worth the read. ▼

Now It's Time To Say Goodbye by 
Dale Peck; Farrar, Strauss, and 
Giroux, $25 

' ■ ale Peck’s third novel arrives 
this month like a dark wind 
. ' blown through the con¬ 
sciousness of an AIDS-era sur¬ 
vivor. Now It’s Time to Say Good¬ 
bye takes place in Galatia and 
Galatea, twins town in rural 
Kansas, one Caucasian and the 
other African-American. But Dale 
Peck’s vision of the pastoral life is 
strictly “double, double, toil and 
trouble.” His novel is filled with 
gay-bashing, murder, rape, tor¬ 
ture, and lynchings. And although 
the ostensible setting is rural 
America, the real mise en scene is 
the fetid and festering imagina¬ 
tion of Dale Peck. 

Any novel that has characters 
with names like Justin Time, 
Rosetta Stone, and Weebie Greev- 
ing is bound to depart from the or¬ 
dinary in more ways than one. And 
Peck opens his 450-page novel 
with the exodus from Manhattan 
of wealthy gay novelist Colin Nie- 
man and his resident boy-toy, 
Justin Time. Worn down by the 
AIDS epidemic, they abandon 
New York for the simple life of 
Kansas. At least in theory, Colin 
will be able to write his new novel 
in peace, and Justin will create a life 
for himself. Both of those things 
happen, but not as anyone other 
than the author might image. 

Galatia and Galatea are 
straight out of The Twilight Zone, 
parallel universes of discontent on 
opposite sides of the railroad 
tracks, where property values are 
declining and citizens mysterious¬ 
ly turn up dead or missing. Justin 
and Colin have an introduction to 
Wade Painter (an artist) who 
spends most of "his time with a 
black teenage hustler named Di¬ 
vine. But Wade’s closest friend is 



Weebie Greeving, a former Co¬ 
lumbia graduate student and the 
daughter of the local black minis¬ 
ter. When a young white girl is 
raped and abducted while walking 
with Justin, Colin begins to exam¬ 
ine related local mysteries, includ¬ 
ing the lynching of an albino 
African-American which took 
place a decade earlier. 

Plot weaver 

Peck is exceptionally good at 
weaving together the complex ele¬ 
ments of plot and personality 
which constitute the bulk of his 
novel. There are a dozen charac¬ 
ters central to the story and an¬ 
other dozen who are significant, 
but on the periphery of the narra¬ 
tive. Peck infuses each character 
with a distinct personality, and an 
interesting and involved personal 
history which Peck reveals in great 
detail as he unravels his mystery. 
This makes for an extremely com¬ 
plicated plot line and a relatively 
slow progression for the reader, 
who must assimilate many facts 
and try to keep them straight. 
Each chapter is told from the point 
of view of one of the characters, 
and chapter titles carry his or her 
name. But Peck shifts back and

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Intimate territory

A Four-Sided Bed by Elizabeth 
Searle; Graywolf Press 

M good novel, besides having 
a story to tell that grasps 
something larger, should be 
both innovative and addictively 
readable — the sort of book you 
snatch up at odd moments and 
think about while you’re standing 
in line at the grocery store. Unfor¬ 
tunately, there are very few such 
books in the world, and I count 
myself lucky to have discovered 
two so far this year: Dalia Pagani’s 
Mercy Road and Elizabeth Searle’s 
A Four-Sided Bed. 

Searle teaches in the graduate 
writing program at Emerson Col¬ 
lege in Boston; her collection of 
short stories, My Body to You, won 
the Iowa Short Fiction Prize. Re¬ 
sumes like this usually spell trou¬ 
ble: writers coming out of grad 
school creative writing programs, 
especially those who choose to 
teach, have often sacrificed too 
much raw talent to the god of 
mannered unconvention. Not so 
Searle — she here brings four 
complicated characters so com- 
pellingly to life that it’s impossible 
to look away, even as you feel 
you’re prying into territory too 
intimate to breach. 

In this story of love and desire, 
Alice discovers that her closer- 
than-close husband JJ, the only 
man she has ever been with, has 
hidden from her an essential part 
of his history, a love affair he had 
with a couple together since ado¬ 
lescence, a woman named Bird 
and a-gay man named Kin. Bird 
and JJ met in the ward of a mental 
hospital; love for Bird and Kin 
brought JJ to life for the first time, 
as if he’d sleepwalked through all 
that had come before. Now awake, 
JJ spent two delirious months with 
Bird and Kin, and then left with¬ 
out notice, believing that to find 
his own road he had to disattach. 

Because Kin is a man, because 
JJ doesn’t want to think of that 
time when he was so damaged, 
because he is still drawn to his se¬ 
cret lovers, he has pushed the pair 
from his mind as best he can. Not 
so Bird and Kin; both have carried 
a torch for JJ, the missing link who 
connected them, who allowed 
them to make love to each other 
through him. 

‘Crazy’ past 

Wife Alice knows nothing of 
this besides that when JJ was 


twenty he had been “crazy” and 
had spent some time in Mass. 
Mental. All that is long past; JJ is 
now a grad student at Yale, a com¬ 
puter wiz trying to plan a career 
that doesn’t involve government 
or military applications. When 
Kin, suspecting that he is HIV¬ 
positive and on the verge of be¬ 
coming sick, tries to contact JJ 
after an absence of eight years, the 
shit hits the fan and starts spray¬ 
ing everybody within range. 

Honest Alice intercepts the 


couple’s phone calls and letters 
and shows up at a meeting they 
try to arrange with JJ at a New 
Haven bar; truer-than-blue JJ 
redirects his mail to his office and 
assures Alice that whatever hap¬ 
pened is in the past and will stay 
that way. Searle makes us under¬ 
stand that sometimes the most 
honest people do dishonest 
things; when feelings go fugitive, 
any of us can find ourselves doing 
the unimaginable. During this 
poriod, JJ must confront his own 
truth — that his motives go be¬ 
yond helping an old lover — and 


Alice uncovers a hateful side to 
herself she never guessed at, one 
she realizes only serves to drive JJ 
further away. 

Bird and a terribly sick Kin 
land in Mexico after a months- 
long worldwide journey on free 
miles earned with Kin’s airline 
job, a story told via Bird’s painful 
le.t’s-talk-turkey letters. JJ and a 
newly pregnant Alice summer at 
Alice’s parents’ home in Arizona, 
Alice relieved that she’s finally es¬ 
caped the persistent pair, JJ know¬ 


ing they are now within a five- 
hour drive. What makes the sub¬ 
terfuge work is the goodness of 
the characters, how each is doing 
his or her best to honor, cherish, 
and protect each other. That Alice 
foe is attracted to the boyish Bird 
helps her to understand JJ’s am¬ 
bivalences: “So many lives lived at 
once, so many lives one person 
could live. So many ways people 
could fit with each other, live in 
each other, live off each other.” 

Writing fiction is a tricky busi¬ 
ness of eking art from chaos. So 
much must be edited out to tell a

story — other friends, 
jobs, bizarre and funny 
coincidences that in fic¬ 
tion are unbelievable. 
Searle edits by focusing in 
finer and finer, as if she 
takes a microscope to her 
characters. The result 
could be claustrophobic 
but is not, because by fo¬ 
cusing so narrowly, 
Searle’s scope broadens 
to the hard stuff: the de¬ 
mands of love, loyalty, 
and desire. In A Four- 
Sided Bed, Searle does 
nothing less than map 
out the multiplicity of 
paradoxes we all must 
navigate.

The Agatha and 
the ecstasy

F or those of us mystery lovers who continue to mourn Agatha 
Christie s death, Putnam offers The Harlequin Tea Set and 
Other Stories ($21.95), a selection of Christie’s previously un¬ 
collected short fiction. It’s clear that the reason the stories were not 
previously chosen for anthology has to do with their not fitting into 
any neat category, rather than any lack of quality. These stories are 
darker than much of her other short fiction, and many offer solu¬ 
tions that belong more to the supernatural than to scientific or in¬ 
tuitive detecting. They are also extremely satisfying and very creepy, 
a real pleasure to read. The Harlequin Tea Set is a wonderful find for 
any fan of Dame Agatha. 

Amanda Cross, creator of the Kate Pansier mysteries, also has a 
collection of short mysteries { The Collected Stories ; Ballantine, 
$19.95) that are worthy of her longer works. The stories are ap¬ 
propriately complex, often funny, always feminist in sensibility — 
a real pleasure to read. 

Violet and Vita 

I finally got around to reading last year’s Mrs. Keppel and Her 
Daughter by Diana Souhami (St. Martin’s, $25.95). What a remark¬ 
able pair of stories. Mrs. Keppel, ofcourse, was the notorious mistress 
of King Edward VII; her daughter, Violet Trefusis, was equally noto¬ 
rious, to considerably less financial and personal gain, as the para¬ 
mour of Vita Sackville-West. Souhami does a fine job of capturing 
the lavish scale of life among the royals, and their hangers-on. “For a 
week’s stay [at a friend’s country estate], [the King] would take with 
him forty, suits and uniforms, twenty pairs of boots and shoes, a valet, 
a sergeant footman, a brusher, two equerries with their valets, two 
telephonists, two chauffeurs, two loaders for his guns and an Arab 
boy to make coffee the way he liked it.” More than a mere history of 
the time, however, Mrs. Keppel offers an in-depth exploration of the 
ways in which a heterosexual affair with the King provided status, 
wealth and fame, while an open lesbian affair meant social oppro¬ 
brium and personal disaster. If you’ve wondered what happened to 
Violet after she was dumped by Vita, this is the book for you.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: FORTOVASE is indicated for use in combination with other antiretroviral agents 
for the treatment of HIV infection. This indication is based on a study that showed a reduction in both mor¬ 
tality and AIDS-defining clinical events for patients who received INVIRASE® (saquinavir mesylate) in com¬ 
bination with HMD® (zalcitabine) compared to patients who received either HMD or INVIRASE alone. This 
indication is also based on studies that showed increased saquinavir concentrations and improved antiviral 
activity for FORTOVASE 1200 mg tid compared to INVIRASE 600 mg tid. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: FORTOVASE is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity 
to saquinavir or to any of the components contained in the capsule. 

FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine, cisapride, astemizole, triazolam, 
midazolam or ergot derivatives, because competition for CYP3A by saquinavir could result in inhibition of 
the metabolism of these drills and create the potential for serious and/or life-threatening reactions such as 
cardiac arrhythmias or prolonged sedation (see PRECAUTIONS: Drug Interactions). 

WARNINGS: New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus and hyperglycemia 
have been reported during postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients receiving protease-inhibitor 
therapy. Some patients required either initiation or dose adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents 
for the treatment of these events. In some cases diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who 
discontinued protease-inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted in some cases. Because these events have 
been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency cannot be made and a causal rela¬ 
tionship between protease-inhibitor therapy and these events has not been established. 

PRECAUTIONS: General: If a serious or severe toxicity occurs during treatment with FORTOVASE, 
FORTOVASE should be interrupted until the etiology of the event is identified or the toxicity resolves. At that 
time, resumption of treatment with full-dose FORTOVASE may be considered. 

Preliminary results from a pharmacokinetic substudy of NV15182 from patients sampled between weeks 
61 to 69 of treatment showed that the mean saquinavir AUC was lower than the week 3 mean AUC from 
study NV15107. However, the mean AUC of saquinavir at week 61 to 69 remained higher than the mean 
AUC of INVIRASE in study NV15107 (see complete product information, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Phar¬ 
macokinetics). The clinical significance of this finding is unknown. 

Hepatic Insufficiency: Saquinavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exer¬ 
cised when administering FORTOVASE to patients with hepatic insufficiency since patients with baseline 
liver function tests >5 times the upper limit of normal were not included in clinical studies. Although a 
causal relationship has not been established, there have been reports of exacerbation of chronic liver dys¬ 
function, including portal hypertension, in patients with underlying hepatitis B or C, cirrhosis or other 
underlying liver abnormalities. 

Hemophilia: There have been reports of spontaneous bleeding in patients with hemophilia A and B treated 
with protease inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was required. In the majority of reported 
cases treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or restarted. A causal relationship between 
protease-inhibitor therapy and these episodes has not been established. 

Resistance/Cross-resistance: Varying degrees of cross-resistance among protease inhibitors have 
been observed. Continued administration of saquinavir therapy following loss of viral suppression may 
increase the likelihood of cross-resistance to other protease inhibitors (see complete product information, 
MICROBIOLOGY). 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed: (1) Any change from INVIRASE to FORTOVASE 
should be made only under the supervision of a physician; (2) FORTOVASE is not a cure for HIV infection 
and they may continue to contract illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunis¬ 
tic infections; (3) FORTOVASE therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others 
through sexual contact or blood contamination; (4) FORTOVASE may interact with some drugs; therefore, 
patients should be advised to report to their physician the use of any other prescription or nonprescription 
medication; (5) FORTOVASE should be taken within 2 hours after a full meal (see complete product infor¬ 
mation, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics ); (6) Of the importance of taking their medication 
every day, as prescribed, to achieve maximum benefit. Patients should not alter the dose or discontinue 
therapy without consulting their physician. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon 
as possible. However, the patient should not double the next dose; (7) The long-term effects of FORTOVASE 
are unknown at this time; (8) Refrigerated (36° to 46°E 2° to 8°C) capsules of FORTOVASE remain stable 
until the expiration date printed on the label. Once brought to room temperature [at or below 77°F (25°C)], 
capsules should be used within 3 months. 

Laboratory Tests: Clinical chemistry tests should be performed prior to initiating FORTOVASE therapy and 
at appropriate intervals thereafter. Elevated nonfasting triglyceride levels have been observed in patients in 
saquinavir trials. Triglyceride levels should be periodically monitored during therapy. For comprehensive 
information concerning laboratory test alterations associated with use of other antiretroviral therapies, 
physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs. 

Drug Interactions: Several drug interaction studies have been completed with both INVIRASE and 
FORTOVASE. Observations from drug interaction studies with INVIRASE may not be predictive for 
FORTOVASE. 

ANTIBIOTICS: Clarithmmycin: Coadministration of clarithromycin with FORTOVASE resulted in a 177% 
increase in saquinavir plasma AUC, a 45% increase in clarithromycin AUC and a 24% decrease in clar¬ 
ithromycin 14-OH metabolite AUC. 

ANTIHISTAMINES: Terfenadine: Coadministration of terfenadine with FORTOVASE resulted in increased ter¬ 
fenadine plasma levels; therefore, FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. Astemizole: Because a sim¬ 
ilar interaction to that seen with terfenadine is likely from the coadministration of FORTOVASE and astemi¬ 
zole, FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with astemizole. 

HIV PROTEASE INHIBITORS: Indinavir: Coadministration of indinavir with FORTOVASE (1200-mg single 
dose) resulted in a 364% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. Nelfinavir: Coadministration of nelfinavir with FORTOVASE 
resulted in an 18% increase in nelfinavir plasma AUC and a 392% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. 
Currently, there are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. Ritonavir: 
Following approximately 4 weeks of a combination regimen of saquinavir (400 mg or 600 mg bid) and 
ritonavir (400 mg or 600 mg bid) in HIV-infected patients, saquinavir AUC values were at least 17-fold 
greater than historical AUC values from patients who received saquinavir 600 mg tid without ritonavir. 
When used in combination therapy for up to 24 weeks, doses greater than 400 mg bid of either ritonavir 
or saquinavir were associated with an increase in adverse events. Plasma exposures achieved 
with INVIRASE (400 mg bid) and ritonavir (400 mg bid) are similar to those achieved with FORTOVASE 
(400 mg bid) and ritonavir (400 mg bid). 

HIV REVERSE-TRANSCRIPTASE INHIBITORS: No interaction with saquinavir is expected. 

HIV NON-NUCLEOSIDE REVERSE-TRANSCRIPTASE INHIBITORS: Delavirdine: Coadministration of delavir- 
dine with INVIRASE resulted in a 5-fold increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently there are limited 
safety and no efficacy data available from the use of this combination. In a small, preliminary study, 
hepatocellular enzyme elevations occurred in 13% of subjects during the first several weeks of the 
delavirdine and saquinavir combination (6% Grade 3 or 4). Hepatocellular changes should be monitored 
frequently if this combination is prescribed. Nevirapine: Coadministration of nevirapine with INVIRASE 
resulted in a 24% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy data avail¬ 
able from the use of this combination. 

ANTIFUNGAL AGENTS: Ketoconazole: Coadministration of ketoconazole with INVIRASE resulted in a 130% 
increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. 


FORTOVASE™ (saquinavir) 

ANTIMYCOBACTERIAL AGENTS: Rifabutin: Coadministration of rifabutin with INVIRASE (saquinavir 
mesylate) resulted in a 43% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Physicians should consider using an 
alternative to rifabutin when a patient is taking FORTOVASE. Rifampin: Coadministration of rifampin with 
INVIRASE resulted in an 84% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Physicians should consider using an 
alternative to rifampin when a patient is taking FORTOVASE. 

H 2 ANTAGONISTS: Ranitidine: Little or no change in the pharmacokinetics of INVIRASE was observed when 
coadministered with ranitidine. No significant interaction would be expected between FORTOVASE and 
ranitidine. 

Gl MOTILITY AGENTS: Cisapride: Cisapride should not be administered concurrently with FORTOVASE 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. 

Other potential drug interactions that may decrease saquinavir plasma concentrations include; anticonvul¬ 
sants — carbamazepine, phenobarbital, phenytoin; corticosteroids — dexamethasone. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenesis: Carcinogenicity studies in rats 
and mice have not yet been completed. 

Mutagenesis: Mutagenicity and genotoxicity studies, with and without metabolic activation where appropri¬ 
ate, have shown that saquinavir has no mutagenic activity in vitro in either bacterial (Ames test) or mam¬ 
malian cells (Chinese hamster lung V79/HPRT test). Saquinavir does not induce chromosomal damage in 
vivo in the mouse micronucleus assay or in vitro in human peripheral blood lymphocytes and does not 
induce primary DNA damage in vitro in the unscheduled DNA synthesis test. 

Impairment of Fertility: Fertility and reproductive performance were not affected in rats at plasma expo¬ 
sures (AUC values) approximately 50% of those achieved in humans at the recommended dose. 

Pregnancy: Teratogenic Effects: Category B. Reproduction studies conducted with saquinavir in rats have 
shown no embryotoxicity or teratogenicity at plasma exposures (AUC values) approximately 50% of those 
achieved in humans at the recommended dose or in rabbits at plasma exposures approximately 40% of 
those achieved at the recommended clinical dose of FORTOVASE. Distribution studies in these species 
showed that placental transfer of saquinavir is low (less than 5% of maternal plasma concentrations). 
Studies in rats indicated that exposure to saquinavir from late pregnancy through lactation at plasma con¬ 
centrations (AUC values) approximately 50% of those achieved in humans at the recommended dose 
of FORTOVASE had no effect on the survival, growth and development of offspring to weaning. Because 
animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, FORTOVASE should only be used 
during pregnancy after taking into account the importance of the drug to the mother. Presently, there are no 
reports of women receiving FORTOVASE in clinical trials who became pregnant. 

Nursing Mothers: The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises 
HIV-infected women not to breastfeed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not be 
infected. It is not known whether saquinavir is excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of FORTOVASE in HIV-infected pediatric patients younger than 
16 years of age have not been established. 

Geriatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of FORTOVASE in HIV-infected geriatric patients older than 65 years 
of age have not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS (see PRECAUTIONS): The safety of FORTOVASE was studied in more than 
500 patients who received the drug either alone or in combination with other antiretroviral agents. 
The majority of treatment-related adverse events were of mild intensity. The most frequently reported 
treatment-emergent adverse events among patients receiving FORTOVASE in combination with other anti¬ 
retroviral agents were diarrtea, nausea, abdominal discomfort and dyspepsia. 

Clinical adverse events of at least moderate intensity which occurred in >2% of patients in studies 
NV15182 and NV15355 are summarized in Table A. The median duration of treatment in studies NV15182 
and NV15355 were 52 and 18 weeks, respectively. In NV15182, more than 300 patients were on treatment 
for approximately 1 year.

FORTOVASE did not appear to alter the pattern, frequency or severity of known major toxicities associated 
with the use of nucleoside analogues. Physicians should refer to the complete product information for other 
antiretroviral agents as appropriate for drug-associated adverse reactions to these other agents. 

Rare occurrences of the following serious adverse experiences have been reported during clinical trials 
of FORTOVASE and/or INVIRASE and were considered at least possibly related to use of study drugs: 
confusion, ataxia and weakness; seizures; headache; acute myeloblastic leukemia; hemolytic anemia; 
thrombocytopenia; thrombocytopenia and intracranial hemorrhage leading to death; attempted suicide; 
Stevens-Johnson syndrome; bullous skin eruption and polyarthritis; severe cutaneous reaction associated 
with increased liver function tests; isolated elevation of transaminases; exacerbation of chronic liver dis¬ 
ease with Grade 4 elevated liver function tests, jaundice, ascites, and right and left upper quadrant abdomi¬ 
nal pain; pancreatitis leading to death; intestinal obstruction; portal hypertension; thrombophlebitis; 
peripheral vasoconstriction; drug fever; nephrolithiasis; and acute renal insufficiency. 

Table B summarizes the percentage of patients with marked laboratory abnormalities in study NV15182 and 
NV15355 (median duration of treatment was 52 and 18 weeks, respectively). In study- NV15182, by 
48 weeks <1% of patients discontinued treatment due to laboratory abnormalities.

y relationship with my 
mother was seriously 
problematic, and not 
only because she threw me out of 
the family when I came out to 
her.

Lucy Jane Bledsoe’s “Searching 
for the Mythic Mother Mentor” is 
a touching look at revising mem¬ 
ories to reflect a wished-for past, a 
past in which “any skeletons in my 
family’s closet [are] locked in for 
life.”“Poa Poa Is Living Breathing 
Light,” Kitty Tsui’s memoir of her 
grandmother, will bring smiles 
and tears and a sense of wonder.

forth from first to third person 
with no discernible reason or pat¬ 
tern.

m n the late 1980s, English gay 
|| playwright Joe Ortons work 
(EntertainingMr. Sloane, Loot, 
What the Butler Saw) and rep¬ 
utation enjoyed a spectacular re¬ 
vival. John Lahr’s biography of 
Orton, Prick Up Your Ears, was 
reissued to coincide with the pub¬ 
lication of the Orton diaries (edit¬ 
ed by Lahr) and the Stephen 
Frears film of the same name that 
starred Gary Oldman as the sexy, 
doomed writer. 

Now Da Capo Press has reis¬ 
sued Orton’s novel Head to Toe 
(written in 1959 when he was 26 
and first published in 1971) along 
with his never-produced Beatles 
screenplay, Up Against It (first 
published in 1979). The two are a 
fitting combination, as Orton ap¬ 
propriated large chunks of the 
novel to form his rather slight, 
rather slick 70-page screen treat-

taining “membership” in the only 
family open to them. 

Jaffrey’s book combines travel¬ 
ogue with history, delving into an¬ 
cient religious texts which docu¬ 
ment the origins of this tradition. 
She reproduces the work of schol¬ 
ars who have previously attempt¬ 
ed to study the tribes, and meets 
with the police, who have juris¬ 
diction over their lives. And she 
penetrates the eunuchs’ com¬ 
pounds, gaining their trust as 
none have before, to obtain first¬ 
hand the interviews which make 
The Invisibles an exotic, riveting, 
and sadly moving book.

Head to Toe, with its echoes of 
Alice in Wonderland, Animal 
Farm, a Gulliver's Travels in re¬ 
verse and, especially, Candide, 
reads like the work of a young, 
gifted writer still struggling to find 
his own special voice.

he Invisibles — A Tale of the 
Eunuchs of India by Zia Jaf- 
II frey (Vintage Books, paper, 
$14.95) is a fascinating, compul¬ 
sively readable investigation of the 
shocking abuse and mutilation of 
homosexuals of the lower castes 
in India. The'book explores an 
outcast group, lower than the low: 
crossdressing, emasculated eu¬ 
nuchs, who live in communal 
tribes and perform at weddings- 
for alms, a ritual many call extor¬ 
tion. 

The historical origins of this 
treatment of homosexually-iden- 
tified men are shrouded in secre¬ 
cy, as are the details of the emas¬ 
culation ceremony, and the inner 
workings of the tribes themselves. 
In her first book after an appren¬ 
ticeship as a magazine writer, au¬ 
thor Jaffrey, without revealing her 
own sexual identity, writes with 
unusual empathy concerning ho¬ 
mosexuality as she unveils the true 
story of these “invisible” people. 

In India, where homosexuality 
is still a taboo subject, the lower 
castes routinely disown their sex- 
ually-ambiguous male children, 
treating them as an interstitial sex 
that demands their neutering. The 
homeless children seem to elect 
their neutering as a means of at- 


cidedly rank privy, a pissoir that 
even the notorious Joe Orton 
would probably have avoided. 

Unfortunately, despite the 
often delightfully bitchy dialogue 
and inspired wordplay, Orton 
doesn’t bring this tale — or fable 

— off with quite the same elan as 
his more successful plays. There is 
a lumbering, sometimes labored 
quality about the prose even when 
the situations described are won¬ 
derfully screwy, and the extreme¬ 
ly episodic Head to Toe suffers 
from the lack of a driving engine 

— the pace flags. It’s not difficult 


to see why Orton shelved this ef¬ 
fort only to cannibalize it later for 
the Fab Four, a venture he saw 
strictly in commercial terms, 
though he more than appreciated 
its publicity potential. 

Even so, Head to Toe and Up 
Against It are welcome additions 
to the Orton canon. They provide 
a valuable insight into the play¬ 
wright’s earlier years as a younger, 
perhaps more idealistic writer, 
and his later ones as a shrewder, 
tougher, more astute judge of 
what the public wanted and ex¬ 
pected from him. T

J ewelle Gomez (The Gilda 
Stories) is a real storyteller, 
maybe one of our best. She 
can take a moment and weave it 
into something extraordinary. In 
her latest collection of short fic¬ 
tion, Gomez travels the well-worn 
paths of erotica and vampires and 
coming out in ways that make 
those plots new and important 
and hugely entertaining. 

“Don’t Explain” comes from 
the Billie Holiday standard, and 
the story is an evocative telling of 
a chance meeting with Lady Day 
and the way her music enables a 
lonely woman to break out of her 
solitude, to find others of her 
kind. It is also, in 11 pages, a pic¬ 
ture of what it meant to be black 
and a lesbian in 1959. Gomez uses 
subtle indicators to remind her 


generations. The little girl’s fear of 
her new situation and the firm¬ 
ness of her great-grandmother’s 
hand on the brush create a wealth 
of emotions and tell us so much 
about both of them. 

“White Flower” is an erotic tale 
of a purely sexual relationship 
that fulfills the needs of the two 
women involved, even as it frus¬ 
trates their friends, those who 
want permanence for all, whether 
or not the parties themselves wish 
for that solidity. “Water with the 
Wine” is a lovely intergenerational 
love story with a dash of good 
friendship that gives the tale 
added spice. 

Gomez includes a science-fic¬ 
tion novella, “Lynx and Strand,” 
that is as creepy and terrifying a 
look at the future as I have read in 
a long time. She combines eros 
and the forbidden art of the tattoo 
to create an image of art as revo¬ 
lutionary act that is utterly com¬ 
pelling. And yes, there is a fine new 


Gilda story for all of us who have 
been aching for a continuation of 
those remarkable tales. 

Don't Explain fills the mind 
with wonder while it enriches the 
soul and enlivens the spirit. It is a 
collection to be treasured and en¬ 
joyed. “Art is magic,” Lynx and 
Strand insist. That makes Gomez 
an artist and a magician and a gift 
to all of us. ▼

the poems of his later years, 
Broughton wrote movingly of the 
scourge of AIDS, of age itself, of 
the passing of time, of his own 
passing.

eal life and literature are 
both highly personal con¬ 
structs, one just seems more 
intentional than the other. With 
The Letters of Mina Harker, San 
Francisco-based writer Dodie Bel¬ 
lamy has blurred the sometimes 
tenuous boundaries between real¬ 
ity and the believable fantasy that 
emerges from convincing writing. 
It’s an intimate, somewhat 
baroque book that has-the feeling 
of keenly observed journal entries 
squeezed through a fracturing fil¬ 
ter of memory, fantasy, pop cul¬ 
ture, feminist theory, and quotid¬ 
ian confrontations with mentally- 
disturbed urbanites. Bellamy 
meticulously pieces it all back to¬ 
gether in the form of letters which 
blaze with subjectivity and truth, 
yet are firmly rooted in the realm 
of fiction. “[A]ll that was sick or 
hysterical about her behavior in 
day-to-day life could be turned 
into something valuable through 
the act of writing,” she explains in 
the first pages. 

This meticulously-crafted, sex- 
filled book seems like experimen¬ 
tal roman a clef, with the author, 
by name, serving as a quasi-nar¬ 
rator. But Bellamy purposefully, 
and effectively, mixes up the dis¬ 
tinctions between memoir and 
fiction. Her focus here falls firmly 
on the emotionally-charged and 
erotic — perfect fodder for her 
explorations in subjectivity. Set in 
very believable late 1980s and 
early 90s San Francisco bohemia, 
the book comprises a fevered cat¬ 
alog of lovers and carnal entan¬ 
glements with complicated 
and/or inappropriate men. The 
narrator’s solid relationship with 
her husband, KK, a gay man (and 
a double for Bellamy’s actual 
spouse, writer Kevin Killian), is 
“enigmatic” but definitely physi¬ 
cal, while her extramarital activi¬ 
ties with a married man, a young 
writer, and a more benign guy 
named Rendezvous sputter with 
passion and the kinds of dysfunc¬ 
tions that fuel a story. “No lover 
no narrative...just the incredible 
pull of lingerie,” she writes. 

Impressions of each of her men 
are filtered through the narrator’s 
undisguised alter ego/doppel- 
ganger, Mina Harker, Dracula’s 
martyred lover in Bram Stoker’s 


horror classic. Mina’s forthright¬ 
ness is at schizophrenic odds with 
Dodie’s more reserved musings, 
which are seamlessly intertwined. 
As the heroine of Dracula, Mina is 
marked with contradiction: virtu¬ 
ous Victorian infected with dark, 
vampiric desire. At Bellamy’s ser¬ 
vice, Mina’s as much a 19th-cen¬ 
tury literary invention as B-movie 
babe — the star of the trashy hor¬ 
ror movies that Dodie, as co-nar¬ 
rator, often watches on video. As 
in those films, Mina’s carnal ap¬ 
petites seem almost constantly in¬ 
flamed, and her id-like thoughts 
burst, italicized, into Dodie’s mind 
like poetic Tourette syndrome in¬ 
terjections: “sheathed in his mole¬ 
cules I felt positively amniotic.” 

Tiny bubbles 

The book uses the notion of 
life as narrative, so its structure 
doesn’t follow linear conventions. 
The narrator’s lovers drift back 
into her memory and her life at 
unexpected moments, like bub¬ 
bles that irregularly dislodge from 
the bottom of a glass of cheap 
champagne. They pop with un- 
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
